At the end of December all city streets had been 
plowed at least four times. Because the city has priorities, the 
policy is to salt first bridges then move on to smaller streets. Mr. 
Navabi reminded the public that cars need to be off the streets in 
order to have the plows complete their job. He asked that the 
public be patient and that they please shovel the sidewalks. After 
January 7 the police will start to give warnings for sidewalks that 
are not shoveled. If you want to report a street or sidewalk that is 
not cleared, call the Public Service Department 24 hour snow 
hotline. The number is 483-4161.

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Karen Gierman of 3019 Ingham Street stated she was appalled at 
the state of the snow removal, and that her street has not been 
plowed as many times as stated earlier by Mr. Navabi. Plows have 
come down her street only 1-2 times. She has talked with the 
television station who told her that the Lansing area received 33 % 
inches of snow in December alone. She has talked with 
Councilmember Benavides about the lack of plowing on her street 
Ms. Gierman feels that the policy regarding snow plowing should 
be changed to allow for the total accumulation on the ground, 
instead of the accumulation from the most recent snowfall. She 
stated that the conditions of the roads in her neighborhood are 
terrible and dangerous. Lansing needs to be prepared for 
snowfalls of this size. Ms. Gierman also feels that the plow drivers 
need to be taught how to plow and clear the streets, especially at 
intersections 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive congratulated 
Councilmember Adado and Meyer on their election to President 
and Vice President. He read the letter sent to Councilmember 
announcing his intention to apply for consideration for appointment 
to the Fourth Ward Council vacancy 
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Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes thinks in the next year the 
main concern is to be aware of project brokers. There are times 
when projects are built where one thing will affect many other 
things at a future date. One example would be the sale of the BTS 
property, and issues that may arise in the future from developing 
the property now. Council needs to look at who gains or loses with 
future projects 


Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago offered thanks to the Mayor for 
commenting on the ice skating lessons being offered at 
Washington Park. The groups would like to see Comstock Park 
moved up in the a higher level of concern within the Park and 
Recreation Department Mr. Bennett is also concerned that ice 
skating at Comstock Park will not happen this year. 

Willy Williams of 505 W. Lenawee offered congratulations to the 
new Council President and Vice President. Mr. Williams feels that 
the vote for officers is by the council and not by the public 
Regarding the snow removal, Mr. Williams wanted to put things in 
perspective by stating that the main problem may be people don't 
know how to drive in the snow. He cited the example of recently 
helping people out of the snow by ‘rocking’ the car instead of 
rewing the engine 


Kevin Webb of 528 W. Grand River Avenue offered congratulations 
to the newly elected Council officers. 

Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she believes that 
Council appointments are a matter of record. Since the people 
elected the Councilmembers, the people are not going to be 
misused. She feels that city issues are a matter of the people. Ms 
Timmon stated that she feels bad that others in Council are passed 
over for other people, and that an integrity issue would have had 
them give up the offices for more senior staff on the Council

A.Recognition of Lansing Everett High School Women’s 
Basketball team as State of Michigan Class "A" Champions 


President Adado asked that the members, coaches, and parents of 
the Everett High School Women's Basketball team come to the 
front of council chambers. Councilmember Meyer stated that the 
city is proud of what the team has accomplished. Councilmember 
Allen added that these young people have not only won as a team, 
but as individuals, since the team has a 3.0 GPA. She offered her 
congratulations to the team, the parents, and the school. The 
Mayor stated that Everett High school has long had a strong 
tradition of sports achievers, and this team has added to that 
tradition. This is a tribute to each of the players and their parents. 
Coach Johnny Jones thanked the Council for the honor shown to 
the team tonight. Each member of the team and the coaching staff 
were presented with a Certificate of Achievement. 


B. Update on the South Lansing Community Summit 


Jennifer Novello of the South Lansing Talks group stated that 
there has been a lot of work over the last year. Getting input from 
people came to a head on October 21, 2000 at Eastern High 
School with the Southside Summit. Seven specific areas were 
talked about. The ideas presented at the summit were divided into 
4 work groups: Improving Personal Health and Well Being, 
Improving the Quality of Life for Young People, Strengthening 
Community, and Improving the Physical Environment. On 
January 9, 2001, the group will start to take additional ideas and 
get specific about improving the quality of life in the Southside. 
Ms. Novello invited everyone back into the process, not just 
citizens on the Southside. It is planned to use these work groups 
to focus on the entire South Lansing area, with the majority of the 
work anticipated to take place from January to April. A lot of the 
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work from the summit was done by neighborhood groups. Ms. 
Novello distributed copies of the South Lansing Leadership

3. For the purpose of considering the potential sale of a 25 acre 
parcel of vacant land located on Saginaw Street known as the 
Boys Training School Property and legally described in Attachment 
A of the Purchase Offers signed by the ADCO Group, Inc. and 
placed on the file with the City Clerk November 27, 2000 to the 
ADCO Group, Inc. for the sum of $770,000 


Emil Winnicker of the Planning and Neighborhood Development 
Department gave a brief history of the Boys Training School (BTS) 
property. This is a factory piece of property. As per the charter, the 
proposal was filed with the City Clerk 30 days prior to this hearing 
The property is proposed to be developed as outlined within the 
Master Plan. Mr. Winnicker stated that Mr. Rick Kibbey is here 
tonight and will speak about the history, and a representative of the 
ADCO group is also available to talk to Council if desired 


The purchase and development of this property came out of Public 
Act 5222, which authorized the sale of this property. The City has 
until March 31, 2001 to close on the sale. A conditional agreement 
has been signed on both sides. It is important to study the soils 
and environmental and design issue. A marketing study is planned 
by the developer. The property adjoins home owners structures 
and a market study would determine what could be built. The 
ADCO proposal needs to be approved before March31, 2001 


By Councilmember Meyer, to give adequate time to Mr. Kibbey to 
give his presentation 


Carried Unanimously 


Rick Kibbey, no address given, stated that this project started in 
1972 when the state of Michigan closed the Boys Training School 
There have been many uses of the property over the years. The 
community have been against most of the issues present. The 
Lansing School District bought 38 acres in 1972. The neighbors 
want no interactive plan for the property. The East Side 
Neighborhood group held a series of meetings about the property. 


Based on those meetings, ideas for the property were narrowed 
down. From that point, the Master Plan was revised. In 1989, 
Representative David Hollister got funding for the plan for the site 
Lansing School District, Sparrow Hospital, Catholic Central High 
School were all involved in the design and decisions. Meetings 
were held with the Lansing School District staff to discuss the 
changes. As far as a need for a park, people close to the area said 
no. There are many other sites close to the area that are already 
parks. The Plan calls for integration of open space. The 
community process has been an open process. The community 
has first voice in the plan. Members of the community have been 
asked to attend the meetings held. The parcel being discussed 
tonight is only part of the site 


Tom Stanton of 216 Huron Street stated that he is in support of the 
BTS sale and development plans for the area. Mr. Stanton stated 
that at a recent Greater Lansing “Sustainable Communities 
Dialogue” meeting many ideas came out of a brainstorming 
session on the property. Copies of the ideas were distributed to 
Council. It is hoped to be able to accomplish ideas about 
sustainable growth into the area to match developements 
elsewhere The BTS development is a opportunity to do 
something important, that will show mixed use development 
against urban sprawl. Mr. Stanton wants to use development to 
improve the area, and would like to provide input if possible 


Michelle Keyton-Canfield of 3532 Callhan Court and 1711 
Elizabeth Street stated that she recently moved back into the 
Lansing area from Virginia. She is a graduate of Eastern High 
School with children who attend both Pattengill Middle School and 
Eastern High School. She is upset that the City is looking into a 
new middle school when the Lansing School District could have 
bought this property several years ago for a lot less money. With 
this proposed housing the Lansing School District would needs 
some sort of boost, since when new people come into this 
development, they will take their children out of the area for the 
schools 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes stated that last week she 
spoke about the BTS and how the sale will result in problems in 
the surrounding space. Ms. Fitzpatrick also believes that 
increased costs will also be passed on with the water and sewer. 
She said it was interesting that tonight the Council is also 
considering a resolution in opposition to the widening of Wood 
Street. With the widening of Wood Street the City will loose habitat 
and the neighborhood will change. She believes this will cause 
more deterioration of Lansing 


REFERRED TO COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


4. For the purpose of opposing and/or approving an Ordinance to 
amend by adding a new chapter to the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan for the purpose of providing a locally 
funded revenue base for the purpose of providing basic human 
services, to be administered by the Human Relations and 
Community Services Department 


President Adado recognized Genice Rhodes-Reed, Director, 
Department of Human Resources and Community Services, to 
give background on the proposed Ordinance. Ms. Rhodes-Reed 
stated that what this ordinance will do is make law the funding for 
the Human Resources and Community Service. The existing level 
is maintained and carried forward from year to year. The 
department has worked to make sure that programs are 
appropriate and that the programs are cost efficient. This 
proposed ordinance will not raise taxes, it will not increase funding 
for human services but insure that funding caps keep pace with 
inflation, and it will eliminate funding. It will better insure that funds 
will be available to meet citizens’ needs. The HR&CS Department 
has designated as categories specific needs, life employability, and 
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life services. This ordinance is believed to be a wise investment 
and good public policy. In April of 2000, then Councilmember 
Adado proposed the funding be codified as an ordinance. Without 
this insurance council can make a motion and reduce the amount 
of funding. With an ordinance Council would have to have public 
hearings so funding is more secure. This is the only department 
with this type of funding 


John Tucker of 1800 N. Genesee came to speak as a 
representative of Young Director Cooperative. He is very 
supportive of this. He thinks this is a fund the community and 
Lansing is serious about. Through the YDC many young people 
have been helped 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated the Human 
Resources Director said everything that needs to be said about 
this matter. He feels everyone will agree to provide based human 
services and there is a need to assure that many will be helped 
By saying the money is there, the City can look into more effective 
ways of using the money, Mr. Smith stated the proposal should 
record an inflation rate 


Susan Cancro of 515 S. Verlinden came to speak as the Director 
of Advent House Ministries and in support of the ordinance. She 
stated that the day shelter at Advent House received help from the 
Human Resources and Community Services Department to 
continue their programs when trying to resume their funding. An 
important part of the relationship with HR&CS that this department 
was willing to come to Advent House. A relationship like this is 
needed to bring resources to the people. Ms. Cancro believes 
Lansing has chosen to make an investment in people 


Jennifer Grau of 201 Lathrop is the Director of Habitat for 
Humanity, which supports this ordinance. It is hard for an 
organization like Habitat for Humanity to get funds even in the best 
of times. Ms Grau is before Council tonight to show Habitat for 
Humanity can not do without your help. Habitat works to bring a 
voice to those who cannot speak and believe they impact people 
to make a difference in their lives. This sends a message to the 
community that we believe in a health community. 


Linda K. Makowski came to speak to Council as a representative 
of Volunteers of America, and in support of the ordinance. The 
Volunteers of American has a long history with Lansing and are 
involved with the citizens of Lansing, One of the checks for the 
citizens of working with HR&CS for the citizens to give is the 
willingness and commitment for the people we serve. We work 
closely with HR&CS. That helps to hold us accountable 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt Hope stated he is glad that this will not 
increase taxes, and he hopes that the funding will not become like 
the funding for the rain tax. With the rain tax people were told they 
would see a return of their monies. There is a great need for this 
in Lansing since about half of the people make less than $15,000 a 
year 


Gordon Wilson, no address given, is an alumni of Eastern High 
School and resents the fact that he did not have a football field, 
and that there is still no football field. He would like to see an 
increase in funding for HR&CS, as people still fall through the 
cracks. This department is the conscience of the City in caring for 
the citizens who can not get help elsewhere. Mr. Wilson thinks the 
Department does an outstanding job. As Vice-President of the 
NAACP he hopes he will be working with the HR&CS Department 
in the future

> Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 
Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes stated that regarding the 
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widening of Wood Street that Council will need more than a 
resolution on this matter. She feels that the resolution is just giving 
lip service to the issue, and that is not the way to go. Ms. 
Fitzpatrick also feels too much development is proposed for the 
area. Ms. Fitzpatrick would like to use the BTS site to continue the 
wetland development located near Wood Street. Ms. Fitzpatrick 
also would like to see a move away from growth economics to 
sustainable economics. Then we need to change the mind set and 
Not give service through resolutions with two different outcomes. 
As long as we have boarded up and vacant houses in the city of 
Lansing Ms. Fitzpatrick feels the City should not go with any new 
construction, as these houses should be built up or repaired first. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive stated he noticed that 
Council is proposing changing the Council rules again to change 
the time limit of five minutes to speak on legislative matters to 
three minutes. He was also surprised to see that the 
Intergovernmental Committee is being done away with. He 
questioned how items that had formerly been handled by this 
committee would now be handled. Regarding the location of the 
State of the City Address, Mr. Hubbell, feels that this should be 
held in Council Chambers in City Hall Consequently, if the State of 
the City Address will be held outside of City Hall, he will not attend 


Bob Jakovac of 2605 Heights Avenue is a Lansing Township 
Trustee. He feels that this is the time when the City of Lansing, 
Dewitt Township, Bath Township and Lansing Township need to 
work together. He does not want to see Wood Street widened to 4 
lanes. We know there is a large development planned for Wood 
Street and Lake Lansing, and Mr. Jakovac would like to see all 
governmental entities work together in a spirit of cooperation

Lansing City Council Rules 
(As approved by the Committee of the Whole on January 4, 
2001) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council. Regular meetings of Council, unless 
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otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council. Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 
adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date. 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 


Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President. 


Rule 4. Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note--Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.B 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 
Hoc Com lees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 


to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory committee. Each standing committee of City Council 
shall consist of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his 
or her discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory 
committees. 


Rule 6. Recognition. (Repealed)

Rule 7. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 
Tesponsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff

THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 8. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 


meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council. (Res. No, 151-A, 3-9-92; Res. No. 7, 1-9-95) 
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Rule 10. Preparation of Agenda, The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 
agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate. (Res. No. 92, 3-4- 
96) 


Rule 11. Items Upon Agenda; Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 
accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. Individual 
Councilmembers or committees may sponsor resolutions or 
ordinances (except initiatives and referendums presented by the 
citizenry) and place them on Council agendas 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


Rule 12. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCILMEMBERS 


Rule 13. Speaking. When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
‘superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
‘speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair 


Rule 14. Compulsory Vote; Contflict_of Interest. When a 
question is put fo vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 


shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
Councilmember with the City Clerk within the appropriate time 
frame. In the event that a Councilmember is present at the Council 
meeting but not in the Council Chambers at the time a vote is 
taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk as a "no" vote 
unless the Councilmember has been excused by the Presiding 
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Rule_15. Important Items; Vote Requested. Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 
which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter.

Rule 19, Rules of Decorum for Meetings: Address by Persons

Citizens attending Council 
meetings may have up to three opportunities to address Council 
Speakers are requested to print their names and addresses on 
registration sheets to assist in the accuracy of the Council 
proceedings. Extensions of speaker time limits are permissible at 
the discretion of the Council.

1) Public hearings. Scheduled public hearings are held on specific 
legislative matters under consideration by Council. A three-minute 
time limit is imposed per speaker. 


2) Comment on legislative matters scheduled for action. Citizens 
may present facts and opinions on legislative matters (consent 
matters, resolutions and ordinances) listed on the Council agenda 
and on such late legislative matters as may be added to the 
agenda. Each speaker is limited to five THREE minutes total on 
legislative matters. 


3) Comment on communications, petitions, and other city related 
matters, including reports from Council Committees, City Officers, 
or Boards and Commissions. Citizens may speak on any City 
government related matter. Each speaker is limited to three 
minutes total. The presiding officer may rule any speaker out of 
order for failing to speak on City government related matters 


The purpose of the City Council meeting is to discuss city business 
and not to deal with individual personalities. Consequently, during 
any city council meeting, the city council shall not permit a 
personally-abusive attack upon any person during debate or public 
discussion. Nothing herein is intended to limit or restrain negative, 
positive or neutral comment about the manner in which an 
individual employee, officer, official or councilmember carries out 
his o her duties in public office or employment. 


Conduct contrary to the normal presentation of business during a 
council meeting which disturbs or interrupts the orderly process of 
the proceeding is a disturbance. No speaker shall make any 
slanderous or profane remark which disturbs, or disrupts or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of any council meeting. 


No person in the audience at a council meeting shall engage in 
disorderly conduct, including the utterance of threatening or 
abusive language, whistling or stomping of feet, or any other act 
which disturbs, disrupts, or otherwise impedes the orderly conduct 
of any council meeting or the presentation of any speaker. 


ORDINANCES 


Rule _20. Introduction” Consideration, Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business. All ordinances must be in writing 
and shall be approved as to form and section numbers by the City 
Attorney, 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall 
be:

Manner_of Introduction" Form, Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 
appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
Previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading. No amendment shall be 
Teceived for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 


recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment. 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule 26. Final Vote; Publication. On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 


general circulation within the City with notice of their passage 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule 27. Chairperson _of Committee. When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 
except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
most recent past President of Council shall preside.(Res. No. 151- 
A,, 39-92) 


Rule 28. Rules in Committee. The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately.

3. To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained; 


4. To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body; 


5. To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
or appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting 


6. To consider material exempt from discussion or disclosure by 
State or Federal law. 


Aclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or 
any two Councilmembers at any regular or special meeting. The 
person requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such 
session. The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute 
the only agenda items for the closed session 
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A majority roll call vote of the entire Council shall be required to call 
a closed session for purposes set forth in paragraphs 1. and 2 
hereof. Atwothirds roll call vote of the entire Council membership 
serving shall be required to call a closed session for purposes set 
forth in paragraphs 3. through 6. hereof.

The minutes of a closed session, which are on file in the office of 
the City Clerk, shall be returned unopened to the Council President 
one year and one day after approval of the minutes of the regular 
meeting at which the minutes of the closed meeting was approved. 
The Council President shall destroy the minutes unless a civil 
action regarding a closed session has been filed or is pending 


Whenever Council enters a closed session in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall, all persons not required for the 
closed session shall immediately leave the Conference Room and 
clear adjacent areas.

Monica Zuchowski or 320 N Walnut thanked the Council for the 
chance to apply and interview for the clerk’s position. She offered 
her congratulations to Mr. Nicholoff on his appointment as 4th 
Ward Councilmember 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm stated that certain changes made by the 
total Council have caused him to speak of the choice to not allow 
the people to speak before the vote. Mr. Teets complimented 
council on the process but the appointments. He thought the 
process was fair and a large improvement over what happened 
eight years ago with the decision of who to place in positions of 
responsibility Mr. Teets thinks in the future, when going to 
candidate forums, the public should ask the question of the 
candidates if they will fulfil the contract of the position. As a result, 
Council now has two who are getting experience by appointment 
Mr. Teets has no problem with either of the candidates. He hopes 
that the rest of the Council will fulfill their contract. Mr. Teets also 
encouraged members to consider black people on the Council and 
hoped that the public can get behind candidates in the next 
election, and that there would be a black to represent the diversity 
of the city. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph agrees with the comments 
of Mr. Teets about the tainted process of the vote before allowing 
public speaking. She reminded Council that the Attorney General 
questioned the original process, and that the Lansing State Journal 
had articles about the way the process was done in the first place 
Ms. Timmon said she would like to let the appointees know that 
while sitting on Council you will be expected to serve the people. 
She would have hoped to have a minority individual on the Council 
but hopes in the next vote a qualified minority will step up. She 
said she is tired of public employees so negatively represented in 
the newspaper She also stated that Councilmembers need to 
listen to people who are speaking. The people who come down to 
speak do care about the city, that is why they come down. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that the people 
shouldn't let the fact slip by that when Kris Nicholoff was moved 
up to the dias, he would be able to vote on the BTS property. If the 
resolution had been handled as listed in the agenda, this wouldn't 
have happened. If this passes this means that Eastern High 
School sports teams will need to find somewhere else to play and 
practice. One of the categories recently used to rank cities is the 
recreation and parks of the area. Lansing was not ranked. Ms. 
Fitzpatrick feels that the BTS is used as a park. The City had the 
opportunity to purchase this site for $1 to use for parks and 
recreation, but didn't. She asked why couldn't we have Sparrow to 
partner on this site, or why not make this part of the Lansing 
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School District and Eastern High School a better school? Also, 
there could have been a partnership between MSU, the Lansing 
School District, and the City. This area would have been the 
perfect area for a natural resource and agricultural site. Ms 
Fitzpatrick stated we need more than the concrete jungle, and 
need to appreciate the land, Ms. Fitzpatrick sees trouble within the 
agreement with the developer in that the plan is not what the 
Eastside has been promised. Also, Ms. Fitzpatrick would like to 
see more regionalism with the land use 


Ed Simmer of 4245 West Jolly feels that the housing on the BTS 
site may become more low-income subsidized housing. He stated 
that Lansing doesn't need more low-income housing. He asked if 
the Lansing School District has been included in the discussions 
and if their needs are going to be met. If more land is needed, and 
not available, they may have to build a Subpar middle school after 
selling off property the Lansing Schools might need. Mr. Simmer 
believes the city owes this to the Lansing School District 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick Drive stated the Council 
President's decision to change the order of the business reminds 
him of “bait and switch” tactics sometimes used by retail. He 
believes the agenda should be followed as closely as possible. He 
stated there are many controversial issues facing the City of 
Lansing. If Council keeps dividing the citizens, then the citizens 
and the City will never have time to heal. The fourth ward finalists 
were good people, but Mr. Oldham feels this council does not 
reflect the complexity of the community or the Forth Ward. It does 
not even reflect the intentions of the voters. Two minority 
candidates were finalists for the fourth ward. He feels the other 
candidates were better, and each showed their willingness to work 
by giving their names. He again asked why Council divided the 
community by the process they used, and asked them to stop the 
wounds they have created. He feels that Council is not listening to 
the community

Darnell Oldham, Sr of 3815 Berwick Drive stated that he was 
disappointed by the diversity of membership on committees and 
the order of business at this Council meeting. Council needs to 
follow the order of the agenda. Everyone has right to be heard 
when they sign up and in the order that they sign the sheet. He 
feels that Council needs to be respectful to all people. Also, the 
make up of this Council does not reflect the community.

Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago offered his congratulations to Mr. 
Nicholoff. He stated it was nice to see him on Council, especially 
with his interest in parks. Mr. Bennett offered thanks to Mr. Wiener, 
as now there is a tower and water at the park and the kids are 
ready to ice skate if it snows again. He hoped that the rumor mill is 
wrong regarding selling a piece of park land on the north side of 
Lansing. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove said she felt compelled 
to come down this evening. She asked why Council was always 
changing the rules. She wants what is best for the citizens of 
Lansing, and feels Council needs to stick to the law. She stated 
she could list a number of things that have happened when the 
constitution and laws were not followed in this manner.

John Pollard of 1718 Blair Street, wished everyone a happy new 
year and offered his congratulations to new the new appointees 
and the newly elected Council officers. He stated he was upset 
about the violations of the Open Meeting Act and was amazed at 
the Council Committees. He then outlined the various 
appointments and assignments to committees and the total 
number of committees and assignments for each Council member. 
He reminded Council they need to respect all citizens of Lansing 
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Mr. Pollard feels that citizens of the 2nd ward are not getting the 
representation they deserve through the appointments given their 
Councilmember since the majority of work is done in Committees. 
He suggested that citizens in the 2nd ward contact Council to voice 
their concerns. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm Street stated he was getting an 
education tonight, and he may be coming down to more meetings 
after tonight.

It may take until June to 
decide, but Mr. Teets feels the decision won't make any difference 
There will not be justice for all.

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive offered congratulations 
to Kris Nicholoff and said he believes Mr. Nicholoff will do a good 
job. The citizens of the fourth ward want change and want things 
done. Mr. Smith is concerned about charges that an amount of 
money pledged to help the Lansing Junior Council affected the 
vote. He feels this is inappropriate and would like to hear from

Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes said there are 22 parks in 
Lansing that are not protected by the Master plan, and people are 
working on getting them included. An earlier reference to a park in 
North Lansing being sold was in reference to Horsebrook Park 
Ms. Fitzpatrick then read an excerpt from the Nexus News 
regarding land development.

After last week's meeting | received a call from Mr. Oldham. | 
know he called other members of the Council, as a matter of fact 
while | was on the phone with him another Councilmember was 
returning his call. 1 thank him for his call. It gave us the 
opporutnity to discuss the issues one on one without the 
distractions or constraints of a council meeting. During that 
discussion he suggested | explain how | called speakers so | will 
do just that. 


As you know at this point of the agenda we take public comment 
on legislative matters, which generally means comment on action 
items, resolutions or ordinances. We are here to conduct city 
business and allow everyone his/her turn to speak. | try to conduct 
the meeting in a business like fashion. | may call those who are 
speaking on the same item, group items, or items of the same 
committee consecutively. Those speakers who are speaking on 
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multiple items will be called where | see fit, and where it suits the 
meeting the best. | may start at the bottom and work my way to 
the top, | may start at the top and work my way to the bottom. | 
may call odds and then evens. It certainly is my discretion 


| will apply these same rules to that part of the agenda which 
allows for public comment on other city related matters. If the 
speakers are not specific or have multipie issues, | will call them 
where it serves the meeting the best. We are not here to promote 
any particular agenda or person. We are here to conduct city 
business and it is incumbent on me to doo just that in a business 
like fashion 


Again, we are at the point in the agenda for public comments on 
legislature matters. Please do your best to keep your comments 
specific to a resolution for action, or any of those items under 
Section VIIIB on page 2 


Gordon T. Wilson of 1003 Grenoble stated that this is already a 
done deal on the voting on Council Rules 16 and 17. In the theater 
they have a dress rehearsal, at city hall they call it Committee of 
the Whole. This change from five to three minutes will not make 
the meetings consistent, it is just another way to restrict the 
citizens. The statement by President Adado in the Lansing State 
Journal was confusing. Often speakers who come down are 
nervous, and not public speakers. Deals made such as the 425 
Agreement are complicated, confusing, and require more time to 
speak to. Lansing should take lessons from other cities and not 
restrict public comment. 


Eugene T. Buckely of 818 N. Hayford objects to reducing time 
Many of the decisions have been made in advance before the 
public has a chance to speak. The issues that are brought up 
under the five minute rule are very serious which involve all the 
citizens of Lansing. Some people do not need five minutes. Some 
others need all the five minutes. History of this Council shows that 
people donot get extra time. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S Holmes agrees with the previous 
speakers. The wisdom is with the people. She always listens to 
the people. Speakers put a lot of time into their talk. Ms. 
Fitzpatrick is also concerned that this is directed to some of the 
regular speakers who come and use the five minutes. This change 
would impact these people the most. What we need to change is 
that you should be required to take public comment before the 
committee meets. You should take public comment before you 
make a commitment and decisions 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 N. Walnut stated she wanted to share 
thoughts on both sides of the issue. She feels the sign-up shee!s 
are too confusing when people come here. She scmetimes signs 
up on the wrong sheet and can not keep track of which sheet is for 
which section. She asked that Council find a way to standardize 
the sign-up process to try to make it easy for people to sign up. If 
she can't keep track of what part of the agenda to talk on, maybe 
others have the same problem 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph agreed with other speakers 
that this is an attempt to stifle the public. She asked how a person 
can speak on multiple topics and subjects in three minutes. Ms. 
Timmon feels that this is a way to alter the dynamics of the 
confrontation. This is the time when you will have to account for 
the things done in committee. The process of changing Rules 16 
and 17 is being watched by many people. Ms. Timmon feels this is 
being aimed at the people who are against Council 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair is against the change of time and is also 
concerned when constitutional rights are violated, Reducing time 
to speak by 40 percent is a violation and attack on rights. Mr. 
Pollard asked the real reason why Council was changing the time 
If after Council passes this, Mr. Pollard expects Mayor Hollister to 
veto the resolution, as it is against the issues he said he was for 
when he ran for office. More and more time is spent on Special 


Ceremonies leaving less time for legislative matters. Before 
passing this resolution Council should first establish a policy and 
procedures on extending speaking time 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated the media quote of 
President Adado said the change was one of making the times 
consistent. As per Websters dictionary, the definition of consistent 
is in agreement or the same. So far the citizens who do not agree 
with the Council can not get extra minutes. When reducing time 
Council is restricting the right to speak out. 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly is the outgoing President of Citizens 
for a Better Lansing. He see tive proposed time cut as a disgrace 
and feels the Council is doing everything in its power to stifle. the 
public. Mr. Simmer feels that Council did everything in its power to 
oppress and feels that Council doesn’t represent the people of 
Lansing. 


Brian Smith of 1007 Woodbine wanted to give a bit of history 
tonight. Five years ago Council reduced the time but then had 
more discussion on items. According to past agendas, there were 
108 special ceremonies in the year 2000. They need to consider 
that other cities close to the size of Lansing do not reduce time. 
They allow time. 


Stephen Jahner of 1013 Climax stated that the last time he came 
before Council was to speak on the 496 construction. He stated 
that most people are very eloquent when they speak. Three 
minutes is a long time and if you are succinct you can make a 
statement. He believes some people might need more time to get 
their point across and that with a little bit of wisdom and 
compassion he feels a decision can be made that is fair for all

Lansing City Council Rules 
(As approved by the Committee of the Whole on January 4, 2001) 


Rule 1, Sessions of Council, Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council. Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 


adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date. 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 


Vice President shall preside. if both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President. 


Rule 4. Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note-Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.8 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 
Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 


to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory committee. Each standing committee of City Council 
shall consist of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his 
or her discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory

The President of Council shall be 
responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff 
operations to the Vice President. 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 8. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 
meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council. (Res. No. 151-A, 3-9-92; Res. No. 7, 1-9-95) 


Rule 10. Preparation of Agenda. The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 


agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. ‘The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate. (Res. No. 92, 3-4- 
96) 


Rule 41. Items Upon Agenda: Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 


accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. Individual 
Councilmembers or committees may sponsor resolutions or 
ordinances (except initiatives and referendums presented by the 
citizenry) and place them on Council agendas 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


Rule 12. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 
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COUNCILMEMBERS 


Rule 13. Speaking When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
‘speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule_14. Compulsory Vote; Contflict_of Interest. When a 
question is put to vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 
shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
Councilmember with the City Clerk within the appropriate time 
frame. In the event that a Councilmember is present at the Council 
meeting but not in the Council Chambers at the time a vote is 
taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk as a "no" vote 
unless the Councilmember has been excused by the Presiding 
Officer. 


Rule_15. Important_Items; Vote Requested. Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 


which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter.

Conduct contrary to the normal presentation of business during a 
council meeting which disturbs or interrupts the orderly process of 
the proceeding is a disturbance. No speaker shall make any 
slanderous or profane remark which disturbs, or disrupts or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of any council meeting, 


No person in the audience at a council meeting shall engage in 
disorderly conduct, including the utterance of threatening or 
abusive language, whistling or stomping of feet, or any other act 
which disturbs, disrupts, or otherwise impedes the orderly conduct 
of any council meeting or the presentation of any speaker.

Rule 20. Introduction” Consideration, Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business.

Manner_of_Introduction; Form, Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 


appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
Previous fo its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading. No amendment shall be 
Teceived for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 


recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment. 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment. 


Rule_26. Final Vote’ Publication. On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City with notice of their passage

itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 


except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside.

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Rule 28. Rules in Committee. The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately.

to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the

Rule_33._Indefinite Postponement. A motion to postpone 


indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 
resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered.

Rule 35. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be

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Rule 36, Division of Question. Any Councilmember may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it

Rule 37. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall 
be taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested 
by one or more Councilmembers, on any other matter 


Rule 38. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the 
yeas and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the 
question is stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll 
After the first vote is given, no Councilmember shall be entitled to 
speak on the question, nor shall any motion be in order until such 
roll call is completed and the result declared 


Rule_39. Appeals. Any Councilmember may appeal from any 
decision of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?" 
Appeals shall be debatable except when Council is under 
operation of the order to vote immediately, or when the decision 
appealed from relates to the priority of business. 


Rule 40. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 
upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter 


before Council at the time such appeal is taken. 


Rule 41. Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
Vote of six Councilmembers 


Rule 42. Amendment: Repeal_and Re-Adoption of Rules. A 
motion to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes 


of five Councilmembers. These Rules may be revised or amended 
and re-adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made 
under this Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than 
the next Council meeting 


Rule 43. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Dr. Jerry Heathcote of 4011 Hartford Road wanted to talk about the 
Lansing Oar and Paddle Club and the Boat house on Grand River 
Park. Dr. Heathcote has been evicted from the club and feels 
discriminated against based on the law and because of the way he 
voted on club business. He feels the club is not abiding by their 
by-laws and laws of incorporation. Dr. Heathcote feels the club 
should be open to all citizens. There are two years left on the 
lease with the City. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes hopes the people are 
watching and hopes they get the same impression regarding the 
appearance of getting public input. If Council needs to group 
people, Ms. Fitzpatrick suggests that Council staff put out one 
sheet for each topic and give separate times for each topic. Ms 
Fitzpatrick thinks Council is sending the message and is giving the 
appearance that there is a “pecking order” involved. This can be 
taken as a show of authority and intimidation. She feels that taking 
people out of order is the same as decreasing time. Ms 
Fitzpatrick asked about the BTS property and asked ifthe sale had 
been posted. She also wished people would not have to give their 
address at the meetings, since some citizens watching may get 
vindictive while the speakers are at the Council meetings 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair stated he doesn't want switching around 
of speakers. Mr. Pollard listed the breakdown of Councilmember 
appointments to committees. He stated that in the past ten years 
there has never been only one appointment to a committee as in 
the case of Councilmember Allen. He stated that people have 
stopped him in the street and asked what is going on with the way 
Council is treating Ms. Allen 


Eugene T. Buckley of 818 N. Hayford stated the Mayor only made 
two meetings last year when people were speaking. He stated that 
some people come down with very important issues and they have 
to wait hours for a few minutes to speak. This is discouraging 
people to speak. He hoped at last one councilmember would have 
voted against this amendment. He announced that he is running 
for Mayor and when he is elected he will ask that public comment 
be moved to the beginning of the meeting like all other 
governmental meetings 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated the Michigan State 
students in the audience are seeing Council at its worst. She 
would like to say that the advocates are the protectors of the City. 
She feels Council is trying to alter the confrontation and according 
to the Constitution, citizens have right to criticize without 
government control of what they say. 


Steve Jahner of 1013 Climax owns a business in the 2000 block of 
East Michigan. Last year a water main break which occurred as a 
result of city construction caused water to come into the 
basements of many of the businesses. Nothing has been done yet 
about the damage. Also, businesses were told the public parking 
lot behind Emil’s would be paved. This has not been done. 
Business are also in danger of having an electrical pole fall down 
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because of construction related damage. If this is happening in 
Phase |, Mr. Jahner asked what will happen in the other phases of 
construction. Mr. Jahner feels Lansing needs to find a way to 
support small business in times like this. Some businesses may 
need financial or other relief. 

Gordon Wilson of 1005 Gernoble said that one of the main reason 
he is here is to correct a statement made last week by Mr. Clyde 
Smith about the Lansing Junior Council. Mr. Nicholoff made the 
commitment to Mr. Wilson himself as a gentlemen and a friend 
The committment was not made to Councilmember Allen. This 
was done before Mr. Nicholoff decided to run for Council and told 
The Committee of the Whole about the funds being available. Mr. 
Wilson also asked that, as an advisor to the Junior Council, 
Councilmember Meyer invite him to any meetings with the young 
people. He would also like to have Councilmember Meyer stop 
telling the young people not to promote the Junior Council. The 
Junior Council is still meeting every Wednesday at 7 p.m. at the 
Lansing Board of Education Building. Mr. Wilson is sorry that this 
issue has become a political volleyball

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated that he Is in 
support of the Demolish or Make Safe orders. He would like to see 
more facts and detailed information given on individual properties. 
Mr. Smith feels this information and pictures could be on the 
Internet for the citizens of Lansing to allow a full picture of what is 
needed with these houses. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S Holmes stated she is concerned that 
the City is too eager to demolish houses. She urged the public to 
look at these houses before the hearings. Ms. Fitzpatrick said in 
March 2002 some of these houses with large property tax bills will 
have the taxes paid by the county, who will then pay the city, and 
then these properties will be up for auction. This would give an 
opportunity to have more homes restored. This needs to be taken 
into consideration when looking to demolish. She appreciates 
Councilmember Wood's detailed information on the previous 
houses that have come before Council with Demolish or Make 
Safe. She suggested an alternative to the Demolish or Make Safe 
process. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E Elm stated his agreement with Mr. Smith. He 
is also very concerned with Demolish or Make Safe properties. 
When the Building Department has problems with homeowners or 
landlords, it can be very intimidating to the owner. In most cases 
the houses need to be rehabilitated and remain on the tax rolls.

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED 
BUSINESS 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated her concern regarding 
the Demolish or Make Safe properties being offered to non-profit 
organizations. The owners may feel backed into a corner when 
told they are losing their home anyway. Ms. Fitzpatrick would 
suggest that non-profits should have to pay the person for their 
equity interest in the property.

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive thanked 
Councilmember Nicholoff for inviting him to work with him. He 
doesn't understand the comments from the public made last week 
regarding Councilmember Allen’s stand on the issue of Lansing 
Junior Council. He is happy with the explanation given by 
Councilmembers Allen and Nicholoff and feels it is necessary to 
bring these things up and confront them. He then commented on 
the procedure used for public comment in Sante Fe city 
government.

3. In consideration of approving and/or opposing the Proposed 
Capital Improvement Schedule for park projects through 2005 


Murdock Jemerson, Director, Parks and Recreation, outlined the 
process used to identify projects. He stated this is a five year plan 
for the Department of Parks and Recreation and is required by the 
Department of Natural Resources for projects to be eligible for the 
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state and federal funding. The listing being considered tonight is 
capital improvement grant projects only. A listing of 16 projects 
contained within the plan was distributed to Council. These 
projects are to be spread out over a six year period. The first 
project on the list deals with the River Trail. The grant source is 
the Michigan National Resource Grant Trust Fund. The total 
amount for all 16 projects is $18 million 


Within the first six months of each year these projects are 
prioritized and if needed, the five year plan is amended. The City 
does not expect to get a grant every time a grant request is 
submitted to the DNR. As an example, the City recently received 
$360,000 for Kircher park. All of these projects have come before 
a review of the Park Board. The Department is really not cutting 
anything, but reprioritizing park projects. This listing will go to the 
Department of Natural Resources. Some park improvements are 
not in the Master Plan because they are not grant funded projects 
but are still included within the City budget. This listing and 
process has been used for many years. 


John Pollard, 1718 Blair, stated he was grateful for the information 
from Mr. Jemerson. The article in the Lansing State Journal 
implied funds would be cut. Mr. Pollard stated he is always 
concerned about parks, and is especially concerned about 
maintenance on the River Trail. He hopes this process will not set 
a precedent or justification to sell park land. He stated he is 
against the selling of any park land, whether it be designated or 
undesignated park land 


Al Stinson, DVM of 1915 Epley Road, Williamston, spoke to the 
Council as a representative of the Ingham County Kennel Club and 
Obedience Training Club. He urged Council to consider the dog 
park and stated his groups believe it would be of a help to dog 
owners in the area. The group is aware of the problems some 
irresponsible owners have created for the city. He commended 
Council for taking a proactive approach by allowing organized 
activity that would show that owners can interact with pets under 
responsible conditions. He also encouraged Council to look at the 
dog park in a favorable way. Members of his groups feel strongly 
and are dedicated and responsible owners. He offered 
assistance to Council and stated that the groups will support this 
park in any way 


Elaine Striler of 1010 E. Grand River, Laingsburg, spoke as a 
representative of the Capital City Canine Club. She stated that 75 
percent of their members live in the Lansing area. They would like 
to see a dog park developed for the community and feel that a park 
of this type could be used to educate the public on dog ownership. 


Bonnie Bennett of 907 Chicago wanted to make sure that 
Comstock Park gets the recognition it deserves. The building at 
Comstock is a Works Projects Administration project and needs to 
be remodeled and opened for activities. 


Joseph Quagliata of 524 Woodrow Avenue talked about two parks 
he uses, Clifford Park and the River Trail. He would like to find a 
way to use the basketball court at Clifford Park. The court is next 
to houses, and this has caused problems and complaints about 
noise. He feels this is a issue of policing and, if necessary that the 
court could be moved to another park so that it can be used 
Regarding the River Trail, Mr. Quagliata feels an emergency phone 
system is needed and that some type of system would prevent 
thefts or other problems on the River Trail, especially if the City is 
planning to expand the River Trail

Act-17-2000, Walnut Street South of Main Street, General Motors 
(GM) Pedestrian Overpass 


WHEREAS, the applicant, Dale Griffith, representing General 
Motors (GM), requests air rights over Main Street to construct a 
pedestrian overpass across Walnut Street, approximately 136 feet 
south of Main Street to provide safe access to the General Motors 
Facility for employees and visitors, connecting the surface parking 
lot on the east side of the street with the General Assembly Plant 
on the west side of the street; and 


WHEREAS, GM, as part of its request, has provided the City with 
drawings and diagrams showing the placement and configuration 
of the proposed pedestrian overpass, and represents that it owns 
the property adjacent to both sides of the subject right of way and 
that all vertical support for the overpass is on GM property; and 


WHEREAS, the Public Service Department has no objection to the 
pedestrian overpass as proposed; and 


WHEREAS, GM is the owner of the property on either side of the 
Walnut Street right of way (ROW), and no part of the street ROW 
will be encroached or used to support the pedestrian overpass 
structure; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board reviewed the proposal for location, 
character, and extent in accordance with its Act 285 Review 
Procedures, and found that: 


1. The pedestrian overpass would have a height from the street to 
the bottom of the pedestrian walkway of 17 feet, and have an 
overall height of 38'11" and a width of 15 feet. The length of the 
bridge, including the stair towers, will extend from the east side of 
the east stair tower 174’5" to the west side of the west stair tower. 


2.No negative impacts are anticipated from the proposed 
overpass. Public utilities will have to be consulted regarding any 
relocation or possible disruption in service to result from the 
construction of the pedestrian overpass; and 


WHEREAS, on October 7, 2000, the Planning Board voted (6-0) to 
recommend approval of Act-17-2000, for the use of air rights over 
Walnut Street, with conditions; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning has 
reviewed the report and recommendation of the Planning Board 
and concurs therewith;

Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, reminded everyone that 
February is Black History Month and stated his concern is that 
there is was no minority representation on the Council 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes is concemed about an article 
she saw this week in the newspaper about houses scheduled to be 
demolished with the possibility that the land would be sold to 
developers. There is a difference between an abandoned house 
and a vacant house. She feels the City plays a roll in forcing 
abandonments. People should not have to have to work out 
special agreements with Council to fix their homes. Homes that 
are safe and livable are still being red-tagged 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine stated that he was surprised to read of 
the proposed program cuts at Lansing Community College. If 
Lansing is truly a diverse city then LCC should not cut art 
programs. Next Monday night another meeting will be held in the 
LCC boardroom regarding the program cuts. He urged citizens to 
attend. In addition, he has heard that the welcoming reception 
planned for the new president at LCC is costing over $500,000 
He feels that LCC has its priorities wrong if they are using money 
for this event and not arts programs 


Eugene T. Buckley of 818 N. Hayford stated that he is concerned 
about the Wolverine gas pipeline that is proposed for Lansing 
instead of Meridian Township. He feels the city will not get any 
benefits from this pipeline, and is concerned about the dangers to 
the community if this pipeline should break. He asked leaders to 
speak out against this pipeline. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated that the River 
Forest Association has a new slate of officers. The group hopes to 
move in a new direction. He read the article in the Lansing State 
Journal about the lack of minority representation during the 
process to pick a new Councilmember. He said that there were 
minority candidates interviewed, and Councilmember Nicholoff has 
been honored by the NAACP. The Task Force on Saginaw and 
Pine is moving along, but one problem they are facing is keeping 
the drug people off the street. He questioned why, if the City and 
Ingham County jails are too small, prisoners could not be 
transferred to another county's jail that isn’t crowded. He feels the 
City needs to get more speed wagons. He was concerned that 
Lansing was falling behind East Lansing in installing cameras at 
streets intersections to monitor drivers going through red lights. 


Gordon Wilson of 1005 Grenoble said he knows the General 
Services Committee discussed the issue of the property on 
Hillcrest. He feels that the Committee should be able to act 
without Councilmember Benavides. He is glad the Lansing Police 
Department has a new form to use with racial profiling. However, if 
you have believe that you don't profile, then you probably do 
profiling without knowing it. Until Lansing gets rid of profiling then 
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something is wrong. We are all the same people, we are all 
Americans. 


In response to comments from Mr. Buckley, Mr. Weiner announced 
that at the cabinet meeting this morning, the Board of Water and 
Light said it was opposed to the location of the pipeline and will be 
writing a letter to the Michigan Public Service Commission to that 
effect. The City concurs with them on this position. The location of 
any pipeline must be reviewed by the City. 


City Attorney Smiertka stated that the Constitution of the State of 
Michigan allows utilities the use of any right-of-way of any 
municipality, subject to the reasonable regulations of that 
municipality.

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Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Chris Brown of 2502 Lake Lansing Road said he works for DTN 
Management. He asked for clarification on the wording of the 
ordinance regarding alteration of existing structures. He wanted 
to know if one apartment within a building is damaged by fire and 
is altered in the process of rebuilding, do all the apartments within 
that one building have to be altered just to fix one? He asked 
Council to reconsider the sentence and the intent of the sentence, 
as he feels this would impose hardship on some apartment 
owners. He suggested as an alternative some type of grandfather 
clause regarding alteration to existing structures. 


Gary Calkins of 2521 York said he is President of the Landlords of 
Mid-Michigan Association. He feels the items that were brought 
before Council last year were dealt with satisfactorily. He is 
concemed with the items pertaining to non-resident landlords, 
questioned the need for registering agents, and would like Council 
to reconsider the 40 mile rule regarding landlords and agents. He 
also has questions regarding the duties of landlords. One point 
that concerns him is that inspection scheduling delays may cause 
problems for the landlord in renting vacant property. He 
commended Council for looking at the entire code, but feels that 
some landlords are singled out and that residents are not. He 
hopes that code is fairly applied 


Rudy Wilson of 1920 Williams is President of the West Side 
Neighborhood Association. He is very much in accord with the 
code changes. He thinks it is time that landlords look at the 
community where their property is located and try to improve the 
community. He also feels that some landlords know how to work 
the system to avoid changes 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated his support of 
the Housing Code. He questioned the effect this will have on 
rental homes. He would like to see a ten year moratorium on 
rental property in areas of high rental. He feels these codes are 
good and they will make people slow down and be more 
responsible, but he doesn't think they go far enough 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N Hayford is in favor of stricter codes and 
involvement. He would like to add a clause that would prohibit gas 
pipelines within 1000 feet of homes or schools. He would make the 
local agent to someone who lived within the local call area. He is 
concemed about even enforcement. He also feels the process 
should involve the neighborhood association before going to the 
city and believes this would make a better neighborhood. He 
asked if there is anything in the code about snow removal 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S Holmes stated that if one goal of the 
city is to fix up houses and property this code will have the 
opposite effect. She feels this code will drive away people who 
would repair houses. Under the current code, property is red 
tagged only if it is an imminent danger to the life or health of the 
public. The proposed code has the potential to red tag houses for 
issues other than imminent dangers. 


Kathleen O'Connor said she is the Pastor at Potter Park United 
Methodist Church. She lives in the parsonage, which according to 
the code is a rental property. In fact it is a rquired resident for the 
clergy of the church and owned by the church. She would like to 


see the code exclude buildings such as parsonages or buildings 
‘owned by churches

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND, AND REPLACE IN ITS ENTIRETY, 
TITLE SIX-HOUSING, CHAPTER 1460, HOUSING AND 
PREMISES CODE, SECTIONS 1460.01 THROUGH 1460.99, OF 
THE LANSING CODE OF ORDINANCES TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE ADOPTION OF MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS AND 
STANDARDS RELATED TO EXISTING RESIDENTIAL 
STRUCTURES, INCLUDING PREMISES, STRUCTURES, 
EQUIPMENT, FACILITIES FOR LIGHT, VENTILATION, SPACE, 
HEATING, SANITATION, PROTECTION FROM THE ELEMENTS, 
LIFE SAFETY, SAFETY FROM FIRE AND OTHER HAZARDS,

1460.01 GEWERAL 


(A) TITLE. THIS CHAPTER SHALL BE KNOWN AND MAY BE

CODE, HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS “THIS CODE.” 

(B) INTENT. THIS CODE SHALL BE CONSTRUED TO

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PUBLIC HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE OF THE GENERAL 
PUBLIC AND THE OWNERS AND OCCUPANTS OF 
RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES, OF ACCESSORY STRUCTURES 
AND OF ALL PREMISES. EXISTING STRUCTURES AND 
PREMISES THAT DO NOT COMPLY WITH THESE PROVISIONS 
SHALL BE ALTERED OR REPAIRED TO PROVIDE A MINIMUM 
LEVEL OF HEALTHAND SAFETY AS REQUIRED HEREIN 

(C) SCOPE. THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE SHALL APPLY 
TO EXISTING RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES, ACCESSORY 
STRUCTURES, DWELLINGS, EQUIPMENT AND ALL EXISTING 
PREMISES AND CONSTITUTE MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS AND 
STANDARDS FOR PREMISES, STRUCTURES, EQUIPMENT, 
AND FACILITIES FOR LIGHT VENTILATION, SPACE, HEATING, 
SANITATION, PROTECTION FROM THE ELEMENTS, LIFE 
SAFETY SAFETY FROM FIRE AND OTHER HAZARDS, AND. 
FOR SAFE AND _ SANITARY MAINTENANCE; THE

(D) SEVERABILITY. F A _ SECTION, SUBSECTION,

REASON, HELD TO BE UNCONSTITUTIONAL, SUCH DECISION 
SHALL NOT AFFECT THE VALIDITY OF THE REMAINING 
PORTIONS OF THIS CODE. 


1460.02 APPLICABILITY 

(A) GENERAL. THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE SHALL 
APPLY TO ALL MATTERS AFFECTING OR RELATING TO 
STRUCTURES AND PREMISES, AS SET FORTH IN SECTION 
1460.01(C) SCOPE. WHERE, IN A_ SPECIFIC CASE, 
DIFFERENT SECTIONS OF THIS CODE SPECIFY DIFFERENT 
REQUIREMENTS, THE MOST RESTRICTIVE SHALL GOVERN. 
OCCUPANCIES IN EXISTING STRUCTURES MAY BE 
CONTINUED AS PROVIDED FOR IN THE BUILDING CODE, 
EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED FOR IN THIS CODE. 
WHERE ANY STRUCTURE OR PORTION THEREOF IS USED 
OR INTENDED TO BE USED AS A COMBINATION APARTMENT 
HOUSE-HOTEL, THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE SHALL 
APPLY TO THE SEPARATE PORTIONS AS IF THEY WERE 
SEPARATE STRUCTURES. ALL STRUCTURES SHALL COMPLY

CONSIDERED A SUBSTANDARD BUILDING. 

(B) ALTERATION. EXISTING STRUCTURES WHICH ARE 
ALTERED OR ENLARGED SHALL BE MADE TO CONFORM TO. 
THIS CODE AND ALL WORK SHALL BE PERFORMED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE BUILDING CODE. 

(C) RELOCATION. EXISTING RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES 
WHICH ARE MOVED OR RELOCATED SHALL BE RESTORED 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE BUILDING CODE. 

(D) MAINTENANCE. STRUCTURES, EQUIPMENT SYSTEMS, 
DEVICES AND SAFEGUARDS REQUIRED BY THIS CODE OR A 
PREVIOUS REGULATION OR CODE UNDER WHICH THE 
STRUCTURE OR PREMISES WAS CONSTRUCTED, ALTERED 
OR REPAIRED SHALL BE MAINTAINED IN GOOD WORKING 
ORDER. THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS CODE ARE NOT 
INTENDED TO PROVIDE THE BASIS FOR REMOVAL OR 
REPEAL OF FIRE PROTECTION AND SAFETY SYSTEMS AND 
DEVICES IN EXISTING STRUCTURES. EXCEPT AS 
OTHERWISE SPECIFIED HEREIN, THE OWNER, REGISTERED 
OWNER OR THE REGISTERED AGENT SHALL BE 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF STRUCTURES 
AND PREMISES. 

(E) APPLICATION OF OTHER CODES. REPAIRS, ADDITIONS 
OR ALTERATIONS TO A STRUCTURE, OR CHANGES OF 
OCCUPANCY SHALL BE DONE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
PROCEDURES AND PROVISIONS OF THE BUILDING CODE, 
PLUMBING CODE, MECHANICAL CODE, ELECTRICAL CODE 
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AND THE FIRE CODE. NOTHING IN THIS CODE SHALL BE 
CONSTRUED TO CANCEL, MODIFY OR SET ASIDE ANY 
PROVISION OF THE ZONING CODE. 

(F) EXISTING REMEDIES. THE PROVISIONS IN THIS CODE 
SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO ABOLISH OR_ IMPAIR

AGENCIES RELATING TO THE REMOVAL OR DEMOLITION OF

(G) WORKMANSHIP. REPAIRS, MAINTENANCE WORK,

CODE SHALL BE EXECUTED AND INSTALLED IN A

(H) HISTORIC BUILDINGS. THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE

JURISDICTION AS HISTORIC BUILDINGS WHEN SUCH

FIXTURE, STRUCTURE OR EQUIPMENT, OR FOR THE PUBLIC 
SAFETY HEALTH AND GENERAL WELFARE, NOT 
SPECIFICALLY COVERED BY THIS CODE, SHALL BE 
DETERMINED BY THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE. 

(J) RESPONSIBILITIES OF OWNERS AND OCCUPANTS. 
EVERY OWNER OR REGISTERED OWNER REMAINS LIABLE 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF DUTIES IMPOSED BY THIS CODE EVEN 
THOUGH AN OBLIGATION IS ALSO IMPOSED ON THE 
OCCUPANTS OF THE OWNER'S OR REGISTERED OWNERS 
PREMISES AND EVEN THOUGH THE OWNER OR

1460.03 OFFICE OF CODE COMPLIANCE 


(A) GENERAL. THE OFFICE OF CODE COMPLIANCE IS

CHARGE THEREOF SHALL BE KNOWN AS THE MANAGER OF 
CODE COMPLIANCE.

OR DESIGNATED REPRESENTATIVE, UNLESS A CONTRARY 
INTENT IS CLEARLY SHOWN. HEREINAFTER, THE DULY 
AUTHORIZED OR DESIGNATED REPRESENTATIVE |S 
REFERRED TO AS ACODE COMPLIANCE OFFICER 

(D) RESTRICTION OF EMPLOYEES. RESTRICTIONS OF 
ENGAGING IN WORK THAT MAY CONFLICT WITH THE 
MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE OR THE CODE 
COMPLIANCE OFFICERS ARE SET FORTH IN THE CITY OF 
LANSING ETHICS ORDINANCE NO. 953 AND CHAPTER 290 OF 
THE LANSING CODIFIED ORDINANCES. 

(E) LIABILITY. THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE, 
CODE COMPLIANCE OFFICERS OR ANY CITY EMPLOYEE 
CHARGED WITH THE ENFORCEMENT OF THIS CODE, WHILE 
ACTING FOR THE CITY SHALL NOT BE PERSONALLY LIABLE 
WHEN ENFORCING THIS CODE AND ARE RELIEVED FROM 
ALL PERSONAL LIABILITY FOR ANY DAMAGE ACCRUING TO. 
PERSONS OR PROPERTY AS A RESULT OF AN ACT 
REQUIRED OR PERMITTED IN THE DISCHARGE OF OFFICIAL 
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DUTIES. 


ANY SUIT INSTITUTED AGAINST ANY PRESENT OR FORMER 
OFFICER OR EMPLOYEE BECAUSE OF AN ACT OR OMISSION 
PERFORMED BY THAT OFFICER OR EMPLOYEE IN THE 
LAWFUL DISCHARGE OF DUTIES AND UNDER THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE SHALL BE DEFENDED BY THE 
LEGAL REPRESENTATIVE OF THE CITY UNTIL THE FINAL 
TERMINATION OF THE PROCEEDINGS. THE MANAGER OF 
CODE COMPLIANCE, ANY CODE COMPLIANCE OFFICER OR 
ANY SUBORDINATE SHALL NOT BE LIABLE FOR COSTS IN 
DEFENDING SUCH AN ACTION, OR ANY PROCEEDING THAT 
IS INSTITUTED IN PURSUANCE OF THE PROVISIONS OF THIS 
CODE AS LONG AS HE OR SHE WAS ACTING IN GOOD FAITH, 
WITHOUT MALICE AND IN THE PERFORMANCE OF OFFICIAL 
DUTIES. 

(F) FEES. THE FEES FOR ACTIVITIES AND SERVICES 
PERFORMED BY THE OFFICE OF CODE COMPLIANCE IN 
CARRYING OUT ITS RESPONSIBILITIES UNDER THIS CODE 
ARE ESTABLISHED BY RESOLUTION AND SHALL BE 
AVAILABLE AT THE CITY CLERK'S OFFICE OR AT THE OFFICE 
OF CODE COMPLIANCE. 


1460.04 DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE MANAGER OF CODE 
COMPLIANCE 


(A) ENFORCEMENT. THE MANAGER OF CODE

CODE. NO PERSON SHALL FAIL, NEGLECT OR REFUSE TO

FAMILY AND TV/O-FAMILY DWELLINGS, AND LODGING(II) 


HOUSES CONTAINING THREE OR MORE DWELLING UNITS, 
EFFICIENCY DWELLING UNITS OR GUEST ROOMS, OR A 
COMBINATION THEREOF, EXCEPT OWNER-OCCUPIED 
SINGLE-FAMILY DWELLINGS. 

(D) INSPECTIONS. THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE 
SHALL MAKE ALL OF THE INSPECTIONS, OR SHALL ACCEPT 
REPORTS OF INSPECTION BY APPROVED OFFICERS, 
AGENCIES OR INDIVIDUALS. ALL REPORTS OF SUCH

(F) SUBSTANDARD STRUCTURES AS NUISANCES. ALL 
STRUCTURES AND PREMISES OR PORTIONS THEREOF 
WHICH ARE DETERMINED TO BE SUBSTANDARD, AS 
DEFINED IN THIS CODE, ARE HEREBY DECLARED TO BE 
PUBLIC NUISANCES AND SHALL BE ABATED BY REPAIR, 
DEMOLITION OR REMOVAL IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
PROCEDURES SPECIFIED IN THIS CODE. 

(G) COMMENCEMENT OF PROCEEDINGS. WHENEVER THE 
MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE HAS INSPECTED OR 
CAUSED TO BE INSPECTED ANY STRUCTURE, PORTION 
THEREOF, PREMISES OR SHELTER, AND HAS FOUND AND 
DETERMINED THAT THE SAME IS SUBSTANDARD OR 
UNSAFE, OR IN VIOLATION OF ANY OF THE PROVISIONS OF 
THIS CODE, THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE SHALL 
COMMENCE PROCEEDINGS TO CAUSE THE REPAIR OF THE 
STRUCTURE OR CORRECTION OF THE PREMISES AS 
DESCRIBED IN SECTION 1460.07 (NOTICES AND ORDERS). 
(H) FAILURE TO OBEY CORRECTION ORDER. IF ANY 
PERSON FAILS TO COMPLY WITH SUBSECTION (A) HEREOF, 
THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE MAY BRING AN 
ACTION IN A COURT OF COMPETENT JURISDICTION TO 
COMPEL COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
CODE AND TO SEEK RECOURSE AND PENALTIES AS 
PROVIDED FOR IN 1460.06 (D) AND 203.06 OF THE CODIFIED 
CITY ORDINANCES. 


(0) VACATING STRUCTURE. IF A HOUSING CODE 
VIOLATION IS NOT REMEDIED AS REQUIRED OR IF 
THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE 
DETERMINES THAT A STRUCTURE IS UNSAFE, THE 
MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE MAY ORDER 
THAT THE STRUCTURE AND PREMISES OR A 
PORTION THEREOF BE VACATED. 


NUISANCES. ANY CONDITION, THE EXISTENCE OF WHICH 
CAUSES ANY PREMISES TO BE SUBSTANDARD, AS PER 
SECTION 1460.17(A) (HAZARDOUS OR  UNSANITARY 
PREMISES), IS HEREBY DECLARED TO BE A NUISANCE AND. 
IS SUBJECT TO ABATEMENT PURSUANT TO SECTION 1460.07 
(NOTICES AND ORDERS) AND/OR STATE LAW. IF A VIOLATION 
OF SECTION 1460.17(A)(1) THROUGH (A)(10) (HAZARDOUS 
OR UNSANITARY PREMISES) HEREOF |S NOT CORRECTED 
AFTER NOTICE IS GIVEN PURSUANT TO SECTION 1460.07, 
THEN THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE, OR HIS OR 
HER CODE COMPLIANCE OFFICERS OR CONTRACTED 
AGENTS MAY ENTER UPON THE PREMISES AND DESTROY 
REMOVE OR ABATE ANY VIOLATION OF SECTION 1460.17(A). 

(1) ANY EXPENSE, INCLUDING THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
SERVICE FEE INCURRED IN THE DESTRUCTION, 
REMOVAL OR ABATEMENT OF THE NUISANCE 
SHALL BE PAID BY THE OWNER OR PARTY IN 
INTEREST WHOSE NAME APPEARS ON THE CITY'S 
REAL PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT RECORDS. 

(2) THE EXPENSE INCURRED SHALL BE A LIEN 
AGAINST THE REAL PROPERTY AND SHALL BE 
REPORTED TO THE CITY ASSESSOR WHO SHALL 
ASSESS THE SAME AGAINST THE PROPERTY ON 
WHICH THE NUISANCE WAS LOCATED. 

(3) THE OWNER OR PARTY IN INTEREST IN WHOSE 
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NAME THE PROPERTY APPEARS UPON THE LAST 
LOCAL TAX ASSESSMENT RECORDS SHALL BE 
NOTIFIED OF THE AMOUNT OWED BY FIRST CLASS 
MAIL AT THE ADDRESS SHOWN ON THE RECORDS. 
IF HE OR SHE FAILS TO PAY THE SAME WITHIN

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


1460.16 GENERAL 

(A) SCOPE. THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE SHALL 
GOVERN THE MINIMUM CONDITIONS AND THE 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF PERSONS FOR MAINTENANCE OF 
STRUCTURES, EQUIPMENT AND PREMISES. 

(B) RESPONSIBILITY. THE OWNER OF THE PREMISES 
SHALL MAINTAIN THE STRUCTURES AND EXTERIOR 
PROPERTY IN COMPLIANCE WITH THESE REQUIREMENTS, 
EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED FOR IN THIS CODE. A 
PERSON SHALL NOT OCCUPY AS OWNER-OCCUPANT OR 
PERMIT ANOTHER PERSON TO OCCUPY PREMISES WHICH 
ARE NOTIN A SANITARY AND SAFE CONDITION AND WHICH 
DO NOT COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS CODE. 
OCCUPANTS OF A DWELLING UNIT ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
KEEPING IN A CLEAN, SANITARY AND SAFE CONDITION 
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THAT PART OF THE DWELLING UNIT OR PREMISES, WHICH 
THEY OCCUPY AND CONTROL. 
(C) PERMITS REQUIRED. IT SHALL BE UNLAWFUL FOR 
ANY PERSON, FIRM OR CORPORATION TO MAKE ANY 
INSTALLATION, CONSTRUCTION, ENLARGEMENT, 
RELOCATION, DEMOLITION, CONVERSION, ALTERATION, 
REPAIR, REPLACEMENT, OR TO REMODEL ANY PLUMBING 
SYSTEM, MECHANICAL SYSTEM, ELECTRICAL SYSTEM OR 
STRUCTURE WITHOUT FIRST OBTAINING THE REQUIRED 
PERMIT FOR THE WORK. ALL PREMISES OR PORTIONS 
THEREOF FOR WHICH A PERMIT IS REQUIRED, SHALL BE 
SUBJECT TO INSPECTIONS BY THE MANAGER OF BUILDING 
SAFETY OR ANY DULY AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE. 
(D) VACANT STRUCTURES AND LAND. ALL VACANT 
STRUCTURES AND PREMISES THEREOF OR VACANT LAND 
SHALL BE MAINTAINED IN A CLEAN, SAFE, SECURE AND 
SANITARY CONDITION AS PROVIDED HEREIN SO AS NOT TO 
CAUSE A BLIGHTING PROBLEM OR ADVERSELY AFFECT 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH OR SAFETY. 
(E) ABANDONED/DISABLED MOTOR VEHICLES. NO 
PERSON SHALL PERMIT ANY ABANDONED/DISABLED 
MOTOR VEHICLE TO BE PARKED, PLACED OR ALLOWED TO 
REMAIN WITHIN THE CITY IN VIOLATION OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION. 
EXCEPTION: A VEHICLE WHICH IS MECHANICALLY 
UNABLE TO OPERATE IS PERMITTED TO BE STORED IN 
THE COMMERCIALLY ZONED AREAS OF THE 
JURISDICTION WHERE THE PROPERTY OWNER 
OPERATES A LICENSED VEHICLE REPAIR SHOP AND 
THE PROPERTY HAS ALL ZONING APPROVALS 
NECESSARY. ALL VEHICLES STORED IN ACCORDANCE

(1) PROHIBITED ON STREETS. 
ABANDONED/DISABLED MOTOR VEHICLES SHALL NOT

STREETS, ALLEYS OR HIGHWAYS OF THE CITY, 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, THAT THIS PROHIBITION SHALL 
NOT APPLY TO THE TOWING OR SIMILAR 
TRANSPORTATION OF SUCH VEHICLES; AND 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, THAT A REASONABLE TIME (NOT 
TO EXCEED 48 HOURS FROM THE TIME OF DISABILITY

(2) FRONT, SIDE, OR REAR YARDS. AN ABANDONED 
OR DISABLED MOTOR VEHICLE OR ANY PART OF A 
MOTOR VEHICLE SHALL NOT BE PARKED OR PLACED 
IN THE FRONT, SIDE OR REAR YARD OF ANY PARCELS 
OF LAND IN THE CITY OF LANSING. 
ABANDONED/DISABLED MOTOR VEHICLES OR PARTS 
OF MOTOR VEHICLES MAY BE KEPT IN AN ENTIRELY 
ENCLOSED GARAGE OR OTHER ENTIRELY ENCLOSED 
STRUCTURE. 


(F) OBSTRUCTION OF VISION OF MOTORIST. NO YARD 
STRUCTURE, HEDGE, TREE, ORNAMENT, SIGN, 
EQUIPMENT OR OTHER PERSONAL PROPERTY 
SHALL OBSTRUCT THE VISION OF THE 
MOTORISTS DRIVING OR ENTERING ON TO ANY 
STREET OR OTHER PUBLIC WAY OPEN TO 
VEHICULAR TRAFFIC. 
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(7S)FRONT YARD CORNER LOTS. NOTHING SHALL 
MATERIALLY OBSTRUCT THE VISION OF MOTORISTS 
ON ADJACENT STREETS. THE AREA ON A CORNER LOT 
TO WHICH THIS APPLIES IS THE TRIANGULAR AREA 
BOUNDED BY THE PROPERTY LINES OF THE CORNER 
LOT NEAREST THE INTERSECTION OF THE ADJACENT 
STREETS AND A LINE BETWEEN POINTS ON THE 
PROPERTY LINES LOCATED 25 FEET FROM THE POINT

(A) HAZARDOUS OR UNSANITARY PREMISES. ALL

HARBORAGES, COMBUSTIBLES MATERIAL OR 
FIRE HAZARD; 


(79) INDOOR-TYPE FURNITURE, SUCH AS, BUT NOT 
LIMITED To: MATTRESSES, AND 
OVERSTUFFED/UPHOLSTERED COUCHES AND 
CHAIRS; 


(80) ANY HEALTH HAZARD AS DETERMINED BY THE 
COUNTY HEALTH OFFICER OR THE MANAGER OF

WATER THEREON OR ON ADJACENT PREMISES, OR WITHIN 
ANY STRUCTURES THEREON. 


EXCEPTION: APPROVED RETENTION AREAS AND 
RESERVOIRS ARE EXCEPTED. 


(C) SIDEWALKS AND DRIVEWAYS. ALL SIDEWALKS, 
WALKWAYS, STAIRS, DRIVEWAYS, PARKING SPACES AND 
SIMILAR AREAS SHALL BE KEPT IN A PROPER STATE OF 
REPAIR, AND MAINTAINED FREE FROM HAZARDOUS 
CONDITIONS. 


(D) EXHAUST VENTS. PIPES, DUCTS, CONDUCTORS, FANS 
OR BLOWERS SHALL NOT DISCHARGE GASES, STEAM,

ACCORDANCE WITH THE BUILDING CODE SHALL 
BE MAINTAINED SO THAT THE GATE WILL CLOSE 
AND LATCH WHEN RELEASED FROM A STILL

(F) DEFACEMENT OF PROPERTY. NO PERSON SHALL 
WILLFULLY DAMAGE, MUTILATE OR DEFACE ANY EXTERIOR

PRIVATE OR PUBLIC PROPERTY BY PLACING THEREON ANY

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1460.18 EXTERIOR STRUCTURE 


(A) GENERAL. THE EXTERIOR OF A STRUCTURE SHALL BE 
MAINTAINED IN GOOD REPAIR, STRUCTURALLY SOUND AND

HEALTH, SAFETY OR WELFARE. 


(B) WEATHER PROTECTION. ALL EXTERIOR SURFACES,

(N) INSECT SCREENS. DURING MAY THROUGH OCTOBER, 
EVERY DOOR AND EVERY OPENING DIRECTLY FROM A 
DWELLING UNIT TO OUTDOOR SPACE THAT IS USED FOR 
VENTILATION, OR IS REQUIRED FOR VENTILATION OR IS A 
FOOD PREPARATION AREA, SHALL HAVE SUPPLIED 
TIGHTLY FITTING SCREENS OF NOT LESS THAN 16 MESH 
PER INCH. ALL SCREEN DOORS AND WINDOW SCREENS

(F) INTERIOR DOORS. EVERY INTERIOR DOOR SHALL FIT 
REASONABLY WELL WITHIN ITS FRAME AND SHALL BE 
CAPABLE OF BEING OPENED AND CLOSED BY BEING 
PROPERLY AND SECURELY ATTACHED TO JAMBS, HEADERS 
OR TRACKS AS INTENDED BY THE MANUFACTURER OF THE

LIGHT, VENTILATION AND OCCUPANCY LIMITATIONS

(C) ALTERNATIVE DEVICES. IN LIEU OF THE MEANS FOR 
NATURAL LIGHT AND VENTILATION HEREIN PRESCRIBED, 
ARTIFICIAL LIGHT OR MECHANICAL VENTILATION 
COMPLYING WITH THE BUILDING CODE IS PERMITTED. 


1460.23 LIGHT 


(A) HABITABLE SPACES. EVERY HABITABLE SPACE SHALL 
HAVE AT LEAST ONE WINDOW OF APPROVED SIZE FACING 
DIRECTLY TO THE OUTDOORS OR TO A COURT. THE 
MINIMUM TOTAL GLAZED AREA FOR EVERY HABITABLE

(G) FOOD PREPARATION. ALL SPACES TO BE OCCUPIED

SUITABLE SPACE AND EQUIPMENT TO STORE, PREPARE 
AND SERVE FOODS IN A SANITARY MANNER. THERE SHALL 
BE ADEQUATE FACILITIES AND SERVICES FOR THE 
SANITARY DISPOSAL OF FOOD WASTES AND REFUSE, 
INCLUDING FACILITIES FOR TEMPORARY STORAGE. 


PLUMBING FACILITIES AND FIXTURE REQUIREMENTS 
1460.26 GENERAL 


(A) SCOPE. THE PROVISIONS OF THIS CODE SHALL 
GOVERN THE MINIMUM PLUMBING SYSTEMS, FACILITIES 
AND PLUMBING FIXTURES TO BE PROVIDED. 


(B) RESPONSIBILITY. THE OWNER OF THE STRUCTURE

1460.27 REQUIRED FACILITIES 


(A) DWELLING UNITS. EVERY DWELLING UNIT SHALL 
CONTAIN ITS OWN BATHTUB OR SHOWER, LAVATORY 
TOILET AND KITCHEN SINK, WHICH SHALL BE MAINTAINED IN 
A SANITARY; AND SAFE WORKING CONDITION. THE 
LAVATORY SHALL BE PLACED IN THE SAME ROOM AS THE

BATHTUB OR SHOWER SHALL BE SUPPLIED FOR EACH 4 
ROOMING UNITS. 

1460.28 TOILET ROOMS AND BATHROOMS 


(A) PRIVACY. TOILET ROOMS AND BATHROOMS SHALL 
PROVIDE A DOOR FOR PRIVACY AND SHALL NOT 


CONSTITUTE THE ONLY PASSAGEWAY TO AHALL OR OTHER 
SPACE, OR TO THE EXTERIOR. AN INTERIOR LOCKING 
DEVICE SHALL BE PROVIDED FOR ALL COMMON OR 
SHARED BATHROOMS AND TOILET ROOMS IN A MULTIPLE 
DWELLING. 


(B) LOCATION. TOILET ROOMS AND BATHROOMS SERVING 
HOTEL UNITS, ROOMING UNITS OR DORMITORY UNITS, 
SHALL HAVE ACCESS BY TRAVERSING NOT MORE THAN 1 
FLIGHT OF STAIRS AND SHALL HAVE ACCESS FROM A 
COMMON HALL OR PASSAGEWAY. 


1460.29 PLUMBING SYSTEMS AND FIXTURES. 


(A) GENERAL. ALL PLUMBING FIXTURES SHALL BE 
PROPERLY INSTALLED AND MAINTAINED IN WORKING 
ORDER, AND SHALL BE KEPT FREE FROM OBSTRUCTIONS, 
LEAKS AND DEFECTS AND BE CAPABLE OF PERFORMING 
THE FUNCTION FOR WHICH SUCH PLUMBING FIXTURES ARE 
DESIGNED. ALL PLUMBING FIXTURES SHALL BE

(B) FIXTURE CLEARANCES. PLUMBING FIXTURES SHALL

(C) PLUMBING SYSTEM HAZARDS. WHEN IT IS FOUND 
THAT A PLUMBING SYSTEM IN A STRUCTURE CONSTITUTES 
A HAZARD TO THE OCCUPANTS OR THE STRUCTURE BY 
REASON OF INADEQUATE SERVICE, INADEQUATE VENTING, 
CROSS CONNECTION, BACK SIPHONAGE, IMPROPER 
INSTALLATION, DETERIORATION OR DAMAGE OR FOR ANY 
OTHER REASONS, THE MANAGER OF CODE COMPLIANCE 
SHALL REQUIRE THE DEFECTS TO BE CORRECTED TO 
ELIMINATE THE HAZARD. 


(c) 1460.30 WATER SYSTEM 


(A) GENERAL. EVERY SINK, LAVATORY BATHTUB OR 
SHOWER, TOILET OR OTHER PLUMBING FIXTURE SHALL BE 
PROPERLY CONNECTED TO EITHER A PUBLIC WATER 
SYSTEM OR TO AN APPROVED PRIVATE WATER SYSTEM. 
ALL KITCHEN SINKS, LAVATORIES, LAUNDRY FACILITIES, 
BATHTUBS AND SHOWERS SHALL BE SUPPLIED WITH HOT

(B) CONTAMINATION. THE WATER SUPPLY SHALL BE

ABOVE THE FLOOD-LEVEL RIM OF THE FIXTURE. SHAMPOO 
BASIN FAUCETS, JANITOR SINK FAUCETS, AND OTHER 
HOSE BIBS OR FAUCETS TO WHICH HOSES ARE ATTACHED 
AND LEFT IN PLACE, SHALL BE PROTECTED BY AN 
APPROVED ATMOSPHERIC-TYPE VACUUM BREAKER OR AN 
APPROVED HOSE CONNECTION VACUUM BREAKER 


(C) SUPPLY. THE WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM SHALL BE 
INSTALLED AND MAINTAINED TO PROVIDE A SUPPLY OF 
WATER TO PLUMBING FIXTURES, DEVICES AND 
APPURTENANCES IN SUFFICIENT VOLUME AND AT 
PRESSURES ADEQUATE TO ENABLE THE FIXTURES TO 
FUNCTION PROPERLY SAFELY AND FREE FROM DEFECTS 
AND LEAKS. 


(D) WATER HEATING FACILITIES. WATER HEATING 
FACILITIES SHALL BE PROPERLY INSTALLED, MAINTAINED 
AND CAPABLE OF PROVIDING AN ADEQUATE AMOUNT OF 
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WATER TO BE DRAWN AT EVERY REQUIRED SINK, BATHTUB, 
SHOWER, LAVATORY .AND LAUNDRY FACILITY TO PROVIDE 
WATER TEMPERATURES WITHIN AN APPROVED RANGE AS 
PER SUBSECTION (E) HEREOF. AN APPROVED 
COMBINATION TEMPERATURE AND PRESSURERELIEF

HEATERS. WHEN A WATER HEATER IS REPLACED IT SHALL 
BE REPLACED WITH ONE SIZED ACCORDING TO THE 
MANUFACTURE'S SPECIFICATIONS FOR THE AMOUNT OF 
USAGE 


(E) WATER TEMPERATURE RANGES. EVERY SINK, 
BATHTUB, LAVATORY AND LAUNDRY FACILITY SHALL BE

SYSTEM. 


(B) MAINTENANCE. EVERY PLUMBING STACK, VENT. 
WASTE AND SEWER LINE SHALL FUNCTION PROPERLY AND 
BE KEPT FREE FROM OBSTRUCTIONS, LEAKS AND

1460.32 STORM DRAINAGE 


(A) GENERAL. DRAINAGE OF ROOFS AND PAVED AREAS,

WITHOUT GUTTERS AND DOWNSPOUTS ARE REQUIRED TO 
HAVE GUTTERS AND DOWNSPOUTS ADDED TO THE 
DWELLING WHEN ITS ROOF COVERING IS REPLACED. 


(C) SUMP PUMPS. SUMP PUMPS IN BASEMENTS ARE TO 
CONTROL GROUND WATER AND MUST DISCHARGE TO THE 
EXTERIOR OF STRUCTURE. SUMP PUMPS SHALL NOT BE 
DISCHARGED IN A MANNER THAT CREATES A PUBLIC 
NUISANCE.

OWNER OF ANY STRUCTURE WHO RENTS, LEASES OR LETS 
ONE OR MORE DWELLING UNIT) ROOMING UNIT 


DORMITORY OR GUESTROOM ON TERMS, EITHER’ 


EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, TO FURNISH HEAT TO THE 
OCCUPANTS THEREOF SHALL SUPPLY HEAT TO MAINTAIN A 
TEMPERATURE OF NOT LESS THAN 70 DEGREES 
FAHRENHEIT IN ALL HABITABLE ROOMS, BATHROOMS, AND 
TOILET ROOMS. 


EXCEPTION: WHEN THE OUTDOOR TEMPERATURE IS.

(A) FIRE-RESISTANCE-RATED ASSEMBLIES. ALL BUILDINGS

Resolution Authorizing Issuance and Sale of a 
Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax 
General Obligation Bond 
(Phase 114, Segment 3), Series 2001 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. Mi 0023400 (the 
"NPDES Permit") requiring the City of Lansing (the "City") to 
develop a Final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
"CSO Control Program") to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (subsequently 
restructured and renamed the Department of Environmental 
Quality and collectively hereafter referred to as the "DEQ") for 
approval; and 
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WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, 
DEQ, acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality 
Division, has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the 
City in compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of 
Michigan 1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit issued 
by the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Fifteen 
Million Dollars ($15,000,000) for the purpose of financing Subarea 
013 South Sewer Separation (the "Improvements"), included in 
Phase ll, Segment 3, Series 2001 of the Combined Sewer 
Overflow Improvements Project Plan required by the NPDES 
Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
to Issue Bonds For Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution, which, in compliance with the 
requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, Act 279, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, required the City Clerk 
to cause to be published, on or before January 18, 2001, in the 
Lansing State Journal, an Official Notice to Electors and Taxpayers 
of the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds (the "Notice of 
Intent") which describes the bonds to be issued to finance 
construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter 111, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance 
Act, Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, 
permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations which shall be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete the authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term "Authorized Officer" as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following City officers: 
the Director of Finance, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, 
or the City Clerk. 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated COMBINED SEWER OVERFLOW LIMITED TAX 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND (PHASE II, SEGMENT 3), Series 
2001 (tile "Bond") is authorized to be issued for the purpose of 
paying a portion of the costs of the Improvements, including 
capitalized interest and costs incidental to the issuance, sale and 
delivery of the Bond. 


The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received all order of prior approval to issue tile Bond or an order of 
exception from prior approval from the Municipal Finance Division 
of tile State of Michigan Department Treasury. 
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The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received approval from the DEQ of the plans and specifications for 
the Improvements 


4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum of Fifteen Million Dollars ($15,000,000) or such 
lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale (the "Principal Amount") and approved by the DEQ 
and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the "Authority"), 
pursuant to the Notice of Intent 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix A, 
with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect changes in 
Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized Officer at or 
prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority granted by this 
Resolution. The Authorized Officer shall have the authority to 
make such changes in the form of bond as shall be requested by 
the Authority, deemed reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not 
in conflict with the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond 
shall be in the form of a single fullyregistered,non convnertible, 
nonchangeable bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond,or such other date as 
may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of 
the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 2002, or on such 
other dates as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. The schedule of serial principal installments shall be 
determined by an Authorized officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by DEQ and the Authority. Interest on the Bond will 
be payable as provided under Section 5, on October 1, 2001, and 
semiannually thereafter on April 1 of and October 1 of each year 
until maturity or earlier prepayment of said installment, or on such 
other dates as determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of 
the sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the Principal 
Amount and the dates and amounts of principal installments, shall 
be evidenced by execution of the Purchase Contract to be 
executed between the City and the Authority as described below. 


5. Sale of Bond Calculation of Repayment Obligations, The City 
shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an interest 


rate of not to exceed two and one-half percent (2.50%) per annum 
The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the delivery 
instructions of the Authority 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one lump 
sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal installments of 
the Bond (the "purchased principal installments") from the Authority 
as such purchases are approved by the DEQ. These purchased 
principal installments shall be deemed to correspond to the serial 
principal installments contained in the Bond in direct chronological 
order of said serial principal installments. The City shall have no 
obligation to repay any serial principal installments for which the 
City did not receive proceeds from corresponding purchased 
principal installments of at least a like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. 
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In the event less than the Principal Amount of the Bond is 
purchased by the Authority, any portion of the Principal Amount is 
prepaid as provided below, or any serial principal payment 
becomes due before the City has received proceeds from 
corresponding purchased principal installments of at least a like 
amount, then the Authority may prepare a new serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City. 


6. Bond Register_Record of Payments, The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the Finance Director 
The Finance Director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the canceled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the Finance Director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
obligation of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to the City 
for cancellation 


7. Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 
signatures on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall 
have the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or 
impressed on the Bond. After execution, the Bond shall be 
delivered to the Authority by the Finance Director or his designee 


8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The bond is anticipated to be paid from 
funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City's Sewage Disposal 
System, other appropriate sources, and ad valorem taxes pursuant 
to a pledge of the City's limited tax full faith and credit. The bond 
shall be a limited tax general obligation of the City 


As such, it shall be payable as a first budget obligation from the 
general fund of the City and from taxes unposed on all taxable 
property in the City, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory 
and charter tax rate limitations. Commencing with the year 2001, 
there shall be levied upon the tax rolls of the City in the manner 
required by the provisions of Act 202, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1943, as amended, an amount such that the estimated collection 
therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay, when due, the principal 
of and interest on the Bond becoming due prior to the next annual 
tax levy; provided, however, that if at the time of making any such 
annual tax levy there shall be other monies to make the required 
payments on the Bond, then the City shall take such monies into 
account in determining such annual levy. 


9. Debt Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is authorized 
and directed to open a separate depositary account with a bank or 
trust company to be designated CSO DEBT RETIREMENT FUND 
(the "Debt Retirement Fund"), the moneys to be deposited into the 
Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically earmarked and used 
solely for the purpose of paying principal of and interest on the 
Bond and additional future series of bonds issued by the City for 
the purposes of completing construction of the Improvements as 
such principal and interest become due 


The Finance Director shall deposit into the Debt Retirement Fund 
from proceeds of the Bond an amount representing capitalized 
interest for a period to be approved by DEQ and the Authority but 
not to exceed three years from the date of delivery of the Bond. 
The Finance Director is further authorized and directed to pay, or 
cause to be paid, from the Debit Retirement Fund or other 
available funds, all payments of principal, if any, and interest on the 
Bond to the Authority's Depository, or in the event the Authority is 
no longer the owner of the Bond, to the Owner of the Bond, in 
accordance with the requirements of the Bond 


10. Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond (except 
capitalized interest as provided above) and the prior series of 
bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
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construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the CSO LIMITED TAX 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND CONSTRUCTION FUND (the 
"Construction Fund"). Said moneys shall be used solely for the 
purposes for which the Bond, and other bonds issued for the CSO 
Control Program, are issued. Any unexpended balance of the 
proceeds of the sale of the Bond remaining after completion of the 
Improvements herein authorized may be used at the discretion of 
the Director of Public Service for further improvements included in 
the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES Permit 


Any remaining balance after such expenditure shall be used for the 
prepayment of installments of the Bond or the purchase of 
installments of the Bond at not more than the fair market value 
thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for "eligible" (not to exceed the 
maximum principal amount of the Bond) and "Ineligible" costs of 
the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority and 
DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used solely for 
the purposes of making improvements included in the CSO Control 
Program required by the NPDES Permit, and ancillary related 
expenses. 


After completion of the Improvements and disposition of remaining 
proceeds, if any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this 
Section, the Construction Fund may be closed 


11. Mutilated _Lost_Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event any 
Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen, or destroyed, the Mayor and the 


City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity, 
and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen, or destroyed. 


In the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to 
the City. In the case of a lost, stolen, or destroyed Bond a 
replacement Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City 
shall have received such proof of ownership and loss and 
indemnify as they determine to be sufficient, which shall consist at 
least of (i) a lost instrument bond for principal and interest 
remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen, ordestroyed bond; (ii) an 
affidavit of the registered owner (or his or her attorney) setting forth 
ownership of the Bond lost, stolen, or destroyed and the 
circumstances under which it was lost, stolen, or destroyed; (iii) the 
agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her attorney) to fully 
indemnify the City against loss due to the lost, stolen, or destroyed 
Bond and the issuance of any replacement Bond in connection 
therewith; and (iv) the agreement of the ownerof the Bond (or his 
or her attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection with 
the replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs which 
otherwise would be paid by the City 


12. Arbitge and Tax Covenants, The City hereby covenants that, 
to the extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the "Code"), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and 
investment of Bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond 
proceeds. 


13. Approval_of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the "Purchase 


Contract"), the proposed form of Issuer's Certificate to be executed 
by the City andthe proposed form of Supplemental Agreement 
among the City, the Authority and the DEQ (the "Supplemental 
Agreement") on file with the City Clerk are hereby approved. The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the Issuer's Certificate, 
and the Supplemental Agreement upon completion, in the forms 
approved hereby with such revisions as they may determine to be 
necessary or desirable, permitted by law, and not materially 
adverse to the City. 
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14. General Authority for Authorized Officers, The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 
actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority and 
DEQ in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority. The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver such other ceftificates, documents, 
instruments, and other papers as may be required by the Authority 
or DEQ of as may be otherwise necessary or convenient to effect 
the delivery of the Bond 


15. Conflicting Resolutions. All resolutions and parts of 
resolutions insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this 
Resolution are rescinded

The Public Safety Committee reviewed the request from the 
Ingham County/City of Lansing Community Correction Advisory 
Board to receive funding from the City of Lansing to augment the 
funding Community Corrections obtains from the State of Michigan 
and Ingham County. The CCAB would like the City of Lansing to 
include a specific line item for $26,660 in the City's FY 2001-02 
Budget 


Community Corrections was initiated by the State to help provide 
cost efficient, effective treatments and community-based sanctions 
for non-violent offenders. Changes in sentencing guidelines in the 
late 1990's have required judges to send more offenders to county 
jails as opposed to state prisons. Without Community Corrections 
option, there would be much more overcrowding at the Ingham 
County Jail and subsequent early release. Historically, 63.8% of 
all District Court offenders originated from 54-A District Court and 
court data indicate that 200 new felony cases are generated per 
month. In addition 70% of those in community correction programs 
were City of Lansing residents 


The Public Safety Committee recommends that the City of Lansing 
approve the request from the Ingham County/City of Lansing 
Community Correction Advisory Board to include a $26,660 line 
item in its FY 2001-02 Budget to enhance treatment and 
community sanctions available to 54-A District Court offender 
population.

Theresa Panetta of 2125 Grosbeck said she is the President of 
the Board of Directors of Highlands Cooperative.

She lives in the Highlands Cooperative and has strived to 
make her community a safe community. From information she has 
seen this pipeline is proposed to go through her backyard 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive stated that if the snow 
that is forecast does come, he will be checking on the sidewalks at 
Arbor Pointe. If the sidewalks do not get cleared, he will send 
another letter to Council. He wants Arbor Pointe to abide by the 
same rules as everybody else in the city in regard to clearing snow. 
He reminded everyone that soon the Lugnuts will be playing ball 
again, and he is looking forward to that time. He commended the 
Foresty Department crews for their recent hard work clearing trees. 
and branches from area streets 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated he discovered 
with the last snowfall that if the city knocks down a mail box 
clearing snow they will put it back up. He thanked Councilmember 
Wood for her work with the Task Force for Saginaw and Pine. He 
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read a letter to Council suggesting a feasibility study into televising

Stuart Dunnings Ill, Prosecuting Attorney for Ingham County, 
stated that several months ago representatives of the Board of 
Water and Light alerted him to the problem of energy theft. This 
should be of concern to alll citizens of Lansing, since alll citizens 
end up paying for theft. He introduced James Dravenstatt, account 
representative for the Board of Water and Light. Mr. Dravenstatt 


stated that the majority of the thefts occur because people are 
trying to reconnect their electric service. Because of the high 
voltage involved, any tampering places a person in danger. Also, 
as a result of tampering, the tabs that the Board uses to secure 
meters may be missing, which is against safety laws and 
regulations and presents a danger to children. Every customer of 
the Board pays for the energy that is being stolen. The Board 
does have programs available to help people who may have 
financial problems. The crime of energy theft, if the amount of 
energy taken is over $500, is a felony punishable by a $1,000 fine 
and jail time. The Board of Water and Light employees have been 
responsible for investigating any claims of tampering. Energy theft 
is on the rise, with over 100 thefts occurring in 2000. Beginning in 
December 2000, presentations have been made to various 
neighborhood groups. He urged citizens to help in reporting illegal 
activities. This is a serious matter, as it poses safety risks to 
residents in the homes affected and it increases rates to all 
customers of the Board. The Board has been able to identify 25- 
30 cases of energy theft in the past year and a half. Most of the 
people are involved because of failure to pay bills. The BWL offers 
many options to customers in need of financial assistance to pay 
their bill. 


Mr. Dravenstatt said that if you think some one is taking electricity, 
or if you would like a presentation to a group, to contact the Board 
at 702-6860. Mr. Dravenstatt and Mr. Dunnings thanked City 
Council for the opportunity to speak on the issue of energy theft.

Kurt Stone of 1015 N. Walnut stated he recently had the 
opportunity to talk with Councilmember Wood about two properties 
in his neighborhood, 1019 N. Walnut and 1005 N. Walnut. The 
house at 1005 is boarded up, but one of the boards on the outside 
of the house is down and it could be easy to get into the house. He 
had an opportunity to buy the house at 1019 N. Walnut but didn’t. 
He believes this is an eyesore to the community. Now he wishes 
he had bought the property. If he were the owner he would tear it 
down. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, stated he still feels the issue 
‘on the LA Globe was due to race. He also feels black business 
owners are targeted for actions from the city. He stated that 
tearing down houses in the city will erode the tax base. 


Beverly Miler of 413 Pearl stated that she hopes that closing the 
LA Globe means that now the city will ask the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission to close the Spiral Bar. She reminded 
Councilmembers that the problems at Black and Tan bar were not 
with the business but within the city’s parking lot. She stated the 
people of North Lansing do not want the Spiral Bar there. She 
feels the city should address problems with all the bars in the city 
not just with LA Globe. She asked who she should contact 
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regarding problems in North Lansing with an apparent increase in 
gang activity. 


E. G. Buckley of 818 N. Hayford stated he went on the tour of the 
schools to highlight the need for the passage of the bond. He 
visited Eastern and Verlinden schools. He is still against the bond 
issue.

She also stated she has heard the construction firm has 
already been selected for the bond issue work and is not a local 
firm. She doesn't agree with financing computer systems over 33 
years and feels the school district should lease the systems so 
they don't become obsolete. She stated that if the student 
population continues to decline this will increase taxes. She wants 
the schools fixed but not at this cost

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MAYOR HOLLISTER PRESENTS HIS 
FY 2001-2002 BUDGET ADDRESS 


President Adado, City Council Members and Fellow Citizens, 


My eighth consecutive balanced budget for the City of Lansing 
continues our commitment to sound financial management 
practices, including full funding for our Budget Stabilization Fund, 
continued commitment of General Fund dollars to infrastructure 
needs, and a budget which is balanced without the use of fund 
balances. 


The budget | am proposing also includes the recommendation that 
Lansing join our neighboring communities, and a majority of 
municipalities in the State, in levying a 1% property tax 
administration fee to cover the costs of assessing property, billing, 
and collecting taxes for each taxing unit in the City. At the same 
time, | am recommending a corresponding reduction of 0.6 mills in 
the City’s operating millage. With 2.06 mills for debt service, we 
will have a total millage rate of 16.36 mills, the lowest rate since 
1991 

The budget is based upon a steady increase in overall revenues, 
due primarily to growth in property taxes. This property tax growth 
is the result of economic development strategies that are coming to 
fruition. The City’s increase in taxable property values is timely, 
because we have seen a flattening of income taxes as the result of 
the slowing of the economy. 


Our major expenditure increases are in personnel costs, which are 
approximately 75% of our total General Fund budget. Health care 
costs increased by 19% in FY 2000; 17% in the current fiscal year: 
and 8% is budgeted for FY 2002. Altogether, inflation in health care 
costs will eat up $2.7 million of our general fund revenue increase 


The financial health of the City continues to be strong. We have 
had a succession of balanced budgets and a_ substantial 
commitment to infrastructure improvements. Long term collective 
bargaining agreements are in place, and we have succeeded in 
fully funding our Budget Stabilization Fund at $10.2 million 


The combination of these fiscal policies has sustained our credit 
rating of AA+ by Standard and Poors and Fitch and AA3 by 
Moody's. No city in Michigan has a higher credit rating from the 
major Wall Street rating agencies than does Lansing 


Our total capital improvement budget is $42 million. With the 
adoption of this budget, the City will have devoted nearly $50 
million General Fund to infrastructure in the past 8 years, more 
than had been expended in the previous 31 years combined 


In FY 2002, we will enter the seventh year of funding for our eight 
year road reconstruction project. | am also recommending funding 
to begin engineering work for the Capital Loop project and for two 
way street conversion. The budget includes funding for the

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated that regarding 
enforcing dog laws, the County only has two officers on the payroll 
They need to add people. He feels this it is important to have 
dogs on leashes in the parks.

ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


> Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 
There were no public hearings scheduled 


> Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Ken Kramer of 318 E. Willard presented a petition containing 50 
signatures regarding Beal Street Auto Sales. He said that he has 
been the Neighborhood Watch Coordinator for Area 14 for the past 
few months. Many complaints have been brought to his attention 
regarding city ordinances that Beal Street Auto Sales violates on a 
regular basis. Mr. Kramer asked what the neighborhood must do to. 
clean up this problem. He stated that there are many 
homeowners, as well as businesses, who strive to keep their 
properties looking good. It's time for the City of Lansing to enforce 
the laws written. Beal Street Auto is a community eyesore for all 
who live and commute to work around Area 14. It is a fire hazard 
with overcrowding of vehicles on the lot. The building needs roof 
repair, paint, and has structural damage. Car parts such as tires, 
hoods, and motor parts that may seep oil into our drinking water 
are located on the lot. Cars are parked along both sides of Willard 
Avenue as well as Park Street. These cars are parking in front of 
homes and in “no parking zones’ on a daily basis. They are 
parked on city sidewalks as well as the curbs the city installed. 


Councilmember Allen stated that she has been aware of the 
problems at Beal Street Auto Sales and is working on this issue. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that she knows many 
people who have had their cars removed by Code Compliance and 
every time vehicles are taken there is a risk of damage to cars. 
The City needs to establish a due process for removal of vehicles. 
People need to have a public hearing and notification before a 
vehicle is taken from the property. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive stated that he noticed 
that the fireworks ordinance is back on the agenda, He hopes this 
helps keep the neighborhood quiet. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl Street stated that instead of a new 
fireworks ordinance, the City should look at replacing sidewalks on 
every street. Over the weekend two young boys were killed 
because the street they were walking on doesn't have sidewalks. 
She criticized the wording included on the agenda for the 
Ordinance to Amend Chapter 842. 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. lonia stated that she did not know 
about the planned action on the Historic District proposal until a 
reporter called her yesterday. She stated that all citizens should 
have the opportunity to speak regarding either the formation or 
denial of the Historic District. She stated that denial would mean 
that 99.98 percent of the historic properties that were within the 
proposed area will be rejected without hearing from the public. 
She disagrees with the opinion of the City Attorney. None of the 
properties to be included in the areas suggested by Council are

of tax credits will be lost. She stated that 32 communities applied 
for tax credits that would be available through historic district 
designation. She stated that the Council needs to have the public 
come before them. She stated that she heard on the radio that 
Council was against the Historic District because of potential 
developers. She said that it appears that the city is not allowing a 
public hearing on the proposed Historic Districts. She said she is 
the vice president of the Downtown Neighborhood Association, and 
is also speaking as a representative of that group. The Downtown 
Neighborhood Association supports the historic districts. She 
urged Council to think about the protection historic districts would 
offer to residential areas. 


Dave Anderson of 320 W. Ottawa stated that the city was making 
process in getting businesses and keeping industry in Lansing 
Now the city needs to make Lansing a good place for the people 
who will work at those businesses and in those industries. He said 
he believes the action to reject this historic district is not within the 
statutory scheme for Lansing. He believes that the ordinance will 
help with property and believes a public hearing is necessary. 


Ellen Sprouls of 616 W. Ionia Street urged council to have a public 
hearing on the Capitol Historic District. She stated that there have 
been between 400 to 500 properties proposed within the Capitol 
Historic District. None of the buildings within the proposed area 
are residential. These buildings could be eligible for the state and 
federal tax credits. We should be preserving Lansing 's 
neighborhoods, not excluding buildings. There are many buildings 
within Lansing that have associations with famous architects and 
builders and there are many stories of the history of Lansing that 
these buildings can help tell 


Dick Wilkins, of 309 N. Sycamore stated that he lives in one of the 
105 homes on Sycamore and he would like to take advantage of 
the tax credits. He would like to see the neighborhood stay a good 
solid neighborhood. 


Sharon Kellogg of 421 W. lonia stated that the City of Lansing has 
a very effective program to get low to moderate families into 
renovated properties. There are no incentives to buy properties in 
Lansing to take advantage of the historic property tax credits at no 
cost to the city. She feels it would be nice to have these 
incentives, She is the only realtor listed in the phone as working 
in the downtown area, and gets many inquires as to the historic 
districts within the city. People are surprised when they find there 
are no major districts, and always ask why Lansing does not have 
more properties within historic districts 


Rudy Wilson of 1920 Williams staied that he does not support a 
blanket Capitol Historic District. He stated that the City currently 
has a part-time historic planner for 30 properties. He asked how 
one person is supposed to cover more than 30 properties. Council 
must make property owners account for their property. He hopes 
that Council will hire more code compliance officers to take care of 
the current properties. 


Penny Strang of 6218 Brookline lives in the Cherry Hill 
Neighborhood. She stated that there has been enough talk about 
this historic district. She feels it should be left up to the individual 
homeowners. For the city to establish a blanket area is not good. 


Linda Peckham of 311 Seymour, speaking as a representative of 
the Historical Society. said she has long been in support of the 
Capitol Historic District. She also speaks for many of the neighbors 
in the area who support this district. — Within several 
neighborhoods are the types of homes built as early as 1850 
Many of these housing types also appear in other cities across the 
country. The Historical Society would like to maintain these 
properties and sees the historic districts as a way to maintain 
residences. 
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Robert Morris of 311 Seymour said he has worked as a contractor 
in Lansing on many projects currently included within the districts. 
All his work indicates that historic preservation works. There are 
many other cities in mid-Michigan which allow historic districts 
This is something the city needs to recognize 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that she is in favor of

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND SECTIONS 1615.04, 1615.05, 1615.08, AND 1615.10, 
OF CHAPTER 1615 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, AND ADDING A NEW SECTION 
1615.11, FOR THE PURPOSE OF AMENDING THE 
APPLICATION PROCESS TO OBTAIN A WHOLESALE 
FIREWORKS PERMIT AND A RETAIL FIREWORKS LICENSE; 
REGULATING THE POSSESSION, SALE AND USE OF 
FIREWORKS; BY PROVIDING THAT A VIOLATION OF THIS 
ORDINANCE SHALL BE A MISDEMEANOR; AND BY

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1, That Sections 1615.04, 1615.05, 1615.08, and 
1615.10 of Chapter 1615. of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan be and hereby ARE amended AND SECTION 
1615.11 IS HEREBY ADDED, to read as follows: 

1615.04 Wholesale sale within the City prohibited without 
permit.

(a) No Person shall PURCHASE, sell, offer for sale, 
possess, transport or use any Fireworks except as specifically 
listed in this section AS PERMISSIBLE or except as otherwise 
provided in this chapter. Any Fireworks PURCHASED, sold, 
offered for sale, possessed, used or transported not specifically 
listed in this section AS PERMISSIBLE shall be deemed to be 
contraband 

(b)__PURCHASE, POSSESSION AND USE IS PERMITTED, 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE LAW, BY natural PersonS eighteen 
(18) years of age or older, of up to ten (10) pounds of gross weight, 
of the following types of Fireworks: 

(1) Signal flares of a type approved by the Director of 
MICHIGAN State police for emergency signal purposes 
and meeting all applicable state and federal performance 
and labeling requirements; 

(2) Blank cartridges for use in toy pistols, toy cannons, trick 
noise makers, theatric events, dog training, and signaling 
athletic events, provided that such blank cartridges and 
devices employing them are a type approved by the director 
of state police, and not designated to break apart so as to 
form a missile upon explosion, are so designed as to prevent 
contact between the cartridge and the hand when in place for 
explosion, and otherwise meet all applicable state and federal 
performance and labeling requirements; 

(3) Sparklers containing not more than 0.0125 pounds of 

burning pottion per sparkler that otherwise meet all applicable 

state and federal performance and labeling requirements; 

(4) Flitter sparklers in paper tubes not exceeding one-eighth 

inch in diameter, cone fountains, and cylinder fountains that 

otherwise meet all applicable state and federal performance 
and labeling requirements; 

(5) Flat paper caps containing not more than 0.25 of a grain 

of explosive content per cap and otherwise meeting all 

applicable state and federal performances and labeling 
requirements; and 

(6) Trick noise makers, toy canes, and toy snakes not 

containing mercury that meet all applicable state and federal 

performance and labeling requirements. 

(c)  Anatural Person, under the age of twelve (12), WITH the 
direct supervision of a parent or an adult guardian, AND A 
NATURAL PERSON, WHO HAS ATTAINED THE AGE OF 
TWELVE (12) BUT IS LESS THAN EIGHTEEN (18) YEARS OF

(@) No Person shall possess, transport, store or use more 
than two thousand (2000) pounds gross weight of Fireworks in the 
City of Lansing, except as otherwise provided in this chapter. 

(e) No Person shall PURCHASE, possess, transport, use, 
store, expose for sale, or sell any Fireworks in violation of state or 
federal law

No Person shall sell, offer for sale, or expose for sale any

(a) Any natural Person eighteen (18) years of age or older, 
may apply to the city clerk for an annual license for the retail sale 
of Fireworks at a specified location.

These 
officials or officers may request permission to enter any premises 
regulated by this chapter at reasonable hours to undertake an 
inspection.

(2) Ina storage area or into the premises where such retail

(2). The nature of the inspection, as defined in this section,

If the court finds that the warrant is in proper form and in 
accordance with this section, THEN it shall be issued forthwith. If 
the condition or conditions that are believed to exist creates an 
emergency situation in that it immediately endangers human life, 
then no search warrant shall be required

(a) Any VIOLATION of this chapter shall be DEEMED TO

All 
Fireworks of the kind prohibited for sale and use within the City or 
in a quantity exceeding ten (10) pounds gross weight or two 
thousand (2000) pounds gross weight in the case of a licensed 
retail dealer that may be found within the City, shall be presumed 
to be within the City unlawfully unless the Person in whose 
possession they are found can produce a copy of a valid CITY OF 
LANSING Public Display permit covering the subject of fireworks, 
can demonstrate that the fireworks are part of a through shipment, 
or can demonstrate that the fireworks are in the lawful possession 
of a CITY OF LANSING licenseD fireworks dealer. The Person 
seizing the Fireworks shall notify the Person in whose possession 
they are found that the Fireworks will be forfeited unless a claim is 
filed within twenty (20) days as set forth below. If no Person is in 
possession of the Fireworks, THEN written notice of the right to file 
a claim shall be affixed to the building or vehicle where the 
Fireworks are found. The Fireworks shall be returned immediately 
if a valid PUBLIC Display permit ISSUED BY THE CITY OF

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that it is important to 
preserve recreational and natural space for the citizens of Lansing 
There seems to be a trend to take undeveloped space in Lansing 
and build it up. Regarding the BTS property, in the process of 
getting information for public hearings she questions the no 
trespassing sign to keep people from looking at the property. The 
City of Lansing could have bought this property for $1 and kept the 
property for community use. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl asked if rumors were true about the 
possibility of a class action lawsuit against big corporations who 
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run utility pipelines across property. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood stated that he read an 
account in the paper of the city taking away liquor licences of 
establishments in the Second Ward 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated that he had concerns 
about statements within the Mayor's budget address and how the 
nation’s economy will affect Lansing. He stated that he is glad 
someone finally is addressing this issue. He stated his concern 
about tax abatements given business in 2000. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, stated that he does not think 
the gas pipeline going through Lansing is a good idea 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated that he is happy 
with the outcome of the vote for the Capitol Historic District. He 
agrees that more code compliance officers are needed. He 
attended the dinner sponsored by the Black Lawyers Association 
honoring Judge Nettles-Nickerson. He stated that last Tuesday he 
met with Councilmember Nicholoff. He feels there is a growing 
focus on positive dialog between the Council and the people of 
Lansing. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he is the leader of Citizens 
against the Bond. To the citizens of Lansing, the money that was 
approved in the last bond still has not yet been used. He said that 
his children and their grandchildren will be paying for this bond 
issue. The Lansing School District has lost about a quarter of the 
student population in the last 10 years. He is in favor of students 
and their future, but is against the bond 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callinan Court said she was concerned 
about the BTS property and that the citizens of Lansing were not 
getting all the information about the changes being proposed by 
the developers. A request has been made to rezone part of the 
property for office space instead of housing. She urged that a 
market study should be done before any changes to the rezoning 
are approved. Many houses in the area are in need of repair. 
Rezoning also affects what will go into the area. She would like to 
see a new school building on the land instead of the current 
planned development

Councilmember Bauer said that regarding remarks on the Capitol 


Historic District, she supports having a public hearing about this 
district. Although this Capitol Historic District was rejected, there is 
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support for the smaller designated areas, and she believes we 
should focus on what we want to preserve in the neighborhoods 
She believes there is support to have hearings to develop other 
historic districts, and would like to move forward on that issue. 
She thanked the Committee for their work done in this report. She 
extended sympathies to the family of Bertha Venske. 


Councilmember Wood said that regarding the question on the 
validity of any class action lawsuit, there are no plans for any class 
action lawsuits. She thanked Mr. Rudy Wilson for commenting 
about the West Side.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING ISSUANCE AND SALE 
OF 2001 UNLIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS 


WHEREAS, the qualified electors of the City of Lansing, Counties 
of Ingham and Eaton, State of Michigan (the “City’), at the primary 
election held in the City on Tuesday, August 4, 1998, did by more 
than the required majority of those voting approve the following 
proposition: 


FIRE DEPARTMENT FACILITIES BOND PROPOSAL 


Shall the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, Michigan, 
borrow the principal sum of not to exceed Seven Million Dollars 
($7,000,000) and issue its general obligation unlimited tax bonds 
therefor in one or more series for the purpose of acquiring, 
constructing, improving, renovating, furnishing, and equipping 
various new and existing facilities for use by the City’s Fire 
Department and acquiring and improving the necessary sites 
therefor? 


AND WHEREAS, on December 9, 1999 the City issued its 1999 
Unlimited Tax General Obligation Bonds, the first series of bonds 
authorized under the proposition, in the aggregate principal sum of 
$3,000,000; and 


AND WHEREAS, it is the determination of the City Council that at 
this time the final series of unlimited tax general obligation bonds 
authorized under the proposition should be issued and sold in the 
aggregate principal sum of $4,000,000 for purpose of acquiring 
and constructing facilities described in the proposition (the 
“Project"); and 


AND WHEREAS, Chapter III, Section 12(d) of Act 202, Public Acts 
of Michigan, 1943, as amended, permits a municipality to 
authorize, within limitations which shall be contained in the 
authorization resolution of the governing body, an officer to sell and 
deliver and receive payment for obligations, and to approve 
interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, discounts, 
maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of issuance, 
interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of delivery and 
payment, and other matters and procedures necessary to 
complete an authorized transaction; 


AND WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize either the 
Finance Director or the Deputy Finance Director of the City (the 
“Authorized Officers’) to sell and deliver and receive payment for 
said bonds 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Bonds of the City are authorized to be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum of Four Million Dollars ($4,000,000) (the “Bonds’) for 
the purpose of paying part of the costs of acquiring and 
constructing the Project, including the costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bonds 


Either of the Authorized Officers is hereby authorized to request an 
exception from prior approval to issue the Bonds from the Michigan 
Department of Treasury ("Treasury") and to pay the fee relating 
thereto or to apply for full prior approval if an exception therefrom 
is not available. Either of the Authorized Officers is further 
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authorized to file a request for any waivers with respect to the 
Bonds with Treasury as may be necessary or convenient to 
accomplish the issuance and sale of the Bonds. 


The Bonds shall be designated as the 2001 UNLIMITED TAX 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS and shall consist of bonds in 
fully-registered form of the denomination of $5,000, or integral 
multiples thereof not exceeding for each maturity the maximum 
principal amount of that maturity, numbered 2s determined by the 
Transfer Agent (as hereinafter defined). The Bonds shall bear 
interest, mature, and be payable at the times and in the manner 
set forth in the Notice of Sale for the Bonds set forth in Section 7 of 
this resolution (the “Notice of Sale"), provided, however, that if it is 
determined to be in the best interests of the City, the Authorized 
Officers, acting on advice of Stauder Barch & Associates, Inc.

Interest on the Bonds shall be payable to the registered owner of 
record as of the 15th day of the month prior to the payment date 
for each interest payment.

Bonds shall be called for redemption in multiples of $5,000 
and any bond of a denomination of more than $5,000 shall be 
treated as representing the number of bonds obtained by dividing 
the denomination of the bond by $5,000 and such bond may be 
redeemed in part. Notice of redemption for a bond redeemed in 
part shall state that upon surrender of the bond to be redeemed a 
new bond or bonds in aggregate principal amount equal to the 
unredeemed portion of the bonds surrendered shall be issued to 
the registered owner thereof.

Michigan, or such other transfer agent as the City may hereafter 
designate by notice mailed to the registered owner of record not 
less than 60 days prior to any interest payment date.

DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed bonds at its 
expense. Bonds will be delivered without expense to the 
purchaser at DTC in New York, New York. The usual closing 
documents, including a certificate that no litigation is pending 
affecting the issuance of the bonds, will be delivered at the time of 
delivery of the bonds. If the bonds are not tendered for delivery by 
twelve o'clock noon, prevailing Eastern Time, on the 45th day 
following the date of sale, or the first business day thereafter if said 
45th day is not a business day, the successful bidder may on that 
day, or any time thereafter until delivery of the bonds, withdraw his 
proposal by serving notice of cancellation, in writing, on the 
undersigned in which event the City shall promptly return the good 
faith deposit. Payment for the bonds shall be made in immediately 
available funds. Accrued interest to the date of delivery of the

BOND INSURANCE AT PURCHASER'S OPTION: If the bonds 
qualify for issuance of any policy of municipal bond insurance or 
commitment therefor at the option of the bidder/purchaser, the 
purchase of any such insurance policy or the issuance of any such 
commitment shall be at the option and expense of the purchaser of 
the bonds.

PUBLIC COMMENT ON GITY RELATED 
MATTERS 


Dave Runyon of 811 E. Willoughby was interested by the theme of 
youth activities in Lansing highlighted in tonight's meeting. He 
stated he would like to honor the life of a young man who was a 
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student at Pattengill and who was killed three weeks ago. Mr. 
Runyon would like to have the City name a small and undeveloped 
park near I-96 and Richard Road in the memory of this young man. 
He is also working on a modest development plan for the park. He 
would like to receive Council's blessing at this time on this project 


Jack Siebold of 305 N. Butler stated that he was here to bring to 
Council's attention the criminal activities being committed in the 
area of Pine Street and West Saginaw. He stated there are drug 
deals and harassment of citizens and the activity will continue as 
along as there is demand for the drugs. He thinks the City should 
look into the matter. If the City wants people are to come and live 
in downtown, then it needs to be safe 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that she spent the 
weekend distributing flyers on a grass roots effort against 
development of the BTS property. She urged people to contact the 
City Council to ask for information and to let Council know how 
they feel. People should not need to be on a committee to get 
accurate information. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated that he is against the 
Elected Officers Compensation Commission recommendations to 
increase salaries of city officials. He feels that the increases are 
not needed 

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive said he appreciates the 
resolution regarding smaller historic districts. He stated that on 
April 10, 2001, individuals of the River Forest Neighborhood met to 
introduce police officers to the neighborhood and discuss concerns 
of the area. He agrees that the schools have been neglected and 
will probably vote for the school bond proposal. He questioned the 
people who let the schools get into the shape they are in now. 


Al Schaible of 2401 Delta River Drive stated that he would like to 
welcome Kris Nicholoff to Council. He thanked Council for the 
recognition for the students from Eastern. He said the schools 
need repair. They are strong buildings, but need remodeling. He 
doesn't like how the money is going to be spent. Regarding the 
bridge on Martin Luther King Blvd. north of Willow over the Grand 
River, he asked when the next bridge is built, if the surface could 
be smoother than this one. He realized that it would take more 
money and time, but feels the effort would be worth the result 
Regarding code compliance, he asked Council if more inspectors 
or officers will be hired to enforce the code. As an example, he 
said there is a house in his neighborhood which was condemned 
over a year ago, but people are still living in the house 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said he realized that 
something needs to be done in the schools, but he doesn’t support 
the bond issue 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair Street stated that he encouraged the 
voters to learn all about the bond. He announced a rally on the 
Capitol steps Wednesday April 25, and a rally at the North Police 
Precinct April 26. He stated that this bond proposal is twice the 
costs of the rain fee and he doesn't feel that the homestead 
property tax credit works for enough people. He also doesn't 
understand the numbers regarding the estimates, and feels that 
most of the money will be mis-spent. He encouraged people to 
vote no on the bond issue. 


Dan Voss of 2115 Dillingham stated that regarding the bond issue, 
some money will go for the improvements within the buildings. He 
encouraged citizens to learn about the bond and what it will do for 
the children 


Homer N. Smith of 448 McPherson said he understands there is a 
proposal to change some of the one-way streets to two-way streets 
in downtown Lansing. He suggested that the money would be 
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better spent on the repair of roads rather than the direction of the 
roads. Regarding the school bond proposal, he appreciates that 
the Mayor and Councilmembers support doing something to 
benefit the schools. There is a need to give people more 
information and people should look closely at the information 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated that council should 
be ashamed because of the bond and the costs involved. She 
stated that too much money is being spent on the bond, and for 
this type of money Lansing should be getting all new schools 
instead of just one new school. She stated that more citizens will 
be moving out of Lansing because of high taxes. She wants to fix 
the schools, but not this way 


COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Nicholoff announced that Comstock Park will be 
having their Treasure Sale on May 12 and 13. Tables are available 
for those who want to sell items. The Detroit Lions Charities has 
donated $2,500 for the Lansing Youth & Recreation Fund Young 
Golfers Program in Lansing. He urged citizens within Lansing to 
concentrate and talk more on positive events. 


Councilmember Meyer announced that the annual clean-up of the 
park across from Eastern High School is April 24. The event will 
start at 8:30 a.m 


Councilmember Leeman spoke regarding the BTS property, the 
BTS Committee sent around a sign-up sheet if individuals wanted 
to travel to Detroit to review comparable developments and it was 
Not intended to exclude anyone 


Councilmember Bauer agreed with Councilmember Nicholoff that 
people tend to speak more on the negative aspects. She also 
urged people to look for positives. Over the weekend she heard 
very interesting and positive comments on living in Lansing 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
RESPONSE TO COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener spoke regarding the bond issue, the money goes to 
building improvements within Lansing Schools. The supporting 
spreadsheet of information that has been made available to the 
Public goes into detail on about 26 items. This information was 
arrived at from various committees, talking with various people 
about processes to determine the amounts for the many needs. 
There is very credible information regarding the homestead 
property tax. If you have questions on the homestead tax credit, 
check with your tax adviser or accountant or talk with the State 
Treasury Office. Some seniors may be exempt from paying 
summer taxes on time. This bond issue is a large investment in 
the community. Citizens want quality education in our schools.

» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of the City’s proposed Annual Consolidated 
Strategy and Plan Submission which includes Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG), HOME program and 
Emergency Shelter Grant Program for the Fiscal Year ending June 
30, 2002 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated that she agrees with 
the use of CDBG grants and funds, but the monies are not to be 
used for political action of any kind by the receiving groups. She 
urged all groups who may receive CDBG funds to be careful as to 
how the funds are used 


Rick Kibbey of 300 Shepard stated that when he looks at the return 
on the investment of the Lansing Neighborhood Council, for the 
amount of CDBG funding they receive it is a good investment of 
the funds. Neighborhood groups have been the political 
infrastructure for numerous initiatives within the city. He urged 
continued support of the CDBG appropriation. Neighborhood 
groups are grateful for the support 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl Street asked why the CDBG money 
should be used for code compliance. She feels that the Code 
Compliance office is a revenue driven program and by 
appropriating CDBG monies they are double dipping. She stated 
that the CDBG funds could be used for other things. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that part of the reason 
the city submits an annual plan on the CDBG funds is because the 
city is required to show how the funds are used. She is concerned 
that the Lansing Neighborhood Council is using these funds in a 
manner that is in violation of federal law. In the contract that is 
signed when they receive the funding, it states that these funds will 
Not be used to lobby any governmental unit. She believes it is the 
obligation of the City Attorney not to allow these monies to be used 
or the groups as political action committees and she cited the 
Genesee Neighborhood Association's action involved with the sale 
of 501 N. Butler as an example. 


Angela Bouterse of 812 Larned Street said she is the President of 
the Hosmer Neighborhood Association. She requested a review of 
the Lansing Neighborhood Council budget. Some of the reasons 
for the request include: without the Lansing Neighborhood 
Council, there would be no resources for neighborhood groups, the 
Lansing Neighborhood Council supports and networks with many 
associations; the Lansing Neighborhood Council is one of the 
organizations which enable the community to keep the “small 
town’ feel; and the Lansing Neighborhood Council also has many 
other projects to help continue its mission 
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She stated that the Lansing Neighborhood Council is for all the 
community, not just a few groups. 


Cheryl Risner said she is the Director of the Lansing Neighborhood 
Council. She said the Council works with 45 neighborhood groups 
throughout Lansing. One of the programs, the Neighborhoods “n”

PUBLIC COMMENT ON GITY RELATED MATTERS 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated that the Lansing 
State Journal now has more Letters to the Editor in opposition to 
the bond. People are starting to look at the numbers and question 
the financial credibility of the bond. She feels that the statement 
made during Council meetings are not made in good taste. 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford read a breakdown of the 
amount of money reportedly contributed to the school bond 
proposal campaign by members of the Pro-Bond Citizens 
Campaign. He said he hopes everyone recognizes the 
commitment. He feels the bond is not a good issue. Much of the 
money will not go to things that are good for the schools. Schools 
do need to be fixed but they need a long term plan, not a short 
term plan 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River stated that there is a 
brochure available from the Lansing Police Department outlining 
the reasons someone may be stopped by the Police. It gives 
people details on how they should act when stopped by the police 
He feels that this is a brochure that contains good information. On 
the current episode of the CityTV show “Join the Team” examples 
are given of how to deactivate domestic abuse. The Task Force on 
Pine and Saginaw would like to report that the corner of Pine and 
Saginaw is back in police control. He reminded citizens that the 
Police need the help of all citizens to focus on keeping drugs and 
illegal activities out of the area. He urged residents to call the 
police if they suspect illegal activities. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said this weekend the newspaper was 
full of stories about bar problems. She noticed the stories seemed 
to show that Council was working its way to North Lansing. She 
disagreed with the report on the number of problems documented 
at the Spiral Bar, stating that the problem was much greater than 
the paper indicated. Regarding the bond issue; she told of a 
problem at Otto Middle School that took three years to fix. She 
stated that to sell people on the bond and fixing schools, people 
need to know that a plan in is place. 


Frank S. Curtis X., no address given, stated that he agrees that the 
‘school buildings need to be fixed. He feels that the instruction in 
the schools should be based on current, correct information 


Russell Terry of 121 W. Mt. Hope stated that the Mayor's budget 
shows money being taken from the CSO, which is not what the 
people wanted. People need to be aware of the actions of Council 
Regarding public access television; he stated that committee 
meetings and other meetings need to be broadcast within Lansing 
instead of trying to go outside of Lansing. He also stated that the 
telephone system and the television equipment within City Hall 
needs to be updated. Regarding the condition of local roads; they 
need to be maintained, and the funding needs to remain even after 
the street improvement plan has been completed. He stated that 
the laws regarding demolish or make safe should be changed to 
allow people on lower incomes to rehabilitate one property while 
living in a different property. 
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Rick Kibbey of 300 Shepard gave an update on the BTS 
Committee. They will be asking questions over the next few 
weeks. They visited several projects to see what other developers 
are offering. The Committee is waiting on the market and traffic 
studies and the site report. These will be used to help prepare the 
site plan. Mr. Kibbey stated that he feels the site plan will include 
what the neighborhood wants and they are working to insure that 
all points on the Committee are recognized. He looks forward to 
bringing a plan to the neighborhood that everyone can get behind 
and support. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that she is still 
opposed to the BTS development and has real concerns that the 
voices of the neighborhood associations have more weight than 
the community at large. She feels the issue of the BTS property 
should have been brought before the people for the people to vote 
She is concerned that the neighborhood associations need to be 
reminded that they are not political action committees. She feels 
that the voices of other citizens should be heard before the 
neighborhood groups. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes stated that he is in support of the 
school bond. There are 17,000 reasons to support the bond, 
which is the number of students served by the Lansing School 
District. The school staff already has innovative programs, but 
they need strong up-to-date facilities and buildings. Students need 
to feel good about coming to school 


Michael West of 2931 Kenwick Circle said he works with the 
Lansing Blackhawk youth football. He stated that he has written to 
several leaders regarding youth football. A lot of people are 
making committees for young people and doing wonderful things 
with kids. The Blackhawks need a permanent place to play 


Dan Voss of 2115 Dillingham said he is the President of the 
Lansing PTA and is in support of the school bond. He stated that 
students in Lansing deserve a good learning environment. The 
money will be used to meet state and federal codes, and will make 
many structural improvements. The schools are the life blood of 
the community. He urged all to vote and to support the bond 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair announced that on April 24 at 6:30 p.m 
at the North Police Precinct there will be a discussion on reasons 
to oppose the bond. He stated that we do know what we are 
buying with the bond money. He believes the bond will increase 
and cause higher taxes. Many people are going to be paying 
increased taxes and rents because of hidden costs within the bond 
proposal 


Gordon Wilson of 2005 Grenoble stated that one phrase people 
should remember about the bond is “a mind is a terrible thing to 
waste.” The bond is a simple question, and people must use their 
heads and hearts and vote for the good of the children and 
continued prosperity of Lansing. The citizens demand high 
education of our kids. He looks at what we have in the way of 
equipment and buildings to teach children, and stated that 
teachers and children need a strong infrastructure to learn. He 
urged people to consider that these children are the future of the 
nation. He asked what message would be sent to the children if 
the bond were turned down. In response to earlier comments, Mr. 
Wilson stated that the NAACP does not endorse candidates for 
office. Regarding the Lansing Junior City Council and funding; 
Councilmember Nicholoff was not considering running for office 
when talks were taking place about funding for the Lansing Junior 
City Council

She 
apologized for not being at the South Lansing Business 
Association Clean up on Saturday 


Councilmember Nicholoff thanked Mr. Wilson for the comments 
regarding Lansing Junior City Council and funding. Funding is 
available to support youth and other programs and to raise funds 
as needed. When questions were first asked regarding funding for 
Junior City Council, he was not on the Committee. He has raised 
money for many projects, but does not want to raise money for just 
anyone.

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive stated that he had 
heard the wheels of government grind slowly but he didn't believe 
that until now. At the time of renaming Zubkus Way about two 
years ago, the City decided to review the process for renaming 
streets. The ordinance for the Memorial Review Board is just now 
back in the lime light. He stated he hopes that it doesn't take that 
long for approval from Council 


Frank S. Curtis X., no address given, stated that he is against the 
school bond because the people who support the bond are not 
active in supporting the schools. He is concerned that the money 
from the bond is not for the children and asked about where the 
lottery money for the schools has been spent. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said that she was aware that the towing 
ordinance covered wrecker services and companies. She asked 
that Council understand the biggest source of this problem is the 
City, because they hire the services which pick up the cars. She 
stated the City should not be in the business of helping the repo 
man. Regarding closing bars, she stated that when you go to the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission, they tell you that their rules 
only apply for violations inside the bar such as selling alcohol to 
minors and that activities outside the bar are the responsibility of 
the City, 


Pastor Viol Trice of 3514 Aragon encouraged everyone to vote in 
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the election tomorrow. He has lived in Lansing for 33 years and 
has seen many changes. He told Council that they are doing a 
great job. One program he works with is One School One Pastor, 
which is a role model program for young people. He believes that 
leaders and pastors should come together and understand the 
needs and talk with people about being good parents. Another 
program he is involved with is the Young Men's Group. He stated 
that it is becoming evident that we have to take on others’ children 
to help them. With some young people they do not have parents 
to raise them. Regarding the bond issue, he worked within the 
school for nine years. One of the sad parts of that job was putting 
a band-aid on some of the building maintenance problems. Our 
children are the reason for the bond issue 


Eugene Buckely of North Hayford stated he is against the bond, 
which is an unlimited general obligation liability bond. This means 
that the school can tax the people again and again until the bond is 
paid, and the additional money may not go to pay for things that 
are needed. He believes that this means more money will go out 
of the city. Over the years many repairs were not done. He stated 
that he has put together a proposal to replace all the schools 
based on a plan of what was done during the 1930s and 1940s. 
He urged everyone to vote no and then put together a plan that will 
work 


Robert Kennon of 415 McPherson said that over the last 10 years 
much has been accomplished in and around Lansing. The 
problems that were facing this community built a strong 
neighborhood and built strong schools. If we are going to have a 
future, we must vote for the school bond. We need good schools 
to keep students off the streets. He is tired of people saying things 
but not acting, and he stated that tomorrow is a critical day. If the 
bond loses that will tell kids that we do not care. 


Lisa Sinclair of 920 S. Washington stated that during the last two 
weeks everyone has been trying to make a decision on the bond 
issue. Everyone wants better schools but not everyone is willing to 
pay the price; instead they worry about how the school board will 
spend the money. This is the largest bond proposal in Lansing's 
history. Most of the money will be spent on repairs and 
technological improvements. Support of the bond will send a 
positive message to the students. There is no back up plan 
currently in place should the bond not pass. The Michigan School 
Fund does not provide money for building maintenance. She 
reminded everyone to vote, whether it be yes or no. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive said he was watching 
Council while Pastor Trice was speaking. He was surprised that 
no call for a point of order was made. If Pastor Trice had been that 
passionate with criticism toward Council, he would not have been 
allowed to continue speaking. In the future, he hopes that 
everyone who comes to Council to speak would be treated in the 
same manner. Regarding the dog parks, it seems that every park 
should have a dog area. He does not think people really 
understand how people and animals interact. Regarding code 
compliance issues, he feels the entire code should be taken apart 
and put back together with some teeth. No code is any good 
without teeth or substance to back it up. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes announced that on Tuesday, 
May 1 the Planning Board will hold a hearing on the BTS property. 
She urged people to attend and give their opinion. One of the best 
ways to give your opinion is to vote. She stated that property that 
has been used by the City for over 50 years should be considered 
public property or recreational property. She said that she believes 
the administrator is using the BTS property to leave people out of 
the process. She stated that the Planning Board needs public input 
regarding the process and to arrive at the best solution. She 
stated that she believes a vote on the rezoning is already in place 
and everything is set to go on with the zoning. The developer 
believes there is a market for $150,000 condos, but she urged 
people to look at the empty condos at the On The Grand project. 
She is concerned that the occupants of the condos planned for the 
BTS property will not be people who will live here long term 
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Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated that he will be voting 
against the school bond. He believes the Attorney General should 
check to see if Lansing is receiving all the money from the lottery 
that is supposed to go to the schools. He stated that not all money 
will be applied as a long term use for the original proposal. This 
means that citizens will pay twice. Lansing should have a $1 
million repair fund each year for repairs for the schools. During the 
summer the most important work can be done with money coming 
from the repair fund. 

Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph questioned the roles of the 
church and government in the school bond election, and stated 
that she will look into this issue if the bond passes. The school has 
not chosen to tell the details of the way the money will be spent. If 
the bond passes, the schools can raise taxes to whatever they 
want. She stated that it does not take billions to make repairs. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair stated that he has gone through the 
numbers supplied by the school district and has come up with 
hidden costs on the bond issue. He believes the amount of money 
the schools are asking is too much for the length of the bond. He 
stated that there are many more problems in the schools other 
than just the buildings. He is amazed that the children are out of 
school during the day to participate in the bond issue. He urged 
defeat of the bond to allow everyone to come back with something 
else. 


Andrew Ybarra of 2008 Turner said that regarding the school bond 
he does not want to sway individuals to vote for or against the 
bond. He is astonished at the funds being proposed in the bond 
and the money used to push the bond. Many things impact how 
people feel about the bond. He urged everyone to take a close 
look and see what they can afford. He also urged everyone to 
vote, saying it is your right and responsibility to vote 


Robert Allen of 1234 Chester stated that he will be voting for the 
bond. He is director of the World Class Wrestling Group, which will 
be having a state meet June 25-29. He thanked Councilmember 
Nicholoff for his help over the past few years. 


Dan Voss of 2115 Dillingham is President of the Lansing PTA. He 
stated that this bond was developed through community forums 
held at each school so that the community could offer input. This 
is a solid plan and people have to look at the categories outlined. 
He thanked the volunteers who have worked hard to support this 
bond. He stated that it is important to work for a cause you can 
believe in. The cost of a new building would be much more than 
renovating a current building. These buildings are structurally 
sound. We cannot take out frustration over what happened in the 
past on the kids today. He stated that the bond is an important 
step and urged everyone to vote

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 
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Councilmember Bauer gave a reminder from the General Services 
Committee that any vendor who wants to sell fireworks in the city 
needs to apply for a license 45 days in advance of sales. Also, 
Willy Williams asked that she pass on his thanks for the help he 
received during a recent emergency trip to the hospital 
Councilmember Bauer urged everyone to vote on the bond. If we 
do not vote, then we are not doing anything to help the schools. 
This puts us in the same group as those who decided many years 
ago not to keep up with the repairs. 


Councilmember Meyer urged everyone to vote on the bond issue 
He stated that we are measured by what we do for others. This is 
a investment in the future of our children, and the need for our 
schools is great. This is a well-thought out plan 


Councilmember Wood pointed out that while attending a forum on 
the bond issue at Colonial Village, the person sitting next to her 
stated that the amount was too large to be affordable. But the 
individual did some calculations and determined that the bond 
would cost only 75 cents a day. This amount is less than many 
things that we buy and use every day 


Councilmember Allen wished Councilmember Leeman a speedy 
recovery. Regarding the bond issue, she stated that people have 
heard so much and she feels everyone has heard it all. She urged 
everyone to decide and to do what they feel is the right thing 


Councilmember Benavides stated that we have come to the final 
stage of this bond. It is important that we pass this bond; it will be a 
sad commentary if it fails. Education should be the number one 
priority because it affects the entire community. Many are waiting 
for an opportunity for education. It is extremely important that we 
get behind this bond. Much will suffer if this does not go through 
Children are our future and we need to recognize this and provide 
them with the best opportunity. Without education they will not be 
able to do things or advance in life 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
RESPONSE TO COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener stated that he appreciates the people who have spoken 
tonight on the bond. This is probably the most important bond in a 
long time. If we are to compete we need to put money into the 
schools. This is a vote for the economy. It is a vote to attract and 
keep business. It is a vote for the neighborhoods and a vote for 
the people who live in the neighborhoods. It is a vote to maintain 
housing and property values, and a vote for the children 


City Clerk Dougan reminded employees affected by the 
requirement that financial interest statements are due May 1. He 
thanked Councilmember Wood for arranging for staff to be here to 
track results of the election on City TV. He also thanked in 
advance the 300 pollworkers and 45 city employees who will be 
working the election tomorrow, and Deputy City Clerk Deb Miner, 
who put the so many pieces of the election together.

PUBLIC’S AND MAVOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1.To receive public comment regarding the Two-way Streets-- 
Phase II Study; and conversion of Allegan, Ottawa, Pine, Walnut, 
Grand and Capitol Avenues 


David Berridge, Transportation Engineer with the City, and Jeff 
Beal from Tetra Tech, presented a summary of the study done on 
conversion from one-way to two-way streets. Mr. Berridge stated 
that Tetra Tech was hired by the City to study the impact on traffic 
in the downtown and other areas. Some of the benefits which will 
be received from the conversion will include increased 
accessibility, increased traffic flow to businesses, and a decrease 
in traffic speed. In other cities where street conversions have 
taken place, they have seen similar benefits. The study 
considered 144 intersections in the downtown area and formed 
two different alternatives. It was determined that both alternatives 
were feasible and provide benefits to the city, 


Fred Stackable of 300 N. Grand stated that for the past 25 years 
he has been on Grand River. He is in support of the conversion to 
two-way streets. Mr. Stackable said that he feels that many people 
do not come in to the downtown area because of the one way 
streets and he would favor every street in downtown Lansing 
becoming two-way. This has been tough on business in the 
downtown area. If you want the city of Lansing to remain as a 
town of offices than keep the one way streets. Twoway streets will 
bring more traffic 


Rudy Wilson of 1920 William said that converting one-way streets 
raises a red flag for him. He is concerned that the money planned 
for the street conversion could be better used to fight blight in 
areas of Lansing. He said the City should take some of this money 
to clean up these areas to make Lansing a city tolive in 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer stated that she is not in favor of 
spending the money to convert to two way streets. She feels the 
figures do not accurately reflect the actual costs, and does not 
agree with widening some of the street and taking out the right-of 
way. She is concerned that areas where housing is prevalent will 
suffer and that people will move away from the city. She asked 
how this will be an asset to the downtown. She believes a real 
asset to the downtown area would be the type of stores and hours 
that are open, and that this will make more of a difference than the 
street direction. She is also concerned about money being spent 
with the anticipated drop in census numbers and asked, if possible, 
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to set this aside for a while. 


Eugene Buckely of 818 North Hayford stated he is against the two- 
way street conversion. He does not see great numbers of people 
coming downtown with the recent change of direction on 
Shiawassee. He said that nobody wants two waystreets except a 
few select people, and it is very easy to get around downtown now. 
He feels the interest from the money alone would pay for other 
things, and that this is a total waste of money. 


Charles Hackney of 1607 Staulake Drive, East Lansing, stated he 
is not a resident within the City of Lansing, but works in the 
downtown area. If this will help business then he is in favor of the 
conversion. However he feels that Pine and Walnut should remain 
one-way, with the directions reversed 


William Hubbell of 3816 Wedgewood stated that for some time he 
has been taking the bus into downtown and walking the streets. 
He feels that people do not come downtown because of the 
streets, but because the businesses do not attract people. He is in 
favor of two-way streets and hopes the work is done in the summer 
because of the weather. 


Robert Fish of 206 East Grand River stated that with the most 
recent downturn in the economy and the reduction of population in 
Lansing it is apparent that spending will need to be curtailed, as 
the budget simply does not exist. Mr. Fish said he is a board 
member of the Lansing Principle Shopping District, the Downtown 
Lansing Inc., the Lansing Micro-Enterprise Fund, and the Michigan 
Restaurant Association. He is active with the Lansing Regional 
Chamber of Commerce's Small Business Council and has sat on 
the Mayor's Blue Ribbon Committee for Revitalization. He also co- 
‘owns of franchises three downtown locations under the name 
BEANER'S Gourmet Coffee, with a total of eight locations in the 
greater Lansing area, and more to come. 


He stated that he is wholeheartedly and enthusiastically for the 
two-way street conversions. Since he arrived to this area in 1981, 
he found the one-way streets confusing and cumbersome, and 
believes that a conversion will increase visibility of retail 
applications (thereby increasing their success) and allow the 
occasional visitor to downtown the opportunity to go around the 
block without getting lost. The two-way street also slows traffic 
down, making the downtown area generally more conducive to 
pedestrian traffic. Loading and unloading actually becomes easier 
with the use of a center lane. He has seen two-way street 
conversions work very successfully in both the Lansing and East 
Lansing areas. He has discussed this with other businesses that 
have experienced it, and they love it, and he does not think the 
Radisson will be compromised. Two-way street conversion is one 
of the most important issues for the success of the Downtown area 
as a viable business district. One might say that in this difficult 
budgetary time, that two-way street conversion is not something of 
necessity. Mr. Fish stated the city needs to be aware of three 
points: the "Death Spiral", "cynicism", and a commitment to long 
Tange goals. The "Death Spiral" in business refers the loss of 
revenue or patrons to competition, and in reaction to that loss, a 
cut in service and or product in your own establishment. This in 
turn leads to more customer loss, and then more cuts, etc. Or in 
other words a vicious descending spiral right out of business. Mr. 
Fish stated that the City could be on a similar path 


The Census has stated that there has been a loss of residents (or 
customers) to the surrounding bedroom communities of about 6%. 
The reaction by the City to this loss is to remove the very service 
and products that are making people move to other communities in 
the first place. Removing two-way street conversion will simply 
push more and more people away to communities that are more 
walkable, more drivable, that have more restaurants, more 
entertainment, and more shopping 


Bob Cochran of 403 N. Sycamore stated this is a very important 
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issue for all of Lansing. Most of the poeple who work for the City 
are very professional They need to trust the resources of the city. 
This issue cannot be traded away. In addition he would like to 
point out the amount of money includes long term ramifications for 
generating income. 


John Gear of 210 West said he agrees with the principle but he 
wants to live in a derivable neighborhood. More importantly, he 
asked how this decision can be made without anyone to speak for 
the bicyclists or the pedestrians. He urged Council to take this 
opportunity to form a non-motorized transportation committee. We 
have designed this only for the cars and he urged all to rethink 
alternative transportation to make the city a place to work and play. 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 North Walnut stated that she is the 
President of the Downtown Neighborhood Association. A number 
of years ago they sent a letter of support to Council regarding the 
conversion of one-way streets. A number of members had been 
concerned that the increase in traffic would result in problems, and 
were concerned about the costs 


Deborah Mulcahey of 1200 S. Genesee Drive read information 
from the web site www.walkinginfo.orq regarding walking and 
parks. She feels the City must look into the different ways to deal 
with the safety of people. She feels that this should connect the 
entire city within the downtown district. She asked what the impact 
would be to the neighborhood. As a community, Lansing should 
want a sense of safety. She would like any project to enhance the 
city. 


Brian Jefferies, no address given, stated he was speaking as a 
representative of the Board of Trustees of Lansing Community 
College. The Committee of the Whole, at an earlier meeting, was 
presented with a resolution approved by the LCC Board in support 
of the conversion. LCC has a preference to the conversion starting 
at Shiawasee and going south, allowing LCC to remain as it is 
today. He feels that walker safety is very important. LCC and the 
city will need to change the parking ramps, and on-street parking is 
another concern. There are a number of concerns on issues 
dealing with Washington Avenue that will need to be discussed in 
order for LCC to proceed with their plans. Time is very important 
because of classes, and the ability of staff to get to campus to 
provide services. He stated that LCC wants to continue to work 
with Lansing on this issue 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated this issue does not 
have to do with two-way streets but with people coming and going 
into Lansing

Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated that regarding the 
ordinances being introduced tonight, the city still does not have a 
process of notification in place. She feels that this is necessary. 

When the city is starting to 
take things from people it may cause other problems. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive said he supported 
community use funds being used for Play Catch with A Kid Day, 
He also supported the tribute to the officers fallen in the line of 
duty. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl stated that she would like to have a 
process of notification included in the ordinances being introduced 
It is very scary if an ordinance does not allow for personal rights.

Nonpreference police calls means requests by the Police 
Department to tow vehicles immobilized or incapacitated on public 
streets and vehicles illegally parked, whether on public or private 
property.

Taxicab means a motor vehicle engaged in the business of 
transporting persons for hire, where no regular specified route is 
traveled but passengers are taken to and from such places as the 
passengers may designate.

() "Beneficiary' means any person, except a retirant, who is in 
receipt of, or who has entitlement to, a pension, retirement 
allowance or other benefit, payable by the retirement system 

(e) "Board of Trustees" or "Board means the Board of Trustees 
of the general employees’ retirement system, as provided for in 
this chapter. 

("Credited service" means the number of years, and fraction of a 
year, of service standing to a member's credit in the member's 
service account AS DEFINED IN SUBSECTION 292.01(r). Any 
future reference in this chapter to “credited service” shall have the 
same meaning as service CREDIT. 
(2 "Compensation" means a member's salary, wages and 
longevity bonus paid by the City for personal services rendered by 
the member to the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, whichever is applicable, as an employee.

Retirement System and a release of the City and the retirement 
system from future pension claims, or any former employee of the 
Housing Commission whose right to a retirement allowance has 
been deferred by the Board of Trustees. Beginning January 1, 
1971, any person who is employed on a regular or permanent 
basis by the District Court, except the judges of such Court, sh 
be considered an employee of the City for the sole and exclusive 


purposes of this retirement system. The term "employee" does not 
include any person who is compensated by the City or by the 
District Court wholly on a fee or contractual basis, nor the Medical 
Director appointed under Section 292.11, nor elective officials of 
the City except as provided in paragraph (h)(2) hereof, nor judges 
of the District Court. The phrase "contractual basis,” as set forth 
herein, shall not be applicable to those regular full-time employees 
of the City who are required to sign employment contracts under 
the January 15, 1985, personnel rules for executive management 
plan personnel or Council staff personnel as a condition of 
employment 


(2) Any ELECTED official of the City, WHO OTHERWISE 
MEETS THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS CHAPTER, upon filing a 
written application with the Board of Trustees of the retirement 
system. 


In any cases of doubt, the Board shall decide who is an 
employee within the meaning of this chapter. 


() "Final average compensation" means the average of the highest 
annual compensation paid a member during a period of two 
consecutive years of credited service contained within the 
member's ten years of credited service immediately preceding the 
date when the member's employment with the City, District Court or 
Housing Commission last terminated. If the member has less than 
two years of credited service, the member's final average 
compensation shall be the average of the member's annual 
compensation for the member's total years of credited service 
"Final compensation" means a member's annual rate of 
compensation at the time of termination of the member's last 
employment by the City District Court or Housing Commission 

(K) "Member’ means any person who is included in the 
membership of the retirement system 

()"Pension" means an annual amount, derived from money 
provided by the City payable in equal monthly installments 
throughout the future life of a person or for a temporary period as 
provided in this chapter. 

(m) “Pension reserve" means the present value of all payments to 
be made on account of any pension, or benefit in lieu thereof. The 
pension reserve shall be computed upon the basis of such 
mortality and other tables of experience, and regular interest, as 
the Board from time to time adopts 

(n) “Regular interest" means such rate or rates of interest per 
annum, compounded annually as the Board from time to time 
determines, subject to the approval of Council 

(0) "Retirant" OR “RETIREE means a member who retires from 
employment with a retirement allowance payable by the retirement 
system 

(2) "Retirement allowance" means the sum of the annuity and the 
pension 

(Q "Retirement system" or "system" means the retirement system 
established under this chapter 

"Service" means personal service rendered to the City the 
District Court or the Housing Commission, whichever is applicable, 
by an employee WHILE A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM 

(3) ‘Workers’ compensation period" means the period a member, 
retirant or beneficiary is in receipt of workers! compensation on 
account of a disability or death arising out of and in the course of a 
member's employment. If the member, retirant or beneficiary is 
paid a single sum in lieu of future workers' compensation, then 
such individual's workers' compensation period shall be the period, 
if any, the individual was in receipt of weekly workers’ 
compensation plus the period arrived at by dividing such single 
sum by the weekly workers’ compensation award. 

("Covered positions" means: 

(1) Positions of the City's elected officials, exempt and 
appointed employees, and executive management plan 
employees; 

(2) Positions of the City's teamster supervisory and_non- 
supervisory employees; 

(3) Positions in the District Court, excluding the judges thereof; 
and 

(4) Positions of the City's Fraternal Order of Police (FOP) 911 
Operators’ Division employees 
(u) "Covered position effective date" means October 1, 1990, for 
the positions of the City’s elected officials, exempt and appointed 
employees and executive management plan employees; October 
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29, 1990, for the positions of the City’s teamster supervisory and 
non-supervisory employees and for the positions of the District 
Court employees; and July 1, 1992, for the positions of the City’s 
FOP 911 Operators’ Division employees. 


292.14. Membership in system. 


(1) The membership of the retirement system shall include all 
employees, as defined in Section 292.01(h), and all 
persons who become employees, except as provided in 
subsection (b) hereof. 

(2) The membership of the retirement system shall not include 

(1) Employees who are employed by the Board of Water 

and Light; 

(b) Employees who are members of the Policemen's and 
Firemen's Retirement System, as set forth in Chapter 
294; 

(c) Employees hired on or after the effective date of this 
section (Ordinance 540, passed June 25, 1979) who are 
retirants receiving or entitled to receive a retirement 
allowance, a deferred retirement allowance or a disability 
retirement allowance from the Policemen's and 
Firemen’s Retirement System; 

(d) Employees of the Housing Commission who have 
executed a request to transfer to the Michigan Municipal 
Employees Retirement System and a release of the City 
and the retirement system from future pension claims, 
and any employees of the Housing Commission hired 
after April 16, 1988; 

(e) Employees who are employed in positions normally 
requiring less than 2,000 hours of work per year; and 

(f) Employees excluded from membership as provided in 
subsection (c) hereof, 


(c)(1) An employee, hired into a covered position on or after 
the covered position's effective date, who was not a member of the 
retirement system on the day before his or her date of hire, shall 
not become a member of the retirement system. An elected 
official, exempt or appointed employee, or executive management 
plan employee, who is employed in a covered position on the 
covered position's effective date, who was a member of the 
retirement system on the day before the covered position's 
effective date, and who elects, on or before April 1, 1991, to 
terminate membership, shall cease to be a member of the 
retirement system effective on the first day of the first calendar 
month which is at least 120 days after the covered position's 
effective date. A teamster supervisory or non-supervisory 
employee, or an employee of the District Court, who is employed in 
a covered position on the covered position's effective date, who 
was a member of the retirement system on the day before the 
covered position’s effective date, and who elects on or before April 
29, 1991, to terminate membership, shall cease to be a member of 
the retirement system effective on the first day of the first calendar 
month which is at least 120 days after the covered position's 
effective date. Any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employee 
employed in a covered position on the covered position's effective 
date, who was a member of the retirement system on the day 
before the covered position's effective date, and who elected, on or 
before May 31, 1993, to terminate membership, shall cease to be a 
member of the retirement system effective on the first day of the 
first calendar month which is at least 120 days after the covered 
position's effective date. An employee who is transferred into a 
covered position on or after the covered position’s effective date, 
from a position that was not a covered position, who was a 
member of the retirement system on the day before the transfer, 
and who elects, within ninety days of the transfer, to terminate 
membership, shall cease to be a member of the retirement system 
effective on the first day of the first calendar month which is at 
least 120 days after the transfer. The election to terminate 
membership shall be one time and irrevocable. The method of 
election shall be determined by the Board of Trustees. An 
employee who elects to terminate membership in accordance with 
this subsection shall waive all rights to a pension, annuity, 
retirement allowance or return of accumulated contributions, 
except as provided in Section 292.311, effective on the date of 
termination of membership 

(c)(2) AN EXECUTIVE MANAGEMENT PLAN OR EXEMPT 
EMPLOYEE OF THE CITY AND A CITY TEAMSTER 580 OR 214 
SUPERVISORY AND NON-SUPERVISORY EMPLOYEE 
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INCLUDED IN SUBSECTION 292.14(c)(1) SHALL BECOME A 
MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM, BEGINNING ON 
OCTOBER 1, 2000, IF THE EMPLOYEE ELECTED AN OPTION, 
FILED WITH THE BOARD, TO RETURN TO MEMBERSHIP OF

292.155. Purchase of service credit. 


(a)(1) A member of the retirement system may elect to 
purchase service credit for prior full-time service as an employee 
with the City, upon request, upon verification of the employment by 
documentation satisfactory to the Board of Trustees and upon 
payment to the retirement system of an amount equal to 14.9 
percent of the member's current annual rate of compensation, 
including longevity bonus, multiplied by each year and fraction of a 
year of service to be purchased 

(2)As used in this section, "service as an employee with the City" 
consists of prior full-time employment with the City or its boards 
and commissions, or with the District Court, which employment has 
not already been credited to the member's service account and for 
which the member would not otherwise be entitled to a service 
credit, but for this section; "service as an employee with the City" 
includes periods during which the member's income from the City 
or its boards or commissions, or from the District Court, consisted 
of Workers’ Compensation payments, provided the member has 
not already received credit for such service or is not otherwise 
entitled to service credit for such periods. 

(3) _ In order to purchase service credit pursuant to this section, 
a member must elect to do so in writing prior to July 16, 1988, and, 
within thirty days of such election, pay in one lump sum the amount 
required by subsection (a) hereof.

292.20. Retirement age and service requirements. 


(a) Except as provided in subsection (b), (c) or (d) hereof, any 
member who either has attained or attains the age of fiftyeight 
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years and has eight or more years of credited service, or has 
attained or attains the age of fiftyfive years and has twentyfive or 
more years of credited service, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21 

(b) Effective June 30, 1987, a member who is associated with 
the FOP Park Security Division and who either has attained or 
attains the age of fiftyeight years and has eight or more years of 
credited service, or has attained or attains the age of fifty years 
and has twentyfive or more years of credited service, may retire 
upon written application to the Board setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance, as provided in Section 292.21. Effective 
December 1, 1989, a member who has twenty-five years of 
credited service may retire regardless of his or her age 

(c)_ Effective November 1, 1995, a member who is associated 
with United Auto Workers Local 2256 and who either has attained 
or attains the age of fiftyeight years and has eight or more years 
of credited service, or who has attained the age of fifty years and 
has twenty-five or more years of credited service, may retire upon 
his or her written application to the Board setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21 

(d) Amember, employed in a covered position on or after the 
covered position's effective date, who does not elect to terminate 
membership as provided in Section 292.14(c)(1) OR HAS 
ELECTED TO RETURN TO THE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM AS A MEMBER PURSUANT TO SUBSECTIONS 
292.14(c)(2) THROUGH (c)(4), who has eight or more years of 
credited service, and whose years and full months of attained age, 
when added to the years and full months of credited service, equal 
or exceed sixtyfive years, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board. Such application shall set forth at what 
time, neither less than thirty nor more than ninety days subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, the member desires to be 
retired. Upon the member's retirement, the member shall receive 
a retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21. The 
foregoing notwithstanding, this provision shall not be operative for 
any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employees, except as follows: 

(1) Any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employee satisfying 
said formula between December 1, 1992, and May 31, 
1993, is eligible to retire during said window of 
opportunity, pursuant to an Act 312 arbitration award 

(2) Thereafter, any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employee, 
satisfying said formula on or after August 20, 1994, shall 
be eligible to retire in accordance with said formula. 

(e) Further, without regard to whether they were employed in 
covered positions at the time of retirement, vested employees from 
the following employee groups are eligible for retirement in 
accordance with said "sixtyfive point" formula, retroactive to their 
retirement dates: 


(1) Teamster supervisory and non-supervisory, exempt and 
appointed employees and executive management plan employees 
retiring in accordance with said "sixtyfive point" formula pursuant 
to the terms of the early retirement incentives approved by Council 
on April 18, 1988; and 


(2) Any FOP Parks Security Division employee retiring in 
accordance with the terms of the agreement concerning the impact 
of layoffs on the Parks Security Division, dated June 15, 1992 


(f) Notwithstanding any other subsection of this section, or any 
other section of this chapter, to the contrary, and in confirmation 
and ratification nunc pro tunc of a certain memorandum of 
understanding between the City and Teamsters Local 580, 
regarding voluntary reduction in force (ratified and accepted as a 
binding collective bargained agreement by Council Resolution No. 
201 on April 13, 1992) and Resolution No. 382 adopted by Council 
‘on July 13, 1992, members described in Section 292.14 who were 
then in the following classifications: Local 580 Teamsters 
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supervisory and clerical/technical/professional bargaining units 
(excluding the District Court bargaining unit), executive 
management plan employees, non-bargaining unit City employees 
and exempt District Court employees (except the District Court 
judges), but excluding elected City officials, and who met all of the 
following criteria 

(1) Retired on or after July 1, 1992, and by January 4, 1993; 
and 

(2) Signed and delivered to the City not later than December 
1, 1992, the requisite written notice of intent to exercise the right to 
receive certain early retirement incentives contained in said 
memorandum and Resolution No. 201; and 

(3) Without retirement incentives, had eight or more years of 

service credit. 

Are granted the additional five years of service credit and the 
increased benefit multiplier of 2.75 percent as described and 
contained in said memorandum. Notwithstanding such increased 
service credit and benefit multiplier, no annual benefit payment 
shall exceed the limitations as prescribed by Internal Revenue 
Code Section 415. 


(9) The adoption of the provisions of subsection (f) hereof shall 
not be deemed nor construed as a waiver, release or 
relinquishment of any rights of the City or the Board of Trustees 
to pursue civil or criminal actions against any individual(s) who 
may have committed or participated in actions, or omissions to 
act, of misfeasance, malfeasance, breach of fiduciary duty, 
breach of public trust, negligence or any kind of wrongdoing 
whatsoever in connection with the implementation and/or 
adoption of the 1992 early retirement plan, which is being 
codified in certain respects by subsection (f) hereof. 


The City and the Board of Trustees hereby respectively reserve 
the right and any claim or defense to discontinue, deny or recoup 
the benefits contained in subsection (f) hereof to and from any 
member or benefit recipient upon a finding that such member or 
recipient committed or participated in acts, or omissions to act, of 
misfeasance, malfeasance, breach of fiduciary duty breach of 
public trust, negligence or any kind of wrongdoing whatsoever in 
connection with the implementation and/or adoption ‘of the 1992 
early retirement plan as codified in subsection (f) hereof. The City 
and the Board of Trustees hereby also reserve the right to deny 


withhold or recoup the benefits contained in subsection (f) hereof to * 


and from any member or recipient upon a finding that any member 
or recipient elected retirement under the 1992 early retirement plan 
with knowledge that said plan was improperly adopted by 
Resolution No. 201 of 1992 or otherwise improperly adopted, or

292.21. Age and service retirement allowance. 
(@) Upon retirement, a member shall receive a straight life 
retirement allowance and shall have the right to elect to receive a 
retirement allowance under an option provided in Section 292.27 in 
lieu of a straight life retirement allowance. Such member's straight 
life retirement allowance shall consist of the following benefits 
(1) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of 
accumulated contributions standing to the member's credit in the

accordance with the terms of the agreement concerning the impact 
of layoff on the Parks Security Division, dated June 15, 1992 

(b) According to such rules and regulations as the Board of 

Trustees may from time to time adopt, any member who 

retires prior to the attainment of the age of sixty-five years 

may elect to have his ot her straight life retirement 

allowance actuarially equated to provide an increased 

retirement allowance payable to the member's attainment 

of the age of sixtyfive years and a reduced retirement 

allowance payable thereafter. The member's -increased 

retirement allowance payable to the member's attainment 

of the age of sixtyfive years shall approximate the sum of 

the member's reduced retirement allowance payable after 

the attainment of the age of sixtyfive years and the 

: member's estimated Social Security primary insurance 
amount. 

(c) If a retirant dies before having received, in straight life 
retirement allowance payments, an aggregate amount 
equal to his or her accumulated contributions standing to 
his or her credit in the employees’ savings fund at the time 
of his or her retirement, the difference between the 
member's accumulated contributions and the aggregate 
amount of straight life retirement allowance payments 
received by the member shall be paid from the retirement 
reserve fund to such person as the member nominates by 
written designation duly executed and filed with the Board 
If there is no such designated person surviving the retirant, 
such difference, if any, shall be paid to the retirant's legal 
representative. No benefits shall be paid under this 
subsection on account of the death of a retirant if the 
member had elected option 1, A or B as provided in Section 
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292.27 

(d) IT IS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT COMPENSATION, 
INCLUDING RETIREMENT BENEFITS, IS DETERMINED 
FOR ELECTED OFFICIALS BY THE LANSING ELECTED 
OFFICERS COMPENSATION COMMISSION (EOCC) AND 
THAT THE EOCC HAS, THROUGH ITS OFFICIAL 
DETERMINATIONS, APPROVED AND RATIFIED THE

THOSE BENEFITS ARE NOT ALREADY INCLUDED BUT 
ARE TO BE APART OF THIS CHAPTER, THIS CHAPTER 
SHALL BE AMENDED ACCORDINGLY. 


292.22. Deferred retirement allowance. 


(a) If any member who has eight or more years of credited 
service separates from the employ of the City the District 
Court or the Housing Commission, prior to the member's 
attainment of the age of fiftyeight years, except through 
retirement, or death, such member shall be entitled to a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21, as the 
section was in force at the time of the member's separation 
from employment with the City the District Court or the 
Housing Commission, provided that the member does not 
withdraw his or her accumulated contributions from the 
employees' savings fund. The member's retirement 
allowance shall begin the first day of the calendar month 
next following the month in which his or her application for 
the same is filed with the Board of Trustees on or after the 
member's attainment of the age of fiftyeight years. During 
the period of the member's absence from employment with 
the City the District Court or the Housing Commission, 
regular interest shall be credited to the member's 
accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in 
the employees' savings fund 


(b) If any member who has eight or more years of credited 
service separates from the employ of the City the District 
Court or the Housing Commission prior to the attainment of 
the age of fiftyeight years, except through retirement or 
death, and if the member thereafter dies prior to attainment of 
the age of fiftyeight years, the designated surviving spouse 
shall be entitled to a retirement allowance as provided in 
Section 292.27, Option A, as such section was in force at the 
time of the member's separation from employment with the 
City the District Court or the Housing Commission, provided 
that the member does not withdraw any accumulated 
contributions from the employees’ savings fund. The 
designated surviving spouse's retirement allowance shall 
begin the first day of the calendar month next following the 
month in which the designated surviving spouse files an 
application for the same with the Board on or after the date 
the deceased former member would have attained the age of 
fiftyeight years. During such deferral period, regular interest 
shall be credited to the deceased former member's 
accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees’ saving fund 

(c) For a member, employed in a covered position on or after 
the covered position effective date, who does not elect to 
terminate membership as provided in Section 292.14(c)(1), 
the commencement age of fiftyeight years provided in 
subsections (a) and (b) hereof shall be replaced by a 
commencement age that is the earlier of. 

(1) The age of fiftyeight years; or 

(2) The age, in years and full months, which, when added to 
the member's years and full months of credited service, equals or 
exceeds sixtyfive years 


(d) Any member who had five or more years of credited service 
and was transferred from the employ of the City to the 
employ of the County Health Department on July 1, 1947, 
shall remain a member during the period of employment by 
the County Health Department. Whenever the sum of City 
credited service and County credited service equals at least 
ten years, the member shall become entitled to a deferred 
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retirement allowance computed according to Section 
292.21 upon the basis of the member's City credited 
service. In determining the member's final average 
compensation, the member's compensations paid by the 
County Health Department shall be treated as if they were 
paid by the City. The retirement allowance shall begin the 
first day of the calendar month next following the month in 
which the member's application for the same is filed with 
the Board on or after the member's attainment of the age of 
sixty years, or the member's retirement from County 
employment, whichever is later. If the member withdraws 
all or part of his or her accumulated contributions from the 
employees’ savings fund, he or she shall thereupon cease 
to be a member and shall forfeit all rights in and to a 
deferred retirement allowance as provided for in this 
section - 

(e) For a member separating from City service pursuant to the 
early retirement incentives, approved by the Council on 
April 18, 1988, the commencement age of fiftyeight years 
provided in subsections (a) and (b) hereof shall be 
replaced by a commencement age that is the earlier of the 
age of fiftyeight years, or the age in years and full months 
which, when added to the member's years and full months 
of credited service, equals or exceeds sixtyfive years. 


292.311. Transfer of Assets. 


For each employee who elects to terminate membership in the 
retirement system, pursuant to Section 292.14(c)(1), a lump sum 
amount will be transferred from the retirement system to a 
successor retirement plan qualified under Section 401(a) of the 
Internal Revenue Code. The amount transferred shall be the sum 
of 

(a) The accumulated contributions standing to the member's 
account in the Employees Savings Fund, the total amount of which 
shall be transferred from the Employees Savings Fund; and 

(b) The excess, if any of the funded portion of the member's 
actuarial present value of credited projected benefits, as of the 
date of membership termination, over the amount specified in 
subsection (a) hereof. Such excess shall be transferred from the 
pension accumulation funds. The funded portion shall be 
determined by the December 31, 1989, annual actuarial valuation, 
as prepared by the retirement system's actuary. 

Upon transfer of the above amounts, the employee shall waive 
all rights to a pension, annuity, retirement allowance or return of 
the accumulated contributions from the retirement system 

EACH EMPLOYEE WHO ELECTS TO PURCHASE SERVICE 
CREDITS PURSUANT TO SUBSECTIONS 292.155(b)(1) AND (2) 
MAY TRANSFER FROM A SUCCESSOR RETIREMENT PLAN 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING AN AMOUNT REQUIRED TO 
PURCHASE SAID SERVICE CREDITS. 


292.35. Employees’ savings fund. 

(a) Thereis hereby established an employees’ savings fund. In 
it shall be accumulated, at regular interest, the contributions 
deducted from the compensations of members to provide their 
annuities, and from it shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this chapter 

(b) Until January 1, 1967, the contributions of a member to the 
retirement system shall be the sum of three percent of the first four 
thousand, two hundred dollars ($4,200) of annual compensation 
plus five percent of the portion, if any of the annual compensation 
which is in excess of four thousand, two hundred dollars ($4,200) 
Beginning December 31, 1966, each member shall contribute to 
the retirement system three percent of his or her annual 
compensation, except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after July 1, 
1982, each of the following shall not contribute: 

A.Amember who is a part-time or full-time elected official; 
and 

B. Amember whois part of the executive pay plan 


(2) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after July 1, 
1982, and through all pay periods ending before July 1, 1983, each 
of the following shall contribute 1.5 percent of the member's annual 
compensation 

A. Amember who is unrepresented by a labor union, is not 
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employed on a regular or permanent basis by the District Court, is 
not employed by the Housing Commission and is not described in 
paragraph (b)(1) hereof; and 

B.A member who is represented by a union which has 
entered into a collective bargaining agreement providing for the 
contribution of not more than 1.5 percent of each member's annual 
compensation to the employees’ savings fund. 

(3) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after July 1, 
1983, each of the following shall not contribute: 

A. Amember who is unrepresented by a labor union, is not 
employed on a regular or permanent basis by the District Court and 
is not described in paragraph (b)(1) hereof, and 

B.A member who is represented by a union which has 
entered into a collective bargaining agreement which does not 
provide for its members to make any contribution to the employees’ 
savings fund 

(4) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after October 1, 
1987, teamster supervisory and non-supervisory bargaining unit 
employees, ELECTED officials, exempt and appointed employees 
and executive pay plan employees, shall contribute 2.5 percent of 
their wages to the employees’ savings fund; effective October 1, 
1988, said employees shall contribute 3.0 percent of their wages to 
the employees’ savings fund; effective October 1, 1989, said 
employees shall contribute 4.0 percent of their wages to the 
employees’ savings fund; effective July 1, 1992, said employees 
shall contribute 3.0 percent of their wages to the employees’ 
savings fund; BEGINNING WITH THE PAY DATE ON OR AFTER 
OCTOBER 1, 2000, SAID EMPLOYEES, EXCEPT ELECTED 
OFFICIALS, SHALL CONTRIBUTE 3.25 PERCENT OF THEIR 
WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND; AND BEGINNING 
WITH THE PAY DATE ON OR AFTER JULY 1, 2001, ELECTED 
OFFICIALS SHALL CONTRIBUTE 3.25 PERCENT OF THEIR 
WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND. 

(5) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after October 1, 
1987, District Court exempt employees shall contribute 4.0 percent 
of their wages to the employees’ savings fund; AND BEGINNING 
WITH THE PAY DATE ON OR AFTER OCTOBER 1, 2000, SAID 
EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE 4.25 PERCENT OF THEIR 
WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND. 

(6) BEGINNING WITH THE PAY DATE ON OR AFTER 

OCTOBER 1, 2000, DISTRICT COURT TEAMSTERS 
SHALL CONTRIBUTE 3.25 PERCENT OF THEIR 
WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND. 

(7) Beginning with pay periods ending on or after December 
1, 1989, FOP Parks Security Division employees shall contribute 
3.4 percent of their wages to the employees’ savings fund 

(8). Beginning with pay periods ending on or after September 
16, 1992, FOP 911 Operators’ Division employees shall contribute 
4.0 percent of their wages to the employees’ savings fund 
Effective with the pay period ending August 20, 1994, FOP 911 
Operators’ Division employees shall contribute 6.0 percent of their 
wages to the employees’ savings fund. BEGINNING WITH THE 
PAY DATE ON OR AFTER MAY 1, 2001, FOP 911 OPERATORS’ 
DIVISION EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE 6.75 PERCENT 
OF THEIR WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND 

(9) BEGINNING WITH THE PAY DATE ON OR AFTER 

MARCH 1, 2001, UAW EMPLOYEES SHALL 
CONTRIBUTE1.70 PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES TO 
THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND. 


(c) The Director of Finance, or other officer responsible for 
making the payroll, shall cause the contributions provided in 
subsection (b) hereof to be deducted from the compensation of 
each member on each and every payroll, for each and every 
payroll period, so long as the member remains employed by the 
City the District Court or the Housing Commission. 


(d) The contributions provided for herein shall be made 
regardless of the fact that the minimum compensation provided by 
law for any member shall be changed thereby. Every member shall 
be deemed to consent and agree to the deductions made and 
provided for herein. Payment of the member's compensation less 
such deductions shall be a full and complete discharge and 
acquittance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period covered by such 
payments, except as to benefits provided under this chapter. When 
deducted, the contributions of each member shall be paid to the 
retirement system and shall be credited to the member's individual 
account in the employees’ savings fund. 
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(e) In addition to the contributions deducted from 
compensation of a member as hereinbefore provided, a member 
shall, in order to qualify for prior service credit, deposit in the 
employees’ savings funds, by single payment or by an increased 
rate of contribution as determined by the Board, the accumulated 
contributions, if any which the member withdrew therefrom, 
together with regular interest from the date of withdrawal to the 
date of repayment. Repayment shall be made in accordance with 
rules which the Board shall from time to time determine. The rules 
shall not require full repayment prior to the date which is one year 
following the date of renewed membership, nor shall the rules 
permit full repayment to extend beyond the date which is four 
years following the date of renewed membership, or following the 
effective date of this amendment, whichever is later. If a member 
dies prior to completion of repayment and leaves a spouse, then 
the spouse may pay the balance due within sixty days of the 
member's death. In no case shall any member be given credit for 
service rendered prior to the date he or she withdrew the 
accumulated contributions, until he or she repays to the 
employees’ savings fund all amounts due such fund by the 
member 

(f)}Upon the retirement of a member, his or her accumulated 
contributions shall be transferred from the employees’ savings fund 
to the retirement reserve fund. At the expiration of a period of five 
years from and after the date an employee ceases to be a 
member, any balance standing to the member's credit in the 
employees’ savings fund, unclaimed by such member or the 
member's legal representative, shall remain a part of the moneys 
of the retirement system if no retirement allowance will become 
payable under this chapter on account of the member's 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission 

Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed 

Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than 
the part so declared to be invalid 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by City Council

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


Walter Maner of 212 N. Chestnut said he was concerned about the 
sculpture at Washington Square along Michigan Avenue. In 1970 
Lansing received notice of funds available for outdoor sculptures 
Many businesses and organizations were contacted to help with 
the matching funding of the sculpture. It is important to remember 
that part of the money that was used for this sculpture came from 
the federal government. Mr. Maner stated that he has heard that 
with the opening of North Washington Square, a local bank wants 
to have the sculpture moved in front of their building. He stated 
that one of the stipulations of the federal funding was that the 
sculpture be placed in a public place. He questioned whether the 
placement in front of a local business was appropriate. He 
Suggested that the sculpture be relocated to the plaza in front of 
City Hall 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive stated that all was not 
right within the Third Ward. He cited examples of vandalized CATA 
stops, missing traffic signs, problems at neighborhood parks and 
within neighborhoods 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, thanked all the people who 
voted last week on the school bond issue. He said that he feels 
that issues between nurses and the hospitals should be resolved, 
and that the nurses should be compensated for their work 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford stated that the public sent a 
message last Tuesday with the vote on the bond issue. He feels 
that many things were addressed within the bond, and that many 
things were misleading. It was not a wise use of taxpayer money. 
We need to start working on a new plan very quickly and we need 
help from the state lawmakers 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River offered his thanks to the 
Code Compliance office for their work in getting the trucks on 
Tecumseh River removed. He also sees other issues with Code 
Compliance besides vehicles that may be problems, one of which 
is that people are scared to call. There are 17 neighborhood 
organizations within the four wards of the City. He asked where 
the Code officers are from those groups. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl stated that the surface in the new 
parking lot in North Lansing is in awful shape. It is uneven and 
dangerous to walk through. She asked if the developer or the 
construction company would be coming back to repair the lot 
Regarding the issue of pedestrian safety in North Lansing, she 
reminded Council that they need to remember that any sidewalks 
along Larch will need to extend to Sheridan Road. There are 
many children who walk from that area to Otto Middle School, and 
they need to have a safe place to walk 
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Beverly Marsh of 331 Harriett stated that her mother was Thelma 
Osteen, and she worked very hard for many things within North 
Lansing. She does not was to see the WTCU Fountain moved to 
the Turner Dodge House. She said that she feels that the park 
looks nice and the fountain is old. She stated that she is not sure if 
it would survive a move to another location. She wants to see the 
fountain stay where it is now, and doesn't see any reason to have it 
moved. However, she would like to see the fountain be put back 
into working condition 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated that she supports 
taking cars that are abandoned, but she cannot support going on 
private property. Individuals going on private property to remove 
cars need to have a court order. Regarding the bond issue, she is 
glad the issue was voted down 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that PA 241 allowed the 
City to buy the BTS property for $1, if it was used for community 
use. She feels that many of the committee members and 
community were not aware of this option

Councilmember Nicholoff introduced Allison Tuck, a senior at East 
Lansing High School. She is attending tonight's meeting for her 
government class. He said that he received a call from Kevin 
Webb. Kevin is involved with the North Town Neighborhood 
Association and their Paint A Place project. They are in need of 
either funds or paint. Contact Kevin at 372-8649 for more 
information. 
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Councilmember Bauer announced, for those who know him, that 
Willy Williams recently suffered a heart attack and is recuperating 
at Sparrow Hospital 


Councilmember Wood announced that the City's web page has 
changed to include information regarding the two-way street 
conversion and a new survey. There are plans to have an update 
on the beautification of the community. The Lansing Police 
Department would like to announce that Law and Order magazine, 
a publication for law enforcement, has named LPD's web site as 
one of the best in the nation. Information has been received on the 
sculpture indicating that it will be used on public property and not in 
front of a bank as commented earlier. It will need to be removed 
until the best location can be found. 


Councilmember Meyer announced that tomorrow at 8 a.m. the 
cleanup across from Eastern High School will take place.

She 
thanked Council for their consideration and Chief Alley for his 
devotion to his duties. She stated that she had received copies of 
the changes in the budget and was very impressed. She stated 
that the Lansing Ad Hoc Committee for Home Ownership is 
wonderful. She said that when you call yourself a homeowner you 
take more pride in the city and the neighborhood.

Jim Campfield, Superintendent of the Operations and Maintenance 
Division of the Public Service Department, said that over the past 
10 years the recycling program in Lansing has grown. Changes 
within the new ordinance would be the collection of materials from 
backyards and allowances for compost materials, and the deletion 
of collection of newspapers by volunteers. Charges for violations 
of the recycling ordinance range from $20 to $60, depending on 
previous violations, and the length of time materials may be by the 
street is limited 


Carol Rall of 1608 W. Shiawase said 10 years ago the citizens of 
Lansing put together an initiative that brought curbside recycling to 
Lansing At that time, there was no support by the Council, and 
unfortunately she feels there is still no support by the Council 
There is no baler for the City of Lansing to use to process 
materials in the recycling program. She questioned whether the 
law that passed by the citizens will sunset. She noticed within the 
recycling ordinance that the language of the original initiative has 
been stricken. She feels that the original language should be 
returned. The original wording was not included within the Code of 
Ordinances, and is scheduled to be included with the next revision 
by the publisher of the Code book. 


Phil Ballbach of 312 Leslie Street said that the citizens passed the 
ordinance providing for curbside pickup of materials The 
ordinance provided for the processing and selling of recycled 
materials for additional revenue and the city’s public service 
department was to support the program. After 10 years, the 
program has increased recycling levels and reduced materials 
going into landfills. The ordinance before Council would do away 
with much of the original language. If taken out, recycling may be 
done away with and the benefits of the ordinance would be gone. 
He asked that the original language be included. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes urged Council to keep the 
language in. He said that many citizens, some of who have spoken 
here tonight, worked many hours to get this ordinance passed 
He reminded Council that some of the citizens who worked on this 
are still living in Lansing. Citizens should be proud this ordinance, 
because it is the citizens who actually got this law adopted. He 
again urged Council to keep the language 


Kerrin O’Brien of 804 Downer Avenue stated she is the Chair of the 
Mayor's Committee on Recycling. She commended those who 
worked so hard in making Lansing’s economy strong. She said 
that while improving the economy it is important to realize that 
recycling is also important, One of the features not stated is that 
this 10-year old operation that has been consistently operated by 
‘a municipality instead of private business. The City is not in this for 
the profits but the belief that the program provides back to the city. 
It is a value service for everyone is the city 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said she recycles, and does not think 
the landfills can take any more trash. She also said there is really 
a need for people to recycle. She has read that many companies 
no longer are in the business of recycling, and she feels the city 
should find people who are interested in recycling. She asked if 
the recycling program is discontinued, will the collection fee for the 
pick up of recycling materials be removed, or will the city find 
another way to assess the fee 


Sue Eby of 801 Durant said that she encourages the changes but 
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they should not nullify the vote passed by the people over 10 years 
ago. She reminded Council that the recycling program is not just 
recycling, but also takes away the need for an incinerator. This 
would ensure curb side pickup. The proposed ordinance does not 
seem to ensure that recycling is a publicly run program. She is 
glad that apartments were added, and feels that a baler would 
improve the efficiency of the program. A publicly run program 
would ensure that the market increases the number of collections, 
that resources are going to be sold, and that the money goes back 
into the City.

> Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Rick Kibbey of 200 Shepard thanked the Council for the inclusion 
of neighborhoods in the upcoming budget. This type of 
consideration makes neighborhoods an effective part of the world 
class city. 


Lisa Dedden of 4206 Southgate stated she is the County 
Commissioner for the 10th District. She said the County 
Commission supports the Resolution and efforts of Council to fight 
the proposed pipeline. The Ingham County Commissioners will be 
bringing their own resolution against the pipeline up for 
consideration at their meeting tomorrow night. The pipeline 
through neighborhoods is a bad idea and puts families and 
businesses at risk. She hopes to be able to continue to work 
together with Council in the future against this pipeline. 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford stated that he is against the 
pipeline. This pipeline will provide no benefit to any resident of 
Lansing and any spill could be enormous. He also stated that any 
kind of construction work in the area of a buried pipeline could 
cause disaster 


Leslie Cole said he is a Vice President with Wolverine Pipeline 
They believe this resolution is premature as no application has 
been submitted for the pipeline. Once an application is filed and all 
the factors are reviewed, meetings will be held with local 
governments and towns. This process can take up to nine months. 
Wolverine is also concerned about problems and location of water 
wellheads. This pipeline brings gas to where the people are. All 
pipelines are designed and operated under federal law. Third- 
party damage causes more problems with pipelines than breaks 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said that the state of Michigan has 
miles of pipelines all over the state. Any pipeline can have an 
accident, but itis still an accident 

David Ladd of 1038 Pico, and of Wolverine Pipeline, said that there 
a need for the new pipeline, as it will replace the current one. He 
feels that if passed, this resolution should be applied to other 
transportation as well and not just pipelines. Wolverine will 
operate this system within the standards in place now 


Accidents are more likely to happen on the roads versus pipelines 
Wolverine believes this pipeline will be safe with either route

(a) The property has been investigated by the police and

(b) TWO LETTERS, informing the owner that controlled 
substances and/or drug paraphernalia has been found by 
the police at the property, and of the potential 
consequences if a similar activity occurs at the property, 
HAVE been: 

(1) Personally served on the owner; or 

(2) Sent by certified mail to the taxpayer of record, OR FOR 
A REGISTERED RENTAL DWELLING, TO THE 
REGISTERED OWNER as indicated in the Office of 
Code Compliance RECORDS and a return receipt card 
has been received by the City; or 

(3) Sent by certified mail to the taxpayer of record, as 
indicated in the City Assessor's Office in the case of an 
‘owner-occupied dwelling, and a return receipt card has

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl stated that this year’s budget is tight on 
money. In the past 10-15 years the City found money for centers, 
hotels, ballparks, and other city projects, but could not find money 
for basic repairs in the schools. She feels that money should be 
directed to the schools and not many of the new projects that are 
going on in Lansing. Not only do our schools need restructuring, 
but the budget needs to be restructured 


Jerry Heathcoate of 4011 Hartford Road said that the Grand River 
Park is proposed to have the boat house space for private parking 
and the general parking lot increased. He urged everyone to go 
down and look at the parking lot. He feels the changes are being 
made because of the potential price of the land if it were sold. He 
also feels that the increase would drastically reduce green space, 
and that the space is adequate now. 


Dirck Terwilliger of 3109 Coolidge Road said he was representing 
merchants of Frandor Shopping Center. He reminded Council that 
‘a new shopping center is proposed for the intersection of Lake 
Lansing Road and Wood Street. For over a year businesses in 
Frandor have been trying to get a traffic light installed at the west 
end of Frandor. At the time Frandor was redesigned, CATA and 
some of the businesses objected to the required design because it 
would hinder traffic. He feels a traffic light would improve traffic 
flow and allow more business in the shops at Frandor. The design 
needs to revert to the original configuration. This would improve 
ingress and egress to the shopping center. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated that she appreciates 
the stand the Council took regarding the pipeline. She really thinks 
about green space and development, about the new shopping 
center, and the BTS property. She is concerned about problems of 
sealed surfaces and the impact the rain water runoff will have on 
the floodplain and the sewer system 


Antonio Manning of 405 S. Butler thanked Council for their vote on 
the pipeline resolution. He feels this proves Council works for the 
citizens. As a representative of Lansing schools he feels the 
pipeline is dangerous 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that Council was correct

RE-ENACT CHAPTER 1060 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, ENTITLED: “GARBAGE 
AND RUBBISH COLLECTION, DISPOSAL AND RECYCLING", IN

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1, That Chapter 1060 of the Codified Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, be, and hereby is re-enacted with 
certain amendments to its prior form and is adopted to read as 
follows 


1060.01. Title and purpose. 
(a) The title of this Chapter shall be “Patrick E. Lindemann 
Recycling Ordinance." 
(b) The City finds that a significant amount of recyclable materials 
that could be removed from the solid waste stream is needlessly 
discarded each year. The recovery and re-use of such recyclable 
materials will 

(1) Minimize environmentally unsound solid waste disposal 
methods; 

(2) Reduce the consumption of and the demand for scarce 
landfill capacity; and 

(3) Aid in the conservation of vital natural resources and 
energy. 


(c)as A RESULT OF A VOTE APPROVED CITIZEN INITIATIVE 
IN 1990, A CITY-WIDE YARD WASTE COLLECTION AND 
RECYCLING SERVICE WAS ESTABLISHED IN 1991 AND 
SHALL BE ADMINISTERED AND OPERATED BY THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. THE PUBLIC SERVICE

As used in this chapter:

PROVIDED BY THE CITY OR PRIVATE COMPANY FOR 
PURPOSE OF HOLDING SOLID WASTE, YARD WASTE, OR 
RECYCLABLE MATERIALS UNTIL COLLECTED 

Hazardous substance means any waste (including "hazardous 
waste" as defined in the Comprehensive Environmental Response, 
Compensation and Liability Act of 1980, as amended, and "solid 
waste" as defined in the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act 
of 1976, as amended, and State counterpart laws thereto), 
substance, pollutant, contaminant, oil petroleum product, 
commercial produce or other substance which is listed, regulated 
or designated as toxic or hazardous (or words of similar meaning 
and regulatory effect), or with respect to which remedial obligation 
may be imposed, under any environmental law, or exposure to 
which may pose a health or safety hazard 

Garbage means rejected food wastes, including waste 
accumulation of animal, fruit or vegetable matter used or intended 
for food or that attends the preparation, use, cooking, dealing in or 
storing of meat, fish, fowl, fruit or vegetables, WITH THE 
EXCEPTION OF FRUIT AND/OR VEGETABLE MATTER 
PROPERLY COMPOSTED 

Generator means a person generating solid waste 

INDUSTRIAL RECYCLABLE MATERIALS MEANS SOURCE 
SEPARATED FROM SOLID WASTE FIBER, PLASTIC, FERROUS 
OR NONFERROUS METAL SCRAP DIRECTED AND/OR 
DELIVERED TO A SCRAP PROCESSOR OR TO A RE-USER OF 
FERROUS OR NONFERROUS PRODUCTS AND SLAG OR 
SLAG PRODUCTS DIRECTED TO A SLAG PROCESSOR OR TO 
ARE-USER OF SLAG OR SLAG PRODUCTS. 

Licensed waste hauler means any waste hauler licensed by the 
City pursuant to Chapter 852 of the Business Regulation and 
Taxation Code 

Multiple residential facility means any multifamily dwelling 
containing five or more units and any mobile home located in a 
mobile home park, as defined in the Michigan Mobile Home 
Commission Act, as amended 

Multiple residential site of generation means any site of 
generation containing a multiple residential facility, 

Nonresidential entity means any person who uses, occupies or 
possesses a premises, or any part thereof or unit therein, which is 
not a single-family dwelling, a multifamily residential dwelling 
containing four units or less or a multiple residential facility. 
Nonresidential entity includes, but is not limited to, commercial, 
office, industrial, governmental, educational, religious, medical and 
food institutions, businesses and establishments, whether for profit 
oF not for profit 

COMMERCIAL recyclable materials means all residential 
recyclable materials and such other materials as may be 
recommended by the Public Service Department and established 
by Council from time to time by resolution 

Nonresidential site of generation means any site of generation 
of a nonresidential entity. It is intended that this classification 
include all non- residential premises and any part thereof or unit 
therein 

Person means any individual, firm, public or private 
corporation, partnership, trust, public or private agency or any 
other entity, or any group of such persons. 

Premises means any enclosed areas which are used for 
residential, commercial or industrial purposes, separately or in 
combination, to which a separate street address, postal address or 
box, tax roll description or other similar identification has been 
assigned to or is in use by a person having control of the area 

Residential recyclable materials means MATERIALS SUCH AS 
newspaper, clear AND brown glass bottles and jars, tin(STEEL) 
cans, high-density polyethylene (HDPE) plastic BOTTLES AND 
JUGS WITH THREADED NECK, POLYETHYLENE 
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TERAPHALATE (PET) BOTTLES, ALUMINUM CANS, TRAYS 
AND FOIL, GLOSSY-PAGED MAGAZINES AND CATALOGS, and 
such other material as may be RECOMMENDED BY THE PUBLIC 
SERVICE DEPARTMENT AND established by Council from time to 
time by resolution 


Residential site of generation means any site of generation 
containing a single-family dwelling or multifamily residential 
dwelling which contains four units or less 

Rightof-way means the area between the sidewalk and the 
curb, or within six feet from the curb if no sidewalk is in place, 
whichever is applicable 

Solid waste means garbage; ashes; incinerator ash; incinerator 
residue; street cleanings; Municipal and industrial sludge; solid 
commercial and solid industrial waste and animal waste; but does 
not include human body waste; liquid or other waste regulated by 
statute, SOURCE SEPARATED FROM SOLID WASTE FIBER, 
PLASTIC, ferrous or nonferrous METAL scrap directed AND/OR 
DELIVERED to a scrap processor or to a re-user of ferrous or 
nonferrous products and slag or slag products directed to a slag 
processor of to a re-user of slag or slag products. 

Site of generation means any premises in or on which solid 
waste is generated by any person 

Waste hauler means any person engaged, in whole or in part, 
in the business of collecting, transporting, delivering or disposing of 
solid waste, recyclable materials or yard waste within the City. 

Yard waste means leaves, grass clippings, garden debris, 
shrubbery or brush or tree trimmings less than four feet in length 
and two inches in diameter, that can be converted to composted 
humus. This term does not include stumps, agricultural wastes, 
animal waste, roots, sewage sludge or garbage 

Acceptable bulk items for collection means any item which 
cannot be fully contained within a City collection bag or which 
exceeds thirty pounds, except as defined in subsection (t) hereof, 

Unacceptable bulk items for collection includes, but is not 
limited to, logs; stumps; trees (except Christmas trees); buildings 
‘or demolition materials; concrete; rocks; abandoned or junk 
vehicles, including automobiles, trucks and buses; automobile or 
truck parts (excluding tires); and manufacturing or trade wastes. 


1060.03. Mandatory recycling; anti-scavenging; separation of 
recyclable materials and yard waste from solid waste. 


(a) All persons who are owners, lessees or occupants of a 
residential site of generation shall separate residential recyclable 
materials and yard waste from solid waste and prepare the 
recyclable materials and yard waste for recycling 
(b) All owners, lessees or occupants of a multiple residential site of 
generation shall separate residential recyclable materials and yard 
waste from solid waste and prepare the recyclable materials and 
yard waste for recycling. Owners of any multiple residential facility 
shall provide the residents at each such property or unit with 
convenient, on-site collection of recyclable materials. Such 
collection shall consist of at least one of the following 

(1) The owners, or their agents, shall collect recyclable 
materials in containers and transport them to a facility that accepts 
materials for the purpose of recycling 

(2) The owners of the multiple residential facility shall contract 
with a licensed waste hauler to provide on-site recycling collection 
services. These services shall consist of REGULARLY 
SCHEDULED DROP-OFF RECYCLING SERVICES TO BE 
APPROVED BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE DIRECTOR. The 
recycling containers shall be available to residents at all times 
except for periods when containers are removed for collection 
Recycling containers shall be clearly labeled and separated in a 
manner appropriate for delivery to a recycling facility. The 
containers shall be marked "recyclable materials only.” 


(3) Owners of the multiple residential facility shall provide in- 
house storage containers for each residential unit and CONTRACT 
for a weekly curbside recycling collection service provided by a 
licensed waste hauler OR THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. 
It shall be the responsibility of owners of each multiple 
residential facility to adequately inform the residents of the 
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recycling program BY PROVIDING EDUCATIONAL 
MATERIALS TO ALL NEW TENANTS UPON SIGNING A 
LEASE AND TWICE ANNUALLY. The required education 
MATERIALS shall, at a minimum, include written instructions 
to all parties identifying the materials to be recycled, how the 
materials are to be prepared, how to use the on-site 
collection system, the location of collection containers, and 
updates detailing any changes in the program. 


Said owners, or their agents, who comply with the 
requirements of this subsection shall not be liable for the 
noncompliance of lessees or occupants of their buildings. 

(c) All nonresidential entities at any nonresidential site of 

generation shall select and separate from solid waste and yard 

waste all the materials contained in four of the NONRESIDENTIAL 
recyclable materials categories, and shall prepare the same for 
recycling 

Nonresidential entities shall provide for the collection of the 
selected NONRESIDENTIAL recyclable materials by at least one 
of the following methods 


(1) By collecting the NONRESIDENTIAL recyclable materials 
at the site of generation in containers and transporting them to 
facilities which accept the materials for the purpose of recycling 

(2) By contracting with licensed waste haulers to provide on- 
site recycling collection services. These services shall use 
recycling collection containers that are as convenient as those 
used for the existing solid waste collection system. Recycling 
containers shall be clearly labeled and separated in a manner 
appropriate for delivery to a recycling facility. 

(3) By using containers clearly labeled for recyclable material 
and CONTRACTING for a regularly scheduled curbside recycling 
collection service provided by a licensed waste hauler OR THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. 


Any hazardous substance shall be stored, handled, 
transported, disposed of and recycled in accordance with 
applicable environmental laws and regulations of Federal, State 
and local governments to qualify as any of the four categories of 
materials required by ordinance. 


(d) The City, at its own expense, shall distribute to each unit of 
residential site of generation, a Cityapproved recycling container 
The container shall remain the property of the City and shall be 
visibly designated as such. Any replacement or additional City- 
approved recycling container may be purchased at a fee 
determined by Council resolution 

(e) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any person, other than 
a Public Service Department employee, to collect or pick-up or 
cause to be collected or picked-up from residential sites of 
generation any of the recyclable materials and/or yard wastes 
which have been placed in the right of way. 

(f) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prevent an 
individual from COMPOSTING yard waste AND FRUIT AND 
VEGETABLE MATTER on his or her own PROPERTY as long as 
the COMPOSTING does not create a nuisance or hazard to health, 
and does not emit offensive odors beyond the property lines of the 
site in which the COMPOST is located. 

(g) The burning of yard waste on any premises in the City is 
prohibited. 

(h) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to 
dispose in a landfill any yard waste collected in the City. It shall be 
a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to dispose in a 
landfill any recyclable materials collected in or from a container 
designated for the purpose of recycling 

(i) IT SHALL BE A VIOLATION OF THIS CHAPTER TO RAKE OR 

PLACE YARD WASTE INTO STREETS OR ALLEYS. 

Editor's note--The following regulations were promulgated by 
the Public Service Department pursuant to Section 1060.03(b) and 
were approved by Council by Resolution 474, passed August 9, 
1993. 

1. Tenant or Resident Payments for Recycling Collection 
Service. 

(a) Any recycling program that causes the tenant or 
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resident to pay on a volume basis for recycling collection service is 
not acceptable under the City ordinance. 

Requiring residents to pay a volume-based fee in order 
to participate in a recycling program is not as convenient 
as non-volume based refuse collection service (where the 
cost is included in the monthly rent), 

(b) Bag-based recycling collection service is an acceptable 
system for on-site recycling, provided that tenants or residents are 
not required to purchase bags in order to participate in the 
recycling program 

(c)_ As with other solid waste services, tenants or residents 
shall not be limited to the volume of materials they can recycle at a 
given cost per the requirements set forth in subsection (d) below 

(d) Owners may not cover the cost of a recycling collection 
program at a multi-family dwelling property, except by one of the 
following 

(i) Include the cost of the recycling collection service in the 
rent as with landfil-bound solid waste collection and other 
apartment services; 

(Inform the tenant of the charge for the recycling service 
at a multifamily dwelling property together with the tenant's (per 
household) cost for landfill-bound solid waste collection and 
disposal 

2. Curbside Recycling Service. 

(a) Curbside recycling is commonly referred to in the 
recycling industry and in government policies as a service where 
recycling collection is provided to households by using collection 
bins that are placed by the resident along the curb or street directly 
in front of their house or multifamily dwelling unit 

(b) For the purposes of meeting the requirements of the 
recycling ordinance, a multifamily dwelling recycling system may 
be considered as "curbside recycling" if the collection point for 
household recycling containers for any multifamily dwelling unit is 
located no further than the curb or parking area in front of the 
building where a given multifamily dwelling unit is located 


1060.04. YARD WASTE, Solid waste AND RECYCLABLE 
ATERIAL container specifications; price. 


(a) The containers for recyclable materials from a residential site of 
generation shall be as specified by the Public Service Department 
Its contents shall not exceed thirty pounds, excluding the weight of 
the bagged or bundled newspaper that may be placed on top of 
the container, and shall be PROPERLY PREPARED AND 
SEPARATED FROM THE SOLID WASTE PRIOR TO

BUSINESS 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, stated that he was surprised 
to read about the LA Globe lawsuit in the Lansing State Journal 
and that this kind of trouble is always in Lansing. He asked where 
the people are supposed to go if places like the LA Globe are 
closed 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl stated that the trouble is not necessarily 
with the bars but with the lack of responsibility by the city. In the 
case of the Black and Tan, the parking lot lacked adequate lighting 
and patrols by the police, which are the responsibility of the city 
She feels the city is ignoring the problems of the bars and 
suggested the City reduce the size of the bars. If bars are going to 
be allowed in the city, they should be a size that is can be handled 
Regarding possible expansion of the River Walk, the people who 
live in the area of Tecumseh Park want the park left as itis. If the 
River Walk is going on the south side of the river, then the area 
around Ashland Oil will need to be cleaned up. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that the property of the 
Boys Training School has a long history of community involvement 
with the Lansing area. There was a school building on the 
property in 1866, and the property was also used by the 
community during WWII. This would be a great place for a historic 
marker, if not for the historic relevance than for nostalgia. She 
stated that a developer is not likely to be planning the property for 
residential concerns, but for commercial concerns. She feels the 
city has a uniqueness which has been overlooked. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated that he would like to see 
wider streets which will satisfy safety issues if a vehicle is disabled. 
He believes Council will use the citizens money to put more 
parking meters on the streets. He questioned if any government 
studies have been done relating to the wider streets and increased 
illegal activities, such as prostitution. He feels that all dogs should 
be on leashes and suggested a possible design for new signs. He 
would like to see the federal and state governments use higher 
octane rating, and feels that the federal government should look 
into the refineries instead of punishing the stations. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grover Road stated that many 
times the citizens of Lansing came to Council to ask that the issue 
of the rain tax be put before a vote of the people. Many people did 
not think of this as a fee, but a tax. She does not agree with the 
decision not to repay the monies back to those who paid the fee, 
and feels that the money was in effect “stolen” by the city. The 
Court did not rule that the city could not pack back to the citizens. 
She belives that the city needs to re-think this position 


Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago thanked the Council for the 
improvements to Comstock Park. One of the projects Friends of 
Comstock Park have been working on is an ice skating rink. They 
have found a portable ice rink. The rink is made of 72 8-foot long 
planks. The cost figures out to about $150 a plank. Using the idea 
of the paving bricks at Oldsmobile Park, the Friends of Comstock 
Park would like to “sell” the planks, and have the name of the 
individual engraved on the plank

Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that the City can not 
continue to have lawsuits filed against it. The City has had four 
insurance settlements within the last ten years. Lawsuits have to 
be paid with taxpayer's money. She feels that many of the lawsuits 
can be avoided with the proper treatment of people

The noise wavier was granted based on information that there 
were no residential units within 300 feet of the ramp. He feels that 
this information was inaccurate, because of an apartment in a 
nearby office building. He works at an office within the Michigan 
Dental Association Building and at various times during the day the 
noise has impaired his ability to conduct normal business. He said 
that this morning the a jackhammer was being operated; still this 
evening he had the feeling of noise in his ears. He believes this 
noise may be outside of acceptable noise levels, that noise 
parameters should be set for the work, and that accommodations 
should be made for offices located within 300 feet of the ramp.

ORDINANCE NO. 1032 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
RE-ENACT CHAPTER 1060 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, ENTITLED: "GARBAGE 
AND RUBBISH COLLECTION, DISPOSAL AND RECYCLING’, IN

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That Chapter 1060 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be, and hereby is re-enacted with 
certain amendments to its prior form and is adopted to read as 
follows 
1060.01. Title and purpose. 

(a) The title of this Chapter shall be "Patrick E. Lindemann 
Recycling Ordinance.” 

(b) The City finds that a significant amount of recyclable 
materials that could be removed from the solid waste stream is 
needlessly discarded each year. The recovery and re-use of such 
recyclable materials will 

(1) Minimize environmentally unsound solid waste disposal 
methods; 

(2) Reduce the consumption of and the demand for scarce 
landfill capacity; and 
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(3) Aid in the conservation of vital natural resources and 
energy. 


(c) AS ARESULT OF A VOTE APPROVED CITIZEN INITIATIVE 
IN 1990, A CITY-WIDE YARD WASTE COLLECTION AND 
RECYCLING SERVICE WAS ESTABLISHED IN 1991 AND 
SHALL BE ADMINISTERED AND OPERATED BY THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. THE PUBLIC SERVICE

CURBSIDE ANY OF THE RECYCLABLE MATERIALS

1060.02. Definitions. 


As used in this chapter: 

CONTAINERS MEANS AN APPROPRIATE BIN, CART, BAG 
OF PLASTIC OR PAPER, OR OTHER VESSEL SPECIFIED OR 
PROVIDED BY THE CITY OR PRIVATE COMPANY FOR 
PURPOSE OF HOLDING SOLID WASTE, YARD WASTE, OR 
RECYCLABLE MATERIALS UNTIL COLLECTED 

Hazardous substance means any waste (including "hazardous 
waste" as defined in the Comprehensive Environmental Response, 
Compensation and Liability Act of 1980, as amended, and "solid 
waste" as defined in the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act 
of 1976, as amended, and State counterpart laws thereto),

Generator means a person generating solid waste

SEPARATED FROM SOLID WASTE FIBER, PLASTIC, FERROUS 
OR NONFERROUS METAL SCRAP DIRECTED AND/OR 
DELIVERED TO A SCRAP PROCESSOR OR TO ARE-USER OF 
FERROUS OR NONFERROUS PRODUCTS AND SLAG OR

Licensed waste hauler means any waste hauler licensed by the 
City pursuant to Chapter 852 of the Business Regulation and 
Taxation Code.

Yard waste means leaves, grass clippings, garden debris, 
shrubbery or brush or tree trimmings less than four feet in length 
and two inches in diameter, that can be converted to composted 
humus. This term does not include stumps, agricultural wastes, 
animal waste, roots, sewage sludge or garbage 

Acceptable bulk items for collection means any item which 
cannot be fully contained within a City collection bag or which 
exceeds thirty pounds, except as defined in subsection (t) hereof. 

Unacceptable bulk items for collection includes, but is not limited 
to, logs; stumps; trees (except Christmas trees); buildings or 
demolition materials; concrete; rocks; abandoned or junk vehicles, 
including automobiles, trucks and buses; automobile or truck parts 
(excluding tires); and manufacturing or trade wastes. 


1060.03. Mandatory recycling; anti-scavenging; separation of 
recyclable materials and yard waste from solid waste. 


(a) All persons who are owners, lessees or occupants of a 
residential site of generation shall separate residential recyclable 
materials and yard waste from solid waste and prepare the 
recyclable materials and yard waste for recycling 
(b) All owners, lessees or occupants of a multiple residential site 
of generation shall separate residential recyclable materials and 
yard waste from solid waste and prepare the recyclable materials 
and yard waste for recycling. Owners of any multiple residential 
facility MAY provide the residents at each such property or unit 
with convenient, on-site collection of recyclable materials. Such 
collection MAY consist of at least one of the following 

(1) The owners, or their agents, MAY collect recyclable 
materials in containers and transport them to a facility that accepts 
materials for the purpose of recycling 

(2) The owners of the muttiple residential facility MAY contract 
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with a licensed waste hauler to provide on-site recycling collection 
services) These services MAY consist of REGULARLY 
SCHEDULED DROP OFF RECYCLING SERVICES TO BE 
APPROVED BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE DIRECTOR. Recycling 
containers shall be clearly labeled and separated in a manner 
appropriate for delivery to a recycling facility. The containers shall 
be marked "recyclable materials only." 

(3) Owners of the multiple residential facility MAY provide in- 
house storage containers for each residential unit and CONTRACT 
for recycling collection service provided by a licensed waste hauler 
OR THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. 

Owners of each multiple residential facility MAY inform the 
residents of the recycling program BY PROVIDING 
EDUCATIONAL MATERIALS AVAILABLE FROM THE FROM 
PUBLIC SERVICES DEPARTMENT TO ALL NEW TENANTS 
UPON SIGNING A LEASE AND TWICE ANNUALLY. The 
required education MATERIALS shall, at a minimum, include 
written instructions to all parties identifying the materials to be 
recycled, how the materials are to be prepared, how to use 
the on-site collection system, the location of collection 
containers, and updates detailing any changes in the 
program 


(4) THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY ENTER 
INTO. CONTRACTS WITH OWNERS OF MULTIPLE 
RESIDENTIAL FACILITIES TO PROVIDE RECYCLING SERVICE 
FOR A REASONABLE FEE ON A CASE BY CASE BASIS. 


(c) All nonresidential entities at any nonresidential site of 
generation shall SEPARATE RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND 
YARD WASTE FROM SOLID WASTE AND PREPARE THE 
RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE FOR 
RECYCLING 


Nonresidential entities MAY provide for the collection of the 
selected NONRESIDENTIAL recyclable materials by at least one 
of the following methods: 


(1) By collecting the NONRESIDENTIAL recyclable materials 
at the site of generation in containers and transporting them to 
facilities which accept the materials for the purpose of recycling. 

(2) By contracting with licensed waste haulers to provide on- 
site recycling collection services. These services shall use 
recycling collection containers that are as convenient as those 
used for the existing solid waste collection system. Recycling 
containers shall be clearly labeled and separated in a manner 
appropriate for delivery to a recycling facility. 

(3) By using containers clearly labeled for recyclable material 
and CONTRACTING for a regularly scheduled curbside recycling 
collection service provided by a licensed waste hauler OR THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. 


Any hazardous substance shall be stored, handled, transported, 
disposed of and recycled in accordance with applicable 
environmental laws and regulations of Federal, State and local 
governments to qualify as any of the four categories of materials 
required by ordinance - 


(d) The City at its own expense, shall distribute to each unit of 
residential site of generation, a Cityapproved recycling container 
The container shall remain the property of the City and shall be 
visibly designated as such. Any replacement or additional City 
approved recycling container may be purchased at a fee 
determined by Council resolution. 

(e)_ It shall be a violation of this chapter for any person, other than 
a Public Service Department employee, to collect or pick-up or 
cause to be collected or picked-up from residential sites of 
generation any of the recyclable materials and/or yard wastes 
which have been placed in the right of way 

(f)Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prevent an 
individual from COMPOSTING yard waste AND FRUIT AND 
VEGETABLE MATTER on his or her own PROPERTY as long as. 
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the COMPOSTING does not create a nuisance or hazard to health, 
and does not emit offensive odors beyond the property lines of the 
site in which the COMPOST is located 
(g) The burning of yard waste on any premises in the City is 
prohibited 
(h) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to 
dispose in a landfill any yard waste collected in the City. It shall be 
a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to dispose in a 
landfill any recyclable materials collected in or from a container 
designated for the purpose of recycling 
() IT SHALL BEA VIOLATION OF THIS CHAPTER TO RAKE OR 

PLACE YARD WASTE INTO STREETS OR ALLEYS 

Editor's note~The following regulations were promulgated by 
the Public Service Department pursuant to Section 1060.03(b) and 
were approved by Council by Resolution 474, passed August 9, 
1993 

1. Tenant or Resident Payments for Recycling Collection 
Service. 

(a) Any recycling program that causes the tenant or resident 
to pay on a volume basis for recycling collection service is not 
acceptable under the City ordinance. 

Requiring residents to pay a volume-based fee in order 
to participate in a recycling program is not as convenient as 
non-volume based refuse collection service (where the cost 
is included in the monthly rent) 

(b) Bag-based recycling collection service is an acceptable 
system for on-site recycling, provided that tenants or residents are 
not required to purchase bags in order to participate in the 
recycling program: 

(c) As with other solid waste services, tenants or residents 
shall not be limited to the volume of materials they can recycle at a 
given cost per the requirements set forth in subsection (d) below 

(d) Owners may not RE-cover the cost of a recycling 
collection program at a multi-family dwelling property, except by 
one of the following 

(i) Include the cost of the recycling collection service in the 
rent as with landfil-bound solid waste collection and other 
apartment services; 

(ii)Inform the tenant of the charge for the recycling service 
at a multifamily dwelling property together with the tenant's (per 
household) cost for landfill-bound solid waste collection and 
disposal 

2. Curbside Recycling Service 

(a) Curbside recycling is commonly referred to in the 
recycling industry and in government policies as a service where 
recycling collection is provided to households by using collection 
bins that are placed by the resident along the curb or street directly 
in front of their house or muttifamily dwelling unit. 

(b) For the purposes of meeting the requirements of the 
recycling ordinance, a multifamily dwelling recycling system may 
be considered as "curbside recycling” if the collection point for 
household recycling containers for any muttifamily dwelling unit is 
located no further than the curb or parking area in front of the 
building where a given multifamily dwelling unit is located. 

1060.04. YARD WASTE, Solid waste AND RECYCLABLE 
MATERIAL container specifications; price. 


(a) The containers for recyclable materials from a residential site 
of generation shall be as specified by the Public Service 
Department. Its contents shall not exceed thirty pounds, excluding 
the weight of the bagged or bundled newspaper that may be 
placed on top of the container, and shall be PROPERLY 
PREPARED AND SEPARATED FROM THE SOLID WASTE 
PRIOR TO COLLECTION, AND maintained in a fly and vermin 
proof condition. The recycling containers shall be kept in a 
sanitary condition by the users thereof.

COLLECTION bags for SOLID WASTE AND CONTAINERS FOR 
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YARD WASTE shall not exceed thirty pounds. 
(1) City collection bags shall be a distinctive color and printed 
with the City seal or appropriate words which will readily indicate to 
the Public Service Department that the collection bags are 
intended for the weekly Citywide residential collection service. 

(2) City collection bags shall be sold at a price determined by 

resolution of Council and shall be sold at outlets designated by the 
City. Designated sales outlets shall sell City collection bags only at 
the price established by Council. However, the appropriate sales 
tax may be charged by the retail establishment if so required by 
the laws of the State 
(c) Yard waste in plastic bags will not be picked up by public 
service department employees from residential sites of generation 
Specifications for city-approved collection containers for yard 
waste shall be promulgated by the City through its Public Service 
Director. The contents of the containers shall not exceed thirty (30) 
pounds 
(d) All brush shall be neatly bundled in accordance with the City's 
pre-collection requirements. 
1060.05. Location of YARD WASTE, solid waste and recycling 
containers; hours of collection; removal of containers. 
(a) Between each collection period, the owner, tenant, lessee or 
occupant of any property shall provide a suitable place on the 
premises to store solid waste and/or recyclable materials. Solid 
waste and/or recycling and/or yard waste containers shall be 
placed and protected so that they cannot be easily disturbed by 
animals and in a place which, if possible, is not visible from the 
street and away from places occupied by other persons. 

(a) Solid waste and/or recycling containers and/or yard waste

(a) The Public Service Department shall be solely responsible for 
the pick-up of recyclable materials from residential sites of 
generation once placed in the right of way. 

(b) It shall be a violation for any other company or person to pick- 
up any recyclable material from residential sites of generation once 
placed in the right of way. 

1060.07. Removal of scattered refuse and unacceptable 
materials. 

(a) The owner or occupant of a residential site of generation unit 
shall promptly clean up and remove any scattered solid waste, 
rejected items, recyclable material and/or yard waste resulting from 
the breakage or opening of any City collection bag, can or other 
container or refuse bag intended for collection from the residential 
site of generation unit within twenty-four hours after the same has 
been scattered 

(b) Within twenty-four hours after written notification by the City, 
the owner or occupant of a residential site of generation unit shall, 
in accordance with this chapter, properly dispose of any such 
scattered refuse, rejected items, any City collection bag (and the 
contents thereof), intended for collection which is either broken or 
otherwise open, any City collection bag which weighs in excess of 
thirty pounds, any City collection bag which contains unacceptable 
materials for collection or any City collection bag which was placed 
on the curb in front of the residence prior to 4:00 p.m. of the day

(c) Notification shall be in writing and sent by first class mail to 
the owner or party in interest of the property on which or in front of 
which the violation of this chapter exists. The name and address 
of the owner or party in interest of the residential site of generation 
shall be determined from the last local tax assessment record for 
the property. Notice shall also be given to the occupant of the 
property on which or in front of which the violation exists, by either 
giving a copy of the notice personally to a person at the residence 
or by sending a copy of the notice by first class mail to the 
"occupant," as addressee, addressed to the property, if there is a 
residential site of generation thereon, and by posting a copy of the 
notice in a conspicuous place at the property or on a building 
thereon. 


1060.08. Nuisances. 


(a) Removal or Abatement. Any solid waste, recyclable material 
and/or yard waste accumulated in a manner which is a public 
nuisance; any scattered solid waste, rejected items, recyclable 
material and/or yard waste; broken or open City collection 
CONTAINERS; YARD WASTE collection OR RECYCLABLE 
MATERIAL CONTAINERS in excess of thirty pounds; City OR 
PRIVATE collection CONTAINERS containing unacceptable 
materials; or City OR PRIVATE collection CONTAINERS placed in 
front of a residential site of generation contrary to any collection 
procedure referred to in Section 1060.05; or any bulk item 
accumulated beyond the time frame identified in Section 1060.12, 
or unacceptable bulk item or bulk item placed in front of a 
residential site of generation contrary to collection procedures 
referred to in Sections 1060.14 and 1060.15, is hereby declared to 
be a public nuisance and is subject to removal or abatement. If a 
violation of this chapter is not corrected within seven days after 
notice is given in the manner provided in Section 1060.07 or 
1060.16, respectively, then the City, through its Public Service 
Director or authorized representative, agent or designee, may 
remove or abate the nuisance 

(b) Expenses. 


(1) The complete expense, including the administration costs 
to the City, incurred in the removal, abatement or preparation of 
materials for recycling shall be the sole responsibility of the owner 
or party in interest of the property on which or in front of which the 
condition existed, and shall be paid by the owner or party in 
interest in whose name the property appears on the City’s latest 
real property tax assessment records. The expense shall be a 
penalty for income tax purposes. 

(2) The complete expense incurred shall be a lien against the

(3) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property 
appears upon the last local tax assessment records shall be 
Notified of the amount of such cost by first class mail at the 
address shown on the records. If he or she fails to pay the same 
within thirty days after mailing, by the City Assessor, of a notice of 
the amount thereof, the City Assessor shall add the same to the 
next tax roll of the City and such amount shall be collected in the 
same manner in all respects as provided by law for the collection 
of taxes by the City 


1060.09. Licensing of waste haulers. 


(a) No person shall engage in the business of collecting, 
transporting, delivering or disposing of solid waste RESIDENTIAL 
RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND/OR COMMERCIAL recyclable 
materials and/or yard waste within the City without first obtaining a 
license issued by the City. A waste hauler license shall be valid 
from the date of issuance to the following April 30 (unless revoked 
earlier). It shall be an express condition of each license that the 
waste hauler shall 

(1) Comply with all provisions of this chapter, Federal and 
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State laws; 

(2) Have suitable types of containers and an appropriate 
number of containers to provide adequate service; 

(3) Havea schedule of pick-ups; and 

(b) Every person required to obtain a waste hauler license shall 
make application to the City on forms provided by the Clerk's 
office.

(a) City bulk item stickers shall be a distinctive color and shall be 
printed with the City seal or appropriate words which will readily 
indicate to City collectors that the bulk items are intended for the 
weekly Citywide residential bulk collection service. 
(b) City buk item stickers shall be sold, at a price determined by 
resolution of Council, at outlets designated by the City. Designated 
sales outlets shall sell City bulk item stickers only at the price 
established by Council.

Howard Jones of 426 W. Bames said that the Moores Park 
Neighborhood had a carnival Saturday night. He thanked the 
Lansing Neighborhood Council for the grant which made the 
carnival possible.

This issue will be a true test to see if 
Council is really for the neighborhoods. This road will be at the 
bottom of the hill used by children for sledding. She is concerned 
that the park millage is being used for non-park items. She asked 
if all the parcels of land within the park are listed or attached to the 
Master Plan and the Parks Master List 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive stated that 225 years 
ago men pledged their lives to establishing this country. People 
should realize and remember why there is a holiday. Regarding the 
sale of property to ADCO Group, he remembers a Council years 
ago that sold the old Civic Center land to Heart of the City

Leon Black of 238 Harris said that he wanted to introduce himself 
to the public. He is one of the mayoral candidates in the August 7, 
2001 primary. He would like to bring reason and logic back to City 
Hall 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive said that ten years ago 
the City worked to get a sign ordinance for commercial property. 
The City is now trying to place the same standards from this 
ordinance on churches. He feels this is wrong and is meddling by 
the City. He urged Council to advise the Code Compliance officers 
to back off, and to change the ordinance in consideration of 
churches 


James Swift of 512 Westmoreland urged all of Lansing to get 
involved with the Green Wise being offered by the Board of Water 
and Light, or at least get more information about the program. He 
urged everyone to patronize businesses that display signs of being 
a clean fuel business. He asked Council to explore the purchase 
of clean fuel for the City. The cost of the program will be paid 
entirely by the people who sign up for the program. He hopes 
everyone urges the energy companies to clean up the facilities that 
manufacture energy. We are all going to have to work together for 
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clean energy. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Road said when she first 
came to Lansing she was amazed by the river and the parks. She 
has always been following what is going on within the Park 
Department. A total of 118 properties will be recommended to the 
Council to be considered as dedicated parks. Many other lands 
will not be dedicated to be kept as park lands. She feels that the 
definition of “dedicated park land” needs to be clarified. She wants 
park land protected, and feels that the parks are part of the whole 
of Lansing. She urged Council to make sure that the public has 
advance notification of meetings so that citizens have an 
opportunity to speak to the business of the City. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said that the issue regarding the North 
Grand parking ramp goes back to the history of building concrete 
structures. Generally these type of structures have a maximum life 
of 30 years, even with very good maintenance. The estimates 
should have been better than those submitted. She believes the 
push for clean or alternate energy comes in cycles, and 
remembers when solar energy was first desirable 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Calihan Court stated that Michigan 
House Bill 5069 should have allowed the BTS property to be sold 
to the Lansing School District for $1. She first heard about the 
partnership between the City and the school district at the Mayor's 
2001 State of the City Address. This is too important to Lansing 
and to the idea of having world class schools for its children. She 
feels that the purchase of land for the south side park was not a 
good use of the money. She said the BTS committee does not 
reflect the diversity of the east side. Lansing needs to be able to 
promote its schools to the people within the City. The children of 
Eastern High School alumni and the current students would like to 
see the land used for team sports, not a housing development 
The next meeting of the BTS committee is Thursday July 19 at 
5:30 p.m. in Room F and G, second floor of Sparrow Hospital 
Professional Building. She urged all citizens to attend 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes thanked Councilmember 
Leeman for his questions about the transfer of funds relating to the 
Dakin Street Bridge. She does not think that the Demolish or 
Make Safe policy should be used to strong arm people to turn 
property over to the City or non-profit housing associations. She 
stated the Demolish or Make Safe is threatening to property 
‘owners. She encouraged those living in neighborhoods close to 
the BTS property to attend the next BTS meeting. She wants to 
see the neighbors get involved. She said that the market study 
shows more rental property than the area needs, which could 
result in more cars and traffic in the area 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope feels the rain fee should be 
returned to the people instead of being kept by the City. The early 
retirement program is also draining money from the people. He 
feels the citizens of Lansing were robbed by the rain fee. He 
agrees with the skateboard park and feels it will give young people 
something to do. 


E. T. Buckley of 818 N. Hayford stated that as a candidate for 
Mayor, he is concerned about jobs being lost. He is concerned 
about schools that are in need of repair. He is working on getting 
equipment donated to the school district. He feels that the rain fee 
should be returned and is concerned that this past winter snow 
was not shoveled. He is concerned about the failure to protect 
parks and historic buildings. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated that the visit by 
Representative Rogers had nothing to do with energy. She feels 
there are many problems within the Lansing area despite the 
comments made by Rep. Rogers. She also disagrees with the City 
providing insurance for the neighborhood groups and association. 
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COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Nicholoff announced that the Friends of Durant 
Park will meet on Thursday and that the Old Oakland 
Neighborhood Association will meet on Thursday. 


Councilmember Leeman stated that there is a process going on 
with regard to the BTS Committee. Rick Kibbey is the Chair of the 
Committee and neighborhood groups are represented on the 
Committee. The site plan will be discussed at their next meeting 
on Thursday. The Committee will make recommendations to 
Council on what they think of the site plan. 


Councilmember Allen asked about the time frame of when to 
expect recommendations on the BTS site.

WHEREAS, it is proposed in the Seven Block Area Development 
Plan, as amended, that West Washtenaw Street between Butler 
Street and M.L. King Jr. Blvd. be vacated as part of the plan to 
redevelop the area north of West Kalamazoo Street by 
constructing an office/eommercial center; and 


WHEREAS, a Public Act 285 Review, including a public hearing 
held February 2, 1999, has been conducted by the Lansing 
Planning Board to evaluate the character, location and extent of 
the proposal to vacate the street; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board found as a result of the review and 
public hearing that; 1) the vacation of the street is necessary to 
consolidate the site proposed for construction of an 
office/commercial center pursuant to the Seven Block Area 
Development Plan, as amended; 2) a driveway to the property 
located at 230 South Butler must be established to assure 
continued access to that property; 3) the proposal to vacate the 
street is supported by the Seven Block Neighborhood Citizens 
District Council; 4) the City Traffic Engineer and the Michigan

The Committee reviewed the ACT-24-2000 request from the Parks 
and Recreation Department for the City to purchase 125 Cottage 
Court. The 66 foot by 68 foot parcel property contains a two-story 
structure that was built in 1908. The Department only wants the 
property rights along the Grand River for the purpose of extending 
the River Walk through the area. While the assessed value of the 
property is $13,500, the cost of purchasing the property is 
estimated to be at least $37,000. The building would either be 
demolished or moved to another site at an additional cost of 
approximately $15,000. 


The River Walk was recently extended through the area to Moores 
River Park. The River Walk crosses the Grand River at Elm Street 
to go along the west bank and then crosses back via a new 
pedestrian bridge near Moores Park 


Based on the projected cost and the limited additional benefit that 
would be achieved by this acquisition the Committee unanimously 


rejected ACT-24-2000, the proposal from the Department of Parks 
and Recreation to purchase 125 Cottage Court

Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said after Diane Richardson came and 
talked about plans for the Temple Club before Council, she was 
surprised that another bar is planned for the neighborhood. She 
feels that this is bad for the neighborhood. She said that across 
the street is an established church, and approving a bar this close 
to a church is against the City ordinances. She asked if the 
address of 1331 Turner for the Neighborhood Enterprise Zone was 
located within the condominiums. She does not feel that putting 
money into this project is a good use of money. 


Leon Black of 238 Harris is one of the candidates for Mayor. If 
elected he will bring logic and reason back to City government. He 
is against code compliance running the City. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he endorses Leon Black 
for the office of Mayor in the August primary. He also endorsed 
Jerry Heathcoat and Vince Villegas for the At-Large Council 
positions, and Debbie Miner for City Clerk 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callinan Court said that after attending 
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the last two meetings of the BTS Implementation Committee she 
feels itis time to take action. The site plan is not good and 
Saginaw Street is already too busy to handle more traffic. This 
plan requires the strip mall in order to make money. The BTS 
property should be a proposed site for school athletic activities 
This plan is not what the community needs. She feels the site and 
the area would be better served by building a modern school on 
the property. She asked if the Lansing School District was really 
given an opportunity to purchase the property for $1. She said the 
volunteers were needed to go through the neighborhood to 
distribute petitions against the development. For more information 
call 272-4008 


Frank S, Curtis X, no address given, does not agree with the action 
against the victim of a shooting by a police officer. The victim is 
being charged with the crime, not the officer. He feels the incident 
should have been a medical issue not a police issue 


Rev Andrew Brodie, no address given, said that he feels that 
people will get tried of the tactics used by the police and there may 
be trouble later. He feels that people are getting tired of the police 
action 


Lloyd Teets of 116 West Elm said reminded everyone that the 
primary election is next Tuesday, August 7. He hopes in this 
election that the people elect someone to Council who reflects the 
diversity of the City. He does not live in the Fourth Ward, but would 
support Lester Stone. He was a leader with the March for Justice 
campaign, and as a result changes occurred within the Lansing 
Police Department. He hopes that there will be a full time police 
investigation to look into the latest shooting 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated the intent of the 
primary is to “flush out” those candidates the public do not wish to 
support. She endorsed Leon Black for the office of Mayor and 
Lewis Smith or Lester Stone for the Fourth Ward Council position, 
She urged everyone to vote for change within City government 
She said that she feels that the BTS meeting violated the Open 
Meetings Act, 


Willy Williams, no address given, thanked Councilmember Bauer 
for her help during his illness. He feels the primary election has 
been decided for some of the offices, and the real race is for 
second place. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S, Holmes said she was endorsing Leon 
Black for the office of Mayor. She was glad to see that other 
people recognize there is trouble within the code compliance 

office. She feels Code Compliance driving people away from older 
homes and into newer homes. The housing code makes it 
impossible to repair older homes. She said that Eastern High 
School needs to be competitive, and to be competitive she feels 
the school needs that property. She agrees with earlier comments 
that development and the street layout will cause traffic issues. 

She encouraged residents to come to the BTS Committee 
meetings.

Councilmember Benavides offered condolences on behalf of 
Council to the family of Bob Black. He said that Bob had a lot of 
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commitment, loyalty and dedication to the City. He feels privileged 
to have worked with and known Bob Black 


Councilmember Nicholoff said he has recently talked with the 
Mayor's office and Glenn Kirk of General Motors regarding 
beautification of the area near M43 and Grand River near the GM 
plant. GM is very interested in adopting this site. He hopes this is 
a project that turns this area around. He met with Michael Navabi, 
Director of Public Service, about this corridor area. Several 
property owners are interested in working out a creative way to 
fund mowing and taking care of this area. He has also been talking 
with MDOT about getting blinking lights to remind all of the school 
in the area, and to slow down. He thanked Jeannette Best, 
Superintendent at the waste water treatment plant for the 
information and tour of the wastewater treatment plant 


Councilmember Allen said that the Concert in the Park this 
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Wednesday at 7 p.m. will be at Georgetown Park. This is a free 
concert; bring your lawn chair and come to enjoy the music. 


Councilmember Leeman said the North Town Neighborhood 
Association will meet at 6:30 at Cristo Rey. He thanked everyone 
who attended the Tri-County Growth study public hearing in 
Lansing. He offered his condolences to the family of Bob Black.

> Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Diane K. Burns of 106 1/2 E. Grand River said that she is a 
developer and owner of the Temple Club. On July 14, 2000 papers 
were signed to buy three acres in Old Town. On October 17, a 
letter was sent to the Council requesting consideration for the last 
quota liquor license available from the City. The plans for the 
Temple Club have not changed since July 14, 2000. She asked 
Council to remain focused on the plan to bring businesses to the 
North Lansing area. She said that she has obtained letters of 
support from the majority of neighbors in the area. She asked that 
everyone present who supported the Temple Club to stand and be 
recognized. 


Robert Fish of 206 E. Grand River said that he is a business owner 
and soon to be resident in Old Town. He asked Council to grant 
the request to transfer the liquor license. Not one individual was 
against the Temple Club at the public hearings. Council approved 
the rezoning in October 2000. This facility is the type of business 
that will attract other business into the area. He said that voting for 
the transfer will send a message that City wants to work with 
businesses in the area. Diane Burns has successfully developed 
other properties in the North Lansing area. 


Mary Roszel of 206 E. Grand River said that she is the President 
of the Old Town Commercial Association and business owner in 
the Old Town area. She asked for support for the liquor license 
transfer and feels this multi-purpose facility will attract other 
business to Old Town and add to the growth of Lansing. 


Rev. Tony Lenoir of 517 E. Grand River said that he is the pastor 
for the Christian Fellowship Church at 517 E. Grand River. The 
Church is opposed to the Temple Club receiving the liquor license 
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He said it is against the law to have such a facility within 500 feet 
of a church. It is against the principles that they as a church teach 
to the community . The church is trying to help people live a 
Christian life, and he feels that adding this to the neighborhood will 
just allow things to continue as they are now. This is against his 
vows as a clergyman, and he is bound by his vows to oppose 
things that are not right. He said that the church is in the process 
of taking ownership of the property. He stated that his Church 
moved into the area because they wanted to help people. He feels 
allowing the l'quor license would be destructive. 


Jamie Czekai of 1216 Turner Street stated that he is Program 
Manager for Old Town Main Street. Several years ago they came 
into Old Town because the developer, Diane Burns, was 
developing several properties. | They have become very 
successful. The mission statement of the Old Town Main Street 
directs them to redevelop and revitalize Old Town. The developers 
would turn this old building into a new business 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 N. Walnut asked Council to support the 
appropriation for the United Way Days of Caring August 24-25 
The Lansing Neighborhood Council and the Lansing School 
District are teaming with the Capital Area United Way to clean up 
14 schools and other projects in the area, Some teams will go out 
Friday, and other teams will continue Saturday. Projects range 
from landscaping to painting to general maintenance. The other 
projects include Potter Park Zoo, the Red Cross, and Advent 
House Ministries. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said according to the ordinance, there 
are three criteria to consider before a liquor license is approved 
The establishment asking for the license must not be within 500 
feet of a church. The establishment must get written support of at 


least sixty percent of the neighbors within 300 feet of the 
establishment. The establishment cannot be within 500 feet of a 


school. She feels that the request by the Temple Club only meets 
one of the three criteria, and it should be denied.

Leon Black of 238 Harris thanked all the people who voted for him 
in the primary election. He said that he will be running for either a 
First Ward or an At-Large position in the election in 2003. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl Street said that some of the areas in 
Lansing declared as brownfield sites do not seem to have anything 
wrong with them. She asked if Consumers Energy was serious 
about proposing a rate increase. She asked if they were trying to 
get back all the money they lost during the three-year cap on rate 
increases. She said she has gone to the meetings regarding the 
mall at Wood Road and Lake Lansing Road. She asked why if the 
City was concerned about this mall being built, the only 
Councilmember she saw at the meetings was Councilmember 
Leeman. She asked why Lansing should be paying for sewers to 
go in Lansing Township. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said she does not think 
anyone really won in the primary election because of the low voter 
turnout. If you compare the number of people who voted with the 
number of people who have left Lansing, more people have left 
Lansing. She said these people are voting with their feet. She 
feels that these people are leaving Lansing in order to get the 
things they want, and that Lansing is competing with the country. 
The community and Lansing needs an area like the BTS property. 
This is the only nice piece of green space for the east side of 
Lansing. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated that he does not support 
Mayor Hollister in the election because he feels many deals are 
done without citizens input. He feels that citizens should be able to 
buy houses that have been or are about to be boarded up. The 
only category Mayor Hollister did support that not get passed was 
the school bond. 
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Michelle Canfield of 3532 Calihan Court said that an alternate plan 
for the BTS property should be developed as she believes the 
current plan is not a good one. She asked that a second site plan, 
as developed by the Eastern Alumni, be allowed to be submitted 
for consideration. She does not want to fight with the developer but 
work with the Council. She wants to come togther and work for the 
future of our children. Eastern High School is about loyalty and 
commitment. 


Kaleb Thornhill, a member of the Eastern High School football 
team, said that he has had to watch his older brother Josh play at 
another field and not at Eastern.

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


Stephen Jahner of 1013 Climax said that he is the owner of Capital 
City Comics and Books. His business sustained water damage 
last year from a road construction project. His home and personal 
property stored in his basement recently suffered water damage 
from the sewer backup. The property that was damaged consisted 
of collectible books, games, figurines, and other items. He was told 
when he bought the house that the basement was OK and would 
not flood. Nothing has been done regarding the damage to his 
business for over a year. He does not want to hire a lawyer to 
resolve this matter but feels the damage is the City's fault. He has 
contacted his insurance company and has spoken with an adjustor 
from the City’s insurance company, but does not feel the City’s 
response is acceptable. He asked who would be responsible for 
the cracks in the foundation of his house as a result of the road 
construction in front of his house. 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford said that He has been 
concerned about the BTS project for some time. At the 
neighborhood meeting he was able to look at plans and details, 
and feels this is the same type of money debacle as the school 
bond. Over a 30-year period, the costs will be much higher and 
could contain hidden amounts. The taxpayers will end up funding 
services for people who are not paying taxes. The BTS property 
deal is wrong and he urged everyone to come out against the deal 


who was a candidate in the election. She thanked the poll workers 
for their efforts in the extreme heat. 
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Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callihan Court said the BTS Committee's 
main goal is to make a recommendation, not be a driving force for 
the proposal. She feels that the Committee Chair, Rick Kibbey 
does not allow speakers on this project unless they are in favor of 
the project. The residents of the City don't want this development, 
and she has gathered more than 650 signatures to prove it. She 
feels the City should give the land to the School District. The City 
does not need another senior center, as was indicated at the last 
Committee meeting. The City does not need more senior citizen 
housing. The City needs something to bring younger people to 
Lansing. The City needs new young leaders to take Lansing into 
the future. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that he is sad about the 
firing of Chief of Staff Joe Graves. Mr. Graves was wrong for 
drinking and driving, but he questions the charge of speeding. He 
doesn’t support the Mayor in the firing 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she agrees with the 
comments of Ms. Canfield regarding the BTS property. She 
thanked Mr. Buckley for his information on the cost of the project 
It is not right to give benefits to the developer from the taxpaying 
community. She feels that the BTS is part of her neighborhood, 
and she has a right to be concerned about what is going on in her 
neighborhood. She said she is very concerned about the process 
currently in place, and that statements have been made that 
people who argue aren't welcome at meetings on the project. She 
asked if you were not going along with the project, if that meant 
you were arguing about the project. She believes that the process 
is in violation of freedom of speech 


Ralph G. Wilson of 927 S. Hayford said that he had submitted 
suggestions for the City regarding funding for a City fountain. His 
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suggestions involve financial support in the form of donations. He 
suggested the use of Oldsmobile Park for winter sports 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that she does not want 
to see the BTS project become a political issue. She feels that in 
order to affect positive change for the project we need to elect new 
leadership. She asked when the persecution of home owners is 
going to end. Council needs to recognize that the ordinances and 
laws they are enacting will one day have to apply to them as well 
She said that Code compliance needs to be work with people not 
against them

Ricky Meredith of 1917 Townsend St. said that he is the property 
owner of 417 S. Monroe. He has done extensive reconstruction of 
this property. All of the floors, floor joists and interior walls have 
been replaced. He has replaced ceilings and ceiling joists, done 
work on the roof and the exterior. He paid only $4,000 for the 
property and has spent more than $25,000 in repair of this home. 
He has been in court with the City over the property already, and it 
was his understanding from that experience that all the Code 
Compliance Office wanted was for the exterior of the home to be 
fixed up and made presentable and then he could take his time 
with the repair of the interior. His plans are to finish this house, 
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however, at this time he is involved in custody proceedings for his 
children which is a demand on his time and financial resources. 
The Code Compliance Office has told him that he only has six 
months to complete the repairs to the property, and he has 
informed them that it is impossible for him to do the work in this 
time frame. He requests an extension of time to bring the house to 
code 


Councilmember Wood stated that the Public Safety Committee will 
meet on Wednesday, September 5, 2001, to take up this issue. He 
is invited to attend that meeting and they will take his comments 
into consideration and talk to the Code Compliance Officers and 
made a determination as to whether to proceed with a DMS order, 
oF to give him an extension of time in which to make repairs 


Joel Smith, no address given, said that he owns the property 
located at 808 N. Cedar Street. He has had the same experience 
with the Code Compliance Office as the previous speaker. The 
property he owns is a historical property. The land was first 
purchased in 1836 and the house was built in 1858. He purchased 
the property after it had been vacant for 15 years. He was only 
given three months to fix this house up. His building permit is still 
in effect. It has not yet expired. He has put in a new foundation, 
new plumbing, new floor joists, new floors, new studs, fixed the 
roof and applied new stain to the exterior of the house. He is 
making a 100% effort, but he has a full time job too. He needs to 
work if he is to continue to put money into fixing this house.

WHEREAS, the Park Board, at its July 18 and August 15, 2001 
meetings, recommended that the parcel of property be submitted 
for approval for an easement within the current zoning of B" 
Residential; and 


WHEREAS, on August 7, 2001, the Planning Board found, based 
‘on its review of the location, character and extent of Act-14-01 in 
accordance with its Act 285 Review procedures, that: 


1. the subject site (Lots 34 &35) is now designated parkland, 
2. the subject property was acquired and developed to provide 
parking for the Community Nursery building and other park users, 
3. the development and use of the subject property as parking 
preceded the designation of the subject property as "Parks and 
Open Space in the River Island Area Comprehensive Plan 
(adopted in October 1978) and as a designated park in City 
Council's Designation of Parkland resolution adopted on June 22, 
1981, 

4. The property is zoned “B” Residential District and regulated by

Program, the Transportation and Parking Office conducted a traffic 
study in AREA 33, which is defined as the geographical area 
bounded on the north by Jolly Road, on the east by Cedar Street, 
on the south by Willoughby Road, and on the west by Washington 
Avenue; 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council approved the AREA 33 report 
and the supporting Resolution #360 on August, 2 1999 to 
implement the traffic calming measures that had strong support at 
the time of completion of the study; 


WHEREAS, the AREA 33 report proposed the implementation of a 
traffic circle at the intersection of Claremore Drive and Coulson 
Court once residential support was gained for the installation of 
this traffic calming measure; 


WHEREAS, the City has now received support, via petition, from 
residents near the intersection of Claremore Drive and Coulson 
Court to implement the traffic calming measure that was proposed 
within the AREA 33 report 


WHEREAS, the traffic circle can be installed at the intersection of 
Claremore Drive and Coulson Court within the original authorized 
budget of $64,000 for AREA 33; 


WHEREAS, the Administration recommends that the City proceed 
with the implementation of the traffic calming measure at 
Claremore Drive and Coulson Court now that support has been 
received from the area residents; 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Public Safety has reviewed and 
concurs with the recommendation of the Administration; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Lansing City 
Council requests that the Administration proceed with 
implementation of a traffic circle at the intersection of Claremore 
Drive and Coulson Court;

PUBLIC COMMENT ON GITY RELATED MATTERS 


Stephen Jahner of 1013 Climax said that he is the owner of Capitol 
City Comics and Books. He as appeared before Council in the 
past to discuss an issue with water damage to his home and to his. 
business caused by a City sewer backup. He is here tonight to let 
Councilmembers know about a service he has performed to the 
residents of the City, 


He was contacted by the School District and asked to preview a 
comic books and magazines that they received as a donation for 
elementary school kids. He did so at no cost to the School District. 
He took his own time, without remuneration and sorted through 
thousands of comics and books that were given to the School 
District for distribution to area school kids. What he found was a 
bunch of adult comics with themes containing violence and sex. 
He submitted several copies for Councilmembers to see what was 
nearly given out to grade school kids in Lansing 


Herman VanDrie of 1918 Wood St. spoke regarding the shopping 
mall that will be built off of Wood St. and Lake Lansing Rd. This 
project will require some traffic improvements to be installed on 
Wood St. or problems will ensue. The City should not allow traffic 
generated by this development to create additional problems for 
the residents in this area. They are already experiencing high 
traffic use on Wood St. even without this mall, and the proposed 
project would only allow for ingress and egress to the mall from 
Wood St., thereby increasing traffic numbers. He thanked Council 
for the resolution they have already passed regarding the mall 
development. He predicted a high likelihood for a traffic tragedy in 
the area if preemptive measures are not taken 


Councilmember Nicholoff said that he has attended some of the 
meetings that the Township has held with regard to the proposed 
mall project. Both John Daher, Lansing Township Supervisor and 
Kay Hoffman, Township Chief of Police have discussed this issue 
at these meetings. One of the provisions that was discussed was 
the installation of a blinking yellow light at the corner of Groesbeck 
and Wood and at the corner of Hopkins and Wood. They both 
liked this idea and felt it would be acceptable to residents. They 
also discussed double lining the entire length of Wood so that it 
would be a “no passing’ lane. They took this idea to the Road 
Commission, but the Road Commission would not accept it. The 
blinking yellow light is a good idea for the State to consider, it does 
not put anyone out, it just reminds them to slow down. A recent 
report by LPD shows over 100 tickets were written on Wood St 
This is a county road that the City is expending resources on. We 
need to send a strong message on this. These are our Police 
Officers spending their time over there when it could be more 
productively spent elsewhere. 


Russell Terry of 120 E. Mt. Hope protested any reduction in golf 
fees. He feels that families would benefit from reduced Potter Park 
Zoo fees more than golf fees. Regarding the BTS project; the City 
should handle this property in the usual way determine the value 
of the land and do whatever they need to do to get what they want 
over there. Paying $1.00 for that property is highway robbery He 
criticized President Bush’s income tax refund because it will come 
out of Social Security money. 


Eugene Buckley, no address given, spoke regarding the Wolverine 
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Pipeline, saying they only have two choices of where to run it. One 
is along I-96 and one is alongside the Consumers Energy pipeline 
He feels that this sets up the potential for the greatest tragedy in 
the history of the City. The original proposed route was through 
Laingsburg, and he feels that this is the best alternative. He said 
that the BTS Brownfield Redevelopment Authority Plan diverts tax 
dollars away from other projects that could benefit residents. 


Councilmember Allen reported speaking with John King from the 
Public Service Commission last week. They have not received an 
application for the Wolverine Pipeline yet. 


Frank S. Curtis "x", no address given stated his endorsement of 
candidates for the City Election in November. He called for 
reparation for the owners of the L.A. Globe and cautioned 
Councilmembers to show respect to the people who make public 
comments, of risk losing their jobs 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. called for more responsible reporting 
on the part of the State Journal. She asked if the City would be 
entering into an agreement for the provision of water or sewer 
services to the Wood St. Mall. Mr. Smiertka said that we will enter 
into an agreement for the water service, but sewer service is being 
contracted to East Lansing. This matter is in court, 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood spoke regarding Hillborn 
Park. The City removed the basketball hoops over there, and has 
since installed new playground equipment and poured cement. 
Residents would like to see the hoops put back up 


Michael John Simon of 3200 S. Washington #435 said that he liked 
living on Seymour St., but now he likes living on Washington Ave 
He said that he used to work at the Lake Lansing Rd. Me jer store 
He asked what kind of mall is planned? Is it an outlet ‘mall or a 
regular mall? He feels Lansing is growing, but a lot of people are 
moving out to Dewitt. He is happy about the Wood St. mall. It will 
be the closest mall to Lansing 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes asked that the City do 
something for the man that spoke earlier whose home and 
business were damaged from a sewer backup. She likes having 
small town stores like this in Lansing. Chain stores lack creativity. 
She urged residents to attend the BTS Planning meeting this 
Thursday at 5:30 P.M. in the Lansing Catholic Central Cafeteria 
The sale of green space or open space is the only issue that she 
feels could unseat current Councilmembers. It was a bad idea to 
move the community garden tothe Armory site. Military sites have 
a history of contamination 

John Pollard of 1718 Blair congratulated all of the candidates who 
made it through the Primary Election. He urged Mayor Hollister to 
settle the contract with the Fraternal Order of Police. We must pay 
them what they are worth. He reminded all citizens that 
September 10, at 4:00 P.M. is the deadline for filing nominating 
petitions to run for the Board of Education. He protested the way 
that Joe Graves was treated by the Mayor. He feels it lacked due 
process and will cost the Mayor votes. Mr. Graves should be 
receiving his paycheck until he has had his day in court. He felt 
that the Mayor should have handled this issue personally.

Councilmember Wood said she has heard a lot of people speak 
about public comments and their right to address Council about 
anything they want. Council has promulgated rules for the conduct 
of their business meetings. People feel that they can stand up and 
comment about anything they wish, but that is not the case. They 
can go down to the lobby and hold press conferences, or go 
outside in front of the building and say anything they want, but 
during the Council's business meeting they must abide by the rules 
that have been adopted for conduct of orderly meetings. Across 
the street at the State Capital people who wish to address the 
House of Representatives have to fill out a request and submit 10 
written copies of their comments, and even then the Speaker of the 
House still gets to decide if they will be allowed to speak 


Councilmember Allen asked Mr. Smiertka for a guideline as to what 
is appropriate and what is not. Mr. Smiertka said that the open 
meetings act allows the public to address their public body under 
rules or guidelines that the body has enacted. Council has 
identified certain times on the agenda to be public speaking. They 
are defined as public comments on legislative items, public 
comments on public hearings, and public comments on City 
related business. Violations of the guidelines are ruled on a case 
by case basis by the Chair of the meeting. Councilmember Allen 
said that her concern is the language used by speakers to describe 
Councilmembers and others. This is what needs to be monitored 
Mr. Smiertka said that when people go past a certain line in their 
address and use derogatory language against an elected person 
or others, it is at that time that a determination must be made by 
the Chair. Councilmember Allen said that she would like the City 
Attorney to be responsible for informing the Chair when such a 
transgression is taking place.

Mr. Wiener congratulated St. Vincent's Home on their 50"

He addressed allegations made at past meetings that the 
Brownfield Plan for the BTS site was a secret plan, and that it 
would take money away from other projects.

There was no secret plan 
and no secret meetings. This plan allows the City to use public 
money to clean up the site.

One was the Motor Wheel project that took 
an old industrial site and rehabilitated it and made it a productive 
industrial site in the City. The second site was the Drakes Gas 
Station site on Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. The public hearing on 
the BTS Brownfield Redevelopment plan is scheduled for 
September 17, 2001 in Council Chambers. This is not a secretive 
process, it is open to public scrutiny in the same manner as any 
other matter being reviewed by Council

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke in support of a reduction in 
fees for Potter Park Zoo admissions. He said that the AT&T 
proposal for call rerouting that begins October 24" is a long 
distance to route local calls through. He said that the proposed 
skate board park is close to the bars in that area. Both skaters and 
drinkers will have to be more aware. Drivers do not own the road, 
and skaters need to be careful about running out in front of cars. 
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Eugene T. Buckley of 818 N. Fairview spoke regarding the BTS 
Implementation Committee, saying that they voted unanimously for 
the project, and calling them a “strong arm group” that did not 
represent the citizens of Lansing. He said that no one was allowed 
to speak at these meetings and only select people were invited to 
attend the meetings when votes were taken. People who do not 
live in Lansing will wind up paying for this project also, because it 
will get County Tax money. 


Michelle Canfield, of Callihan Dr. protested Councilmember 
Wood's comments about people who speak during public comment 
a couple of weeks ago. She criticized the activities she sees 
taking place among Councilmembers when public comment is 
taking place. Councilmembers should be paying attention to the 
speakers and what they are saying, rather than reading, talking to 
each other, or just plain leaving the room. The BTS property 
should have been offered to the School District. She feel that 
Councilmembers are not in touch with residents of the community. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes agreed with the comments 
made by the two previous speakers. The only way the BTS 
Property should be sold is after it has gone to a vote of the 
taxpayers. She said that the city took Namen Bulos’ mothers 
property without notification or a hearing before the property was 
taken. There is no excuse for taking people's property and 
throwing it into landfills. She referenced an article from the State 
Journal regarding an illegal sale of park property by the City. 


Frank S. Curtis X said that he called Mr. Wiener about the United 
Nations last week. He wants to see reparation for the African 
American. He wants to be paid for the services his grandfather 
and his grandmother gave to the United States. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair asked why the LPD contract has still not 
been approved. He commented regarding the riverfront property 
that was dedicated parkland and sold by the City. 


Antonio Manning no address given, said that he is not here 
representing the Junior City Council tonight. He is here as a 
private citizen. There are so many city laws that are not enforced, 
but we are going to enforce laws about indoor furniture being used 
out of doors on an enclosed porch. Council should be more 
concerned about the trash floating in the river by his house than on 
the indoor furniture left out on an old woman's porch. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph objected to statements 
made by Councilmember Wood about the process used by the 
House of Representatives to accept comments from the public 
She criticized the city for going on people's property and taking 
their things. The City should be getting a warrant to collect these 
things. She thanked the City Attorney for attending the meeting 
last week

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
RESPONSE TO COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener spoke regarding the BTS site and the Lansing 
Brownfield Redevelopment Authority Plan #5. The proposal is in 
the packet tonight. Council will be reviewing this proposal. This 
will all be done in a public process and the public will have ample 
opportunity to speak on it. The BTS site is an area of 24.5 acres 
next to Eastern High School. This area is surrounded by other 
green space, and constitutes 1/4 of the entire open area. The 
agreement for development of this property has been in meetings 
for a number of years. Eleven neighborhood groups are involved 
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from the east side. This is a $50,000,000 investment for this 
project. It is a large tax producing development and east side 
housing development. The Lansing Brownfield Redevelolpment 
Authority is founded under the jurisdiction of the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency . They created a revolving loan 
fund which the City has utilized with 5 proposals. The others 
include the Motor Wheel Site. The monies will be used to reclaim 
this area which has been used as a dump in some parts of the 
area and has a number of remediation needs. The money 
regained from the taxes of this site will go back into the revolving 
loan fund. This is all spelled out in the redevelopment plan which 
has been presented to City Council. The BTS plan will be on the 
Committee of the Whole Agenda this Thursday. 


Council President Adado confirmed that the Committee of the 
Whole will take up the BTS project this Thursday and it will be on 
the Council agenda for next Monday. He has heard many people 
say we are stealing a stadium from Eastern High School. This is 
not the case. He has seen the plans that would give Eastern a 
new stadium, a new track and a new softball diamond. Those 
individuals who are concerned about building a stadium for 
Eastern should go to the School Board and Speak with Jack Davis. 
They do not need the BTS property to build the stadium

ANNOUNCEMENT OF CITY EVENTS 


> Special Ceremonies 
1. Councilmember Bauer presented a resolution of tribute in honor 


of Adult Day Services Week to Barbara Atavan, Adult Day Services 
Coordinator. She thanked Barbara for all the work she does on 
behalf of the community. Ms. Atavan stated her appreciation for 
the special recognition. She is appreciative of both the resolution 
of tribute and of the support they always receive from City Council. 


2. Mr. Wiener was joined by Deputy Director of Personnel, Sharon 
Dade, in the presentation of a Proclamation to Sharon Greenhoe, 
Area Executive Director of the American Cancer Society. Mr. 
Wiener told the audience that in 2001 about 2,000 men will find out 
that they have prostate cancer. Twenty-five (25) percent of all 
incidences of prostate cancer occur in men under the age of 65 
years. This disease devastates families. African American families 
have the highest incidence of prostate cancer and the highest 


mortality rate in the world. Nearly 50% of all cancer deaths are 
related to prostate cancer. Men can reduce their risk by following 
screening guidelines, including examination and awareness of 
symptoms. October 2001 is Prostate Cancer Awareness Month. 
Mrs. Dade urged all men over the age of 50 to get screening early 
and often. There are four (4) prostate cancer screening clinics 
planned for this month, they are; at Sparrow Hospital on 
September 19" from 9:00 A.M. to 12:00 PM. and on September 
20" from 5:00 P.M. to 9:00 PM., at Ingham Medical Center on 
September 27" from 12:00 P.M. to 4:00 P.M. and again from 5:00 
PM. to 9:00 PM., The final clinic will be held on October 4, 2001 at 
Ingham Medical from 5:00 P.M. to 9:00 PM. Ms. Greenhoe 
thanked the Mayor and City Council for recognition of their 
screening and awareness programs. She said that, in light of 
recent events, they had worried about continuing the screening 
and educational efforts that they have planned, but they 
determined that despite the tragedies in New York, Washington 
and Pennsylvania, people are still getting cancer and they still 
have to fight against this deadly disease. The American Cancer 
Society urges all men to be checked and to be checked by their 
own doctors when at all possible, because a person's own doctor 
has his medical history, and to attend screening clinics that are 
available in your community 


3. Mayor Hollister, along with Chief Alley of LPD and Chief Martin 
of LFD,eviewed the community forum meeting that was held this 
evening with Congressman Mike Rogers. They held a fund raiser 
which took in over $25,000 for assistance in the relief process in 
New York City. They briefed Councilmembers on the planning 
process. Last Tuesday, shortly after the first plane hit the World 
Trade Center, Chief Martin called both Mayor Hollister and Chief 
Alley regarding the emergency planning process. They met within 
1% hours and made the assessment that there was no immediate 
threat to Mid-Michigan. The City is fortunate in that the 
Administration and the Council went through a three (3) day 
training session in February on emergency preparedness for just 
this type of situation. In this training they practiced responding to 
terrorist threats. They know what the procedures would have to be 
in assessing and communicating with various sectors. They 
communicated with City employees via e-mail and voice mail and 
put together a plan to talk to kids and seniors and residents about 
what the community was doing to meet the challenges of the 
attack on the World Trade Center. They are in a heightened 
planning process to make sure that Lansing is prepared. When 
the Federal Government responds, they will re-analyze and 
reconfirm the planning process. Their immediate concems are 
ethnic intimidation. People may _ single out others from different 
societies that they feel might be responsible or indirectly 
responsible for this attack. This is not tolerable. It allows terrorists 
to claim another victory. Today, they met with schools to deal with 
the fears of our children. There have been incidences of anti- 
Islamic graffiti within the City. He urged all residents to report this 
kind of graffiti immediately whenever they come across it. There 
have been instances reported of hateful expressions in the 
community. Ms. Rhodes-Reed is mounting a broad based clearing 
house to coordinate a community response. This is a fairly 
extensive planning process. She has a list of phone numbers to 
call that will be made available here tonight. She will join us within 
a few minutes. 


Chief Martin added that the City started in early 1999 to relocate 
our Emergency Coordination Center to make sure that it had a 
better facility and better backup power. They revised the 
emergency preparedness policy and spent a great deal of time in 
training. We are one of the few Cities in the State where the entire 
staff of the City has had this type of training and been involved in 
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emergency management. They are coordinating efforts to talk 
about what we should be doing and what we should not be doing 
They will reconvene the committee when a response from the 
Federal Government has been generated that will protect residents 
to the best of our ability. That is a pretty good ability. The Police 
and Fire and civilian death toll in New York is staggering. There 
are over 300 dead now. We have urban search and rescue teams, 
but we do not want to show up in New York and overburden the 
system. When our efforts can be coordinated with those of the 
other rescue services, we will go forward 


Chief Alley recognized that this is a tragedy for our Country. Many 
Police officers have volunteered to go East and help in any way 
possible. One of the most disturbing things about this is that after 
the initial shock wears off you hear from people of middle eastern 
descent that they are being profiled by other members of the 
community. People are staring at them and/or not wanting to get 
into elevators with them. The enemy is not among us. The FBI 
has a very good idea of whois responsible for this and they are not 
in Lansing, or in Mid-Michigan. There are people of all faiths in 
Lansing and Mid-Michigan. Just because they practice a certain 
religion and live a certain way, does not make them guilty. Ethic 
intimidation will not be tolerated. It will be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law in Lansing. They are preparing for all 
eventualities. The citizenry can rest assured that we will be 
prepared 


Mayor Hollister said that they will be discussing ways to use cable 
television in a more pro-active way to deal with issues of ethnic 
diversity. He was very proud on Thursday of the response from 
our staff. Their professionalism, training and commitment is very 
reassuring. We are not out of the woods, we will all be tested. We 
have to stay vigilant and prayerful 


President Adado asked everyone in the audience to step outside at 
10:30 tonight and light a candle in remembrance.

Relations and Community Services Department. In this event, 
people from all races and faiths came together to share their 
experiences. We are blessed to be members of a diverse 
community that allows us a special opportunity to reach out to 
people who look and speak differently than we do and to support 
each other. She reported that she also attended the Greater 
Lansing Housing Commission Home Tour over the weekend 
She thanked Councilmember Bauer for her leadership in 
establishing this program, and Amy Hodgin for the flags and 
refreshments provided 


Councilmember Nicholoff announced that Friday, October 5, 
Saturday, October 6 and Sunday October 7, 2001 the Friends of 
Comstock are holding their Car Show. _ Interested parties may call 
371-1750 or 374-9609 for information. This Thursday is an annual 
event sponsored by the Old Timers Baseball Association, the 
Family Night Dinner at the Marshall St. Armory. This is a great 
event that recognizes junior baseball players and their coaches in 
the community. He urged listeners to support this event. This 
Friday at 3:00 PM. is the Operation United Reveille News 
Conference at the State Capitol. This is a group out of Virginia that 
honors veterans and homeless veterans. Please support this 
group as well 


Councilmember Wood made the following announcements: the 
Board of Police Commissioners Meeting scheduled for this 
Tuesday has been moved to the LaRoy Froh Community Building, 
the Colonial Village Community Association meeting will be at 
Grace United Methodist Church on Mt. Hope. Ave.; the Holy Cross 
Festival will be held September 21* and 22™ with guest 
entertainment the Automatic Blues Band; the Celebration Recovery 
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Drug Addiction Month Celebration will take place at Adado 
Riverfront Park on September 29, from 10:00A,M. to 6:00 P.M. 


Councilmember Meyer expressed his appreciation to everyone 
who showed up at the Volunteer Recognition Day held by the 
Lansing Police Department. This event was attended by a variety 
of volunteers who perform many different services to the 
community and who all deserve our gratitude. This is a wonderful 
community event that gives us an opportunity to say thanks for the 
hundreds of hours that volunteers put into our community.

PUBLIC’S AND MAVOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


> Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of Brownfield Redevelopment Plan #5 for the 
Boys Training School Site 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair St. said that this property has been used 
as community property for 15 years as parks and community 
gardens, etc. He feels that a case could be made that this 
property is parkland. They may be able to make a case that a 
portion of the property is wetland. He questioned the processes 
through which the City acquired this land. They were told by a 
Board member that the City paid $770,000 for what is called 
polluted land. The School District still wants 3 acres of this 
property. He said that the proposal for the use of Marshall Park for 
a Football stadium for Eastern High School is unacceptable 
Petitions opposing this project were turned in. The City cannot 
expect senior citizens to pay up to $200,000.00 to live next toa 
high school and hospital 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callihan Ct. said that the BTS site plan is 
a big time scam, just a different way to do business. She 
demanded an explanation as to why this property was never 
investigated by the Environmental Protection Agency before 
People have been growing food in gardens on this property for 
years 
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Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she wants to 
persuade Council against the BTS project. Council believes that it 
is a good thing to grow the economy, no matter the cost. They 
need to look at the big picture. There are environmental services 
that will be lost when this land is gone. There will be a cost 
associated with cleaning up the pollution on this property. They 
are overlooking the recreational services provided by this property. 
These are quality of life issues that are not easily measured by a 
tax value base. The money from this development will go into the 
Brownfield Redevelopment Authority to fuel more development. It 
will not go to benefit other tax payers by decreasing their 
expenses, but taxpayers will have to pay for the public safety 
services provided to this project. Taxpayers will pay for the roads 
and services that will make the developers rich 


Eugene T. Buckley asked Council not to take action on this 
property tonight. Full input has not been given in Committee of the 
Whole meetings. The BTS Implementation Committee vote was 
10/0, but there are 20 people on the committee. Ten of them were 
not given the correct meeting time so they could attend and vote 
on the project. There are conflict of interests involved in this 
project. This will amount to a $5 million property tax increase to 
residents of Lansing who will have no control over expenditures. 
The school district wants this property. There are very few people, 
who have a vested interest in this project, who want to see it go

It is 
adjacent to their existing facility. They will invest $195,000.00 to 
improve their facility and expand its operations. Prior to their 
purchase, the facility was vacant for several years. It used to be a 
pool hall, and is currently in a dilapidated condition and cannot be 
used. The Cap-Lab investment will enhance the City’s tax base 
and benefit adjacent neighborhoods through the improvement of 
the S. Cedar St. corridor. They are delighted to partner with the 
City on this project 


» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Jerry Heathcote of 4011 Hartford Rd. asked Councilmembers not 
to vote for the resolution for the MSU Women's Crew Facility. This 
facility will take up too much green space at the Grand River Park. 
He said that there has been misleading information given to the 
Park Board and the Planning Board about this facility by 
organizations already using the park. The rowing resources at the 
park are not available to all Lansing Residents and this third facility 
will not serve the public. There will be no public use. This facility 
will be used for the sole purpose of the Women’s Crew Team 
boats. The policy requiring public use needs to be checked. The 
license agreement asks for a ten year lease. This is too long, and 
this facility will only be accessible to the MSU Women's rowing 
team. There will be no access to the public. These groups are not 
open to public membership as they have told the City they are 
This allegation can be proven. At least one long term membership 
has been terminated

John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he spent 14 years as a 
member of the Parks Board. He opposes this long term 
agreement. There is very little property where we can launch 
boats on the Grand River left in the City. Michigan State University 
is building all of these pole buildings that city residents can not 
use. In 1934 Ransom E. Olds dedicated this land to the City of 
Lansing. This is prime river front property that we keep giving 
away in long term leases to MSU. We should show more respect 
to the Olds family than this 


Steve Webster of Michigan State University stated his pleasure at 
working with the Parks and Recreation and Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department to put together the 
proposed development for the Women's Crew Facility. There is a 
women’s crew facility already on this property, their club is growing 
and they need to expand. They will lease a portion of this facility 
out to community centers and hold clinics and seminars on site 
They are working to bring programming to the community and 
would love to work on a master plan and vision for this park. This 
program is growing from 80 members to 100. They look great out 
their rowing on the river and they add another dimension of 
richness to the City’s vista. He displayed a blueprint of the plans 
for the facility. This facility is pretty cramped at this time. The 
Lansing Oar and Paddle Club does not restrict membership to 
Lansing residents. It is completely open to membership contrary to 
the comments of previous speakers. It is of pole building 
construction at this time. They would love to work on a more 
permanent type of structure made of brick, whenever the City 
wants to look in that direction. This will be a nice building when it 
is finished. It represents a $400,000 investment on behalf of the 
College over the ten years of the lease. They would love to work 
with the City to put together a larger community boathouse that is 
more substantial 


Rick Meredith of 1917 Thompson spoke regarding the DMS at 417 
Monroe. He said that he attended a Public Safety Committee 
meeting on this issue. They have indicated that the house is 
unsafe. He has done a lot of work on this house and has made the 
outside presentable. He was told that if he did so, he would have 
more time to complete the inside. He does not believe the house 
is unsafe. The only complaints he has received are by the City. 
He does not want to have this 60 day period hanging over his 
head. He suggested other options to the Committee that would be 
better than tearing the house down within 60 days. He does not 
think Council has the right to make him choose between spending 
money on his family and spending it on this house 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgwood Dr. reminded Council of the 
procedure for changing the name of City streets. There is a 
process that has to go through the Memorial Review Board 
according to City Ordinance. The Ordinance currently says that, if 
you are renaming a public area, you have to submit an application 
to the City Clerk and, ifit is for a City street, then it has to contain 
the signatures of 1% of registered voters in the City. City Attorney 
Smiertka said that there are two provisions in the Code. One is 
included in the petitioning process for the Memorial Review Board 
This deals with naming a place or thing in memory of someone. 
There is another section that deals with public safety and 
confusion created by duplication of street names. This provision 
prohibits street names that are confusing, and provides for the 
renaming of a street that meets the definition. This particular 
situation with Oakland Ave. is dealing with a confusing name and 
the protection of the public. In this particular case, Council is 
within their rights to adopt this resolution 


Rick Kibbey of 300 Shepard St. said that the recommendations of 
the BTS Implementation Committee signify a completely new way 
of doing planning in collaboration with the neighborhood. As it is a 
new method, there are still kinks to work out, but it is a good 
method. It allows quiet voices to be heard and allows for back and 
forth discussion. They tried to accommodate the public in all of 
their meetings and took comments from people at the meetings. 
Neighborhood residents were mostly satisfied. There was one 
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group that came mad and left mad. Many of them are here tonight. 
They refused to read the plan that they were opposed to. They 
had a great committee and an almost unanimous vote. The 
Committee will begin to work on the final plan in the next couple of 
months. 


Eugene T. Buckley of 818 N. Hayford Ave. said that the BTS 
process was never fair and equitable. Calling this a committee 
approach was a way of saying that public input was not welcome. 
He was at the neighborhood meeting when they were told that they 
were not supposed to make comment, just to vote yes or no. This 
will take $5,000,000 of tax money and siphon it off into the 
Brownfield Fund. It will come from City, County and the 
Intermediate School District and CATA This property is owned by 
a friend and campaign contributor of the Mayor. Many people from 
this neighborhood do not want what is contained in this site plan, 
yet they were not allowed to speak at these meetings. They did 
not even know where the meetings were held 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callihan Ct. #2, said that the site plan by 
Adcois not an acceptable housing development. It packs them in 
like sardines. This is backing the School District into a comer. 
They have not given anyone a choice on this plan. Taxpayers do 
not gain from this plan. This site plan does not create a winAvin 
situation for school kids who attend Eastern, Pattengill and 
Bingham Street Schools, These kids will have to cross even 
busier streets to reach their facilities. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she read the 1992 
Plan and this plan from cover to cover. She did not feel that the 
committee process was an open one. It did not represent the 
neighborhood. Joe Parker from WLAJ held a call in show and 
asked people to call in support of this plan. No one called in. She 
does not want to see this much traffic around LCC, Eastern and 
Pattengill Schools. There will be problems with cut through traffic 
People wanting to head west on Oakland will cut through. There is 
Not enough room for the stadium and the practice field. They are 
going to have to go off location for routes 


Cheryl Risner of 424 N. Fairview said that the School District, 
Lansing Catholic Central and the Garden Project were all 
represented on the Implementation Committee. There were 22 
people on this committee. This has been an open process. 
Notices were published in the ENO Newspaper their agendas. If 
you hide your head in the sand you will not find out about anything 
‘You have to go out and talk to your neighbors. She got calls from 
neighbors about the WLAJ forum. They never hid their meetings 
They were alll in open session. People came to the meetings who 
were against the plan before they even read it 


Judy Hackett of 625 N. Pennsylvania congratulated the Lansing 
School System. She has been on the BTS Committee since it was 
reconvened. Her neighbor was on the original committee. The 
Implementation Committee changed plans because times have 
changed, conditions have changed, and needs have changed. 
The School District had an opportunity to be there. She tried to 
encourage their participation, but you cannot keep going back and 
trying to educate people who have not taken part. You have to go 
forward. She values the School District, but a good school district 
needs good and adequate housing. Housing is a needed item in 
Lansing, and most of this housing will be owner occupied 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that years ago when a 
committee was formed and decisions were made a lot of people 
had input as to what to do with the site. At that time, it was 
decided that part of the property should be used for a football field 
and track field for the School District. A housing development 
never came into the picture until later on in the process. The sites 
in the plan that are picked for housing are not proper sites for 
housing. People are not that interested in high rise. Every time 
something like this comes up, the people of Lansing lose money. 
PILOTS here and there, tax abatements everywhere. This is 
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another loss of tax base.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Michigan (the “City’) has 
previously incorporated the Lansing Entertainment and Public 
Facilities Authority (the “Authority’) for the purpose of operating 
and maintaining certain public buildings including but not limited to 
Oldsmobile Park, the Lansing Center, the City Market, and 
appurtenant properties and facilities therefor (collectively, the 
“Facilities"); and 


WHEREAS, the Authority has determined that it is necessary to 
acquire and install the property described in Exhibit A (the 
“Property’) for the Facilities; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended ("Act 99"), the legislative body 
of a city may enter into any contract or agreement for the purchase 
of lands, property or equipment for public purposes, to be paid for 
in installments over a period of not to exceed fifteen (15) years but 
in any case not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, 
as the useful life shall be determined by resolution of the legislative 
body; and 


WHEREAS, the City would be willing to finance the acquisition of 
the Property for operation by the Authority under the provisions of 
Act 99; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council has been presented with a proposed 
form of Limited Tax General Obligation Installment Purchase 
Agreement (the “Installment Agreement’) between the City and 
one of more sellers to be identified (the “Sellers’), which 
Installment Agreement provides for the assignment thereof to a 
bank or financial institution to be identified (the "Bank"; and 


WHEREAS, the Installment Agreement provides that the Sellers 
will sell to the City the Property or a portion thereof for an 
aggregate purchase price which will not exceed $150,000 (the 
“Property’); and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with the terms of the Installment 
Agreement, the Sellers will direct the City to pay for the Property 
by making payments due by the City under the Installment 
Agreement (the “Contract Payments’) directly to the Bank; and 


WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by a city under Act 99 shall not exceed one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
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personal property in such city at the date of such contract or 
agreement; and 


WHEREAS, purchase of the Property by the City pursuant to the 
Installment Agreement will not result in the outstanding balance of 
all purchases by the City under Act 99 exceeding one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in the City; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Property is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Property in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


It is hereby found and declared to be for public purposes and in 
the best interest of the welfare of the residents of the City to 
acquire the Property in accordance with the provisions of Act 99 
and the Installment Agreement attached hereto and made part 
hereof. The Property is hereby determined to be property and 
equipment which will be used for public purposes. Based upon 
representations made by the Authority, the useful life of the 
Property is hereby determined to be not less than three (3) 
years, five (5) years, or ten (10) years as shown on Exhibit A. 


Either the President and Chief Executive Officer or the Vice 
President of Finance of the Authority is hereby authorized to 
negotiate the final terms and conditions of the Installment 
Agreement with a bank or financial institution, in substantially 
the form presented herewith, with such additions, changes and 
modifications as he or she shall deem to be necessary or 
appropriate. The final terms and conditions of the Installment 
Agreement shall be subject to the approval of either Finance 
Director or the Deputy Finance Director of the City, which 
approval shall be evidenced by their execution of the Installment 
Agreement. Principal payable pursuant to the Installment 
Agreement for any portion of the Property shall be payable over 
a period of not to exceed the lesser of 15 years or the useful life 
of the Property being financed as set forth in Section 1 of this 
Resolution. The net interest cost payable under the Installment 
Agreement shall not exceed 8.00% per annum, and the principal 
amount to be paid by the City under the Installment Agreement 
shall not exceed $150,000. Either the Finance Director of the

The City's obligation under the Installment Agreement to make 
Contract Payments is a limited tax general obligation of the City 
payable from the general funds of the City, and City Council 
hereby authorizes the establishment of appropriate line items as 
necessary for acquisition of the property to be acquired under 
the Installment Agreement. The City shall include in its budget 
and pay each year, until the Contract Payments are paid in full, 
such sum as may be necessary each year to make all contract 
payments when due, and the City agrees, if necessary, to levy 
sufficient taxes to provide that sum within applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations.

Bank, in substantially the form presented _ herewith 
Notwithstanding execution of the Authority Payment Agreement 
by the Authority and the City, City Council acknowledges that the 
City’s obligation under the Installment Agreement to make 
Contract Payments is a limited tax general obligation of the City 
as described in Section 3 of this Resolution. 


The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for the 
purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas.

The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself or the 
Authority with proceeds of debt to be incurred by the City for 
the expenditures made to pay certain costs associated with 
the Property which were or will be paid subsequent to sixty 
(60) days prior to the date hereof from the general funds or 
capital fund of the City. 


As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of debt 
expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $150,000, which 
debt may be issued in one or more series and/or together 
with debt for other purposes 


A reimbursement allocation of the expenditures described in 
paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the borrowing 
described herein will occur not later than 18 months after the 
later of (j) the date on which the expenditure is paid, or (ii) the 
date the Property is placed in service or abandoned, but in no 
event more than three (3) years after the original expenditure 
is paid. A reimbursement allocation is an allocation in writing 
that evidences the City’s use of the proceeds of the debt to be 
issued for the Property to reimburse the City for a capital 
expenditure made pursuant to this Resolution 


The expenditures for the Property are “capital expenditures” 
as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are any costs of 
a type which are properly chargeable to a capital account (or 
would be so chargeable with a proper election or with the 
application of the definition of "placed in service” under Treas 
Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) under general Federal income tax 
principles (as determined at the time the expenditure is paid) 


No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a 
manner described in Treas.

PROVIDE HOUSING FOR CITIZENS OF LOW INCOME AND TO

PROVIDING FOR A SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY 
TAXES IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE STATE HOUSING

AMENDED). THE CITY IS AUTHORIZED BY THIS ACT TO

4. CITY’ MEANS THE CITY OF LANSING, A MICHIGAN 
MUNICIPAL CORPORATION. 

5. "COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION" MEANS THE 
COMMENCEMENT OF THE REHABILITATION OF THE 
EXISTING FACILITIES LOCATED IN LANSING AT 811 EAST 
SHIAWASSEE STREET, 820 EAST SHIAWASSEE STREET, 718 
NORTH PENNSYLVANIA AVE, AND 606 NORTH 
PENNSYLVANIA AVE 

6. "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT" MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF 
OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS 
THE AUTHORITY DETERMINES IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF 
THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR 
PERSONS OF LOW INCOME. 

7. "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT’ MEANS THE 
REHABILITATION OF RENTAL PROPERTIES LOCATED AT 811 
EAST SHIAWASSEE STREET (PARCEL NO. 33-01-01-15-104- 
081), 820 EAST SHAWASSEE STREET (PARCEL NO. 33-01-01- 
415-152-011), 718 NORTH PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE (PARCEL 
NO. 33-01-01-10-378-041), AND 606 NORTH PENNSYLVANIA 
AVENUE (PARCEL NO. 33-01-01-15-126-051), CONSISTING OF 
APPROXIMATELY NINE (9) RESIDENTIAL APARTMENT UNITS. 

8. "LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES’ MEANS LOW 
INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES AS DEFINED IN SECTION 
15(A)(7) OF THE ACT. 

9, "MORTGAGE LOAN’ MEANS A FEDERALLY-AIDED OR 
AUTHORITY-AIDED MORTGAGE OR ADVANCE FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AS DEFINED IN THE ACT, TO THE SPONSOR FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMANENT FINANCING OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 

10. "SPONSOR" MEANS PERSON(S) OR ENTITIES 
WHICH HAVE APPLIED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR A 
MORTGAGE LOAN OR FOR AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE 
LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM TO FINANCE 
THE PROJECT. THE SPONSOR UNDER THIS SECTION OF 
THE ORDINANCE IS THE MICHIGAN NON-PROFIT REAL 
ESTATE DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION, DOING BUSINESS 
AS FERRIS DEVELOPMENT, A MICHIGAN NONPROFIT 
CORPORATION 

11, “UTILITIES” MEAN FUEL, WATER, SANITARY SEWER 
SERVICE AND/OR ELECTRICAL SERVICE WHICH ARE PAID BY 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


B. ALL TERMS REFERENCING THE ACT BUT NOT DEFINED IN 
THIS SECTION SHALL HAVE THE MEANINGS GIVEN THEM IN 
THE ACT. 


C.CLASS OF HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 

IT IS DETERMINED THAT THE CLASS OF HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS TO WHICH THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL 
APPLY AND FOR WHICH A SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE PAID 
IN LIEU OF SUCH TAXES SHALL BE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH ARE FINANCED OR ASSISTED 
PURSUANT TO THE ACT. IT IS FURTHER DETERMINED THAT 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IS OF THIS CLASS. 
D. ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU 
OF PROPERTY TAXES. 

1, SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS PRECEDENT IN THIS 
SECTION, THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT KNOWN 
AS THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT AND THE 
PROPERTY ON WHICH IT IS SITUATED SHALL BE EXEMPT 
FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FOR NOT MORE THAN THIRTY 
YEARS FROM AND AFTER THE COMMENCEMENT OF 
CONSTRUCTION. THE CITY ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE 
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SPONSOR AND THE AUTHORITY HAVE ESTABLISHED THE 
ECONOMIC FEASIBILITY OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT IN RELIANCE UPON THE ENACTMENT AND 
CONTINUING EFFECT OF THIS SECTION AND THE 
QUALIFICATION OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 
FOR THE EXEMPTION FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES AND A 
PAYMENT IN LIEU OF TAXES AS ESTABLISHED IN THIS 
SECTION, AND IN CONSIDERATION OF THE SPONSOR'S 
OFFER, SUBJECT TO RECEIPT OF A MORTGAGE LOAN AND 
AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE LIHTC PROGRAM, TO 
REHABILITATE, OWN AND OPERATE THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT. THE CITY AGREES TO ACCEPT 
PAYMENT OF AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR PUBLIC 
SERVICES IN LIEU OF ALL PROPERTY TAXES, PROVIDED THE 
SPONSOR FURNISHES THE CITY WITH PROOF OF ITS 
ANNUAL CERTIFICATION PURSUANT TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE ACT AND OR AT THE REQUEST OF 
THE CITY, PROOF THAT THE SPONSOR HAS RECEIVED AND 
IS MAINTAINING ITS ALLOCATION OF LOW INCOME HOUSING 
CREDITS BY THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT UNITS HAVE NOT INCREASED, 
DECREASED OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY FORM, UNLESS THE 
CITY HAS OTHERWISE AMENDED THE PROVISIONS OF THIS 
SECTION 

2.IN ADDITION TO THE ANNUAL CERTIFICATION 
REQUIREMENT IN PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS SUBSECTION, 
THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL COMMENCE WHEN THE 
SPONSOR COMPLIES WITH SECTION 15a OF THE ACT, 
WHICH PROVIDES: THE OWNER OF A HOUSING PROJECT 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION SHALL FILE WITH THE LOCAL 
ASSESSING OFFICER A NOTIFICATION OF THE EXEMPTION, 
WHICH SHALL BE IN AN AFFIDAVIT FORM AS PROVIDED BY 
THE AUTHORITY. THE COMPLETED AFFIDAVIT FORM FIRST 
SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR 
CERTIFICATION BY THE AUTHORITY THAT THE PROJECT IS 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION. THE OWNER THEN SHALL 
FILE THE CERTIFIED NOTIFICATION OF THE EXEMPTION 
WITH THE LOCAL ASSESSING OFFICER BEFORE NOVEMBER 
1 OF THE YEAR PRECEDING THE TAX YEAR IN WHICH THE 
EXEMPTION IS TO BEGIN 

3. THE ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE EQUAL TO 
FOUR PERCENT (4%) OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES. 


E. LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL SERVICE 
CHARGE. 


NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (D), THE SERVICE 
CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR THE 
PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT WHICH IS 
TAX EXEMPT AND WHICH IS OCCUPIED BY OTHER THAN 
LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES SHALL BE EQUAL TO 
THE FULL AMOUNT OF THE TAXES THAT WOULD 
OTHERWISE BE DUE AND PAYABLE ON THAT PORTION OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IF THE PROJECT 
WERE NOT TAX EXEMPT. 


F. PAYMENT OF SERVICE CHARGE. 

THE SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES AS DETERMINED 
UNDER THIS SECTION SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME 
MANNER AS GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO 
THE CITY, EXCEPT THAT THE ANNUAL PAYMENT SHALL BE 
PAID ON OR BEFORE JULY 1 OF THE YEAR FOLLOWING THE 
YEAR UPON WHICH SUCH CHARGE IS CALCULATED. 


G.CONTRACTUAL EFFECT OF THIS SECTION. 


NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 15(A)(5) 
OF THE ACT TO THE CONTRARY, A CONTRACT BETWEEN 
THE CITY AND THE SPONSOR, WITH THE AUTHORITY AS 
THIRD PARTY BENEFICIARY UNDER THE CONTRACT, TO 
PROVIDE TAX EXEMPTION AND ACCEPT PAYMENTS IN LIEU 
OF TAXES, AS PREVIOUSLY DESCRIBED, IS EFFECTUATED 
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BY ENACTMENT OF THIS SECTION. 
H. DURATION; COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION. 

1. THE PROPERTY TAX EXEMPT STATUS OF THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT APPROVED BY THIS 
SECTION SHALL REMAIN IN EFFECT AND SHALL NOT 
TERMINATE SO LONG AS THE MORTGAGE LOAN FOR THE

OUTSTANDING AND UNPAID, OR FOR SUCH PERIOD AS THE 
AUTHORITY OR OTHER GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY HAS ANY 
INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY OR THE PROJECT IS SUBJECT 
TO INCOME AND RENT RESTRICTIONS UNDER §42 OF THE 
INTERNAL REVENUE CODE, AS AMENDED; PROVIDED THAT 
THE REHABILITATION OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT COMMENCES WITHIN ONE YEAR FROM THE 
EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS SECTION, THAT THE PROJECT IS

EXISTING FACILITIES LOCATED IN LANSING AT 819 VINE 
STREET, 833 VINE STREET, 303 NORTH PENNSYLVANIA 
AVENUE, AND 321 NORTH PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE. 

6. "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT’ MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF 
OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS

9. "MORTGAGE LOAN’ MEANS A FEDERALLY-AIDED OR 
AUTHORITY-AIDED MORTGAGE OR ADVANCE FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AS DEFINED IN THE ACT, TO THE SPONSOR FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMANENT FINANCING OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 

10. "SPONSOR" MEANS PERSON(S) OR ENTITIES WHICH

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11. “UTILITIES” MEAN FUEL, WATER, SANITARY SEWER 
SERVICE AND/OR ELECTRICAL SERVICE WHICH ARE PAID BY 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


B.ALL TERMS REFERENCING THE ACT BUT NOT DEFINED IN 
THIS SECTION SHALL HAVE THE MEANINGS GIVEN THEM IN 
THE ACT. 


C.CLASS OF HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


IT IS DETERMINED THAT THE CLASS OF HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS TO WHICH THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL 
APPLY AND FOR WHICH A SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE PAID 
IN LIEU OF SUCH TAXES SHALL BE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENTS WHICH ARE FINANCED OR ASSISTED 
PURSUANT TO THE ACT. IT IS FURTHER DETERMINED THAT 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROMJECT IS OF THIS CLASS. 
D. ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU 
OF PROPERTY TAXES. 

1. SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS PRECEDENT IN THIS 
SECTION, THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT AND THE 
PROPERTY ON WHICH IT IS SITUATED SHALL BE EXEMPT 
FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FOR NOT MORE THAN THIRTY 
YEARS FROM AND AFTER THE COMMENCEMENT OF 
CONSTRUCTION. THE CITY ACKNOWLEDGES THAT THE 
SPONSOR AND THE AUTHORITY HAVE ESTABLISHED THE 
ECONOMIC FEASIBILITY OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT IN RELIANCE UPON THE ENACTMENT AND

SECTION, AND IN CONSIDERATION OF THE SPONSOR'S 
OFFER, SUBJECT TO RECEIPT OF A MORTGAGE LOAN AND 
AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE LIHTC PROGRAM, TO 
REHABILITATE, OWN AND OPERATE THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT. THE CITY AGREES TO ACCEPT 
PAYMENT OF AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR PUBLIC 
SERVICES IN LIEU OF ALL PROPERTY TAXES, PROVIDED THE 
SPONSOR FURNISHES THE CITY WITH PROOF OF ITS 
ANNUAL, CERTIFICATION PURSUANT TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE ACT AND OR AT THE REQUEST OF 
THE CITY PROOF THAT THE SPONSOR HAS RECEIVED AND 
IS MAINTAINING ITS ALLOCATION OF LOW INCOME HOUSING 
CREDITS BY THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT UNITS HAVE NOT INCREASED, 
DECREASED OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY FORM, UNLESS THE 
CITY HAS OTHERWISE AMENDED THE PROVISIONS OF THIS 
SECTION 

2.IN ADDITION TO THE ANNUAL CERTIFICATION 
REQUIREMENT IN PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS SUBSECTION, 
THE TAX EXEMPTION SHALL COMMENCE WHEN THE 
SPONSOR COMPLIES WITH SECTION 15a OF THE ACT 
WHICH PROVIDES: THE OWNER OF A HOUSING PROJECT 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION SHALL FILE WITH THE LOCAL 
ASSESSING OFFICER A NOTIFICATION OF THE EXEMPTION, 
WHICH SHALL BE IN AN AFFIDAVIT FORM AS PROVIDED BY 
THE AUTHORITY. THE COMPLETED AFFIDAVIT FORM FIRST 
SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR 
CERTIFICATION BY THE AUTHORITY THAT THE PROJECT IS 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE EXEMPTION. THE OWNER THEN SHALL

3. THE ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE EQUAL TO 
FOUR PERCENT (4%) OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES. 


E. LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL SERVICE 
CHARGE. 


NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (D), THE SERVICE 
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CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR THE 
PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT WHICH IS 
TAX EXEMPT AND WHICH IS OCCUPIED BY OTHER THAN 
LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES SHALL BE EQUAL TO

We have our faults, and sometimes we have to pay 
for them. We do have danger here in Lansing. We are the only 
supplier in the world of the Anthrax vaccine. When our police and 
firemen go on duty we should pay them what they are worth 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callihan said that the School District was 
not given a fair chance to acquire the BTS property. She is a 1982 
graduate of Eastern High School. They deserve a football 

stadium. Council should be able to find some money to put 
towards a stadium for them. It is important to her that 
Councilmembers listen to what she has to say. This City does not 
have a lot to offer. Development would be great, but the price they 
are asking for these houses is ridiculous. She urged all citizens to 
attend Council meetings to make their opinions known 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that 20 years ago this 
month she moved to East Lansing to go to school. In 1987 she 
moved into the City of Lansing for affordable housing. The more 
you learn, the more you know what you do not know. She respects 
the City Council vote on the BTS tonight, because it came from 
their convictions. She is disappointed about it, but she respects it 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that she will goto court 
tomorrow and dismiss her claim against the City of Lansing, 
because the City Attorney admitted what she has been saying for a 
year. She urged Councilmembers to have more compassion when 
dealing with people like the man with the DMS house. She warned 
lawyers who may attempt to use City Council Meetings as a 
referral source for customers, that City Hall is not a place to lobby 
or try to get clients. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, urged people to go out and 
buy a copy of the Koran if they want to know what Muslims are all 
about.

Why were notices not sent to residents to inform them that 
this work was being planned so that they could identify alternative 
routes for their children to walk to school? He asked what is being 
done to these sidewalks, who is doing it, and why it is being done 
now, rather than in the summer when kids were not in school 
Councilmember Nicholoff said that he too has become concerned 
about this construction and has checked into it. The work is part of 
a Consumers Energy project. He has spoken with the North 
Precinct about the problems with traffic and school children. He 
thanked Mr. Pido for taking the time to come down here tonight 
and address these concerns 


Eugene T. Buckley of 818 N. Hayford Ave. spoke regarding the 
need for honesty, truthfulness and integrity. He stated that the City 
did not give residents the truth about the recent bond issue for the 
School District, nor the BTS project, nor the Wolverine Pipeline 
project 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph St. reported receiving a call 
from a woman who saw what looked like three crack heads come 
onto her property. It turned out that they were sent from the City to 
haul trash away. She warned people not to be taken in by 
attorneys who solicit business from attendees at City Council 
meetings. 


Beverly Miller 413 Pearl St. said that the Oktoberfest last year was 
not such a great event, as far as she is concerned. The music was 
awful and the crowds were unruly. There were public urination and 
people entering her property without her consent. The Department 
of Environmental Quality testing of the Motor Wheel site revealed 
contamination which required that ammonia and chloride be 
removed. These toxins had been being dumped into the Grand 
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River. A large portion of the Saginaw Aquifer is contaminated. The 
Health Department should not make statements to the media that 
the water is safe. Public Officials should be honest with people 
about the quality of their drinking water. 


Brian Smith of 1007 Woodbine said that the BTS project was 
handled in an open process until the facilitator began calling 
speakers names. The people on this committee were led around 
by the nose. The only right, or relevant point of view was that of 
the facilitator. He thanked Councilmember Benavides for his 
comments about the Ricky Meredith and Monroe St. property 
issue. He urged Councilmembers to govern with compassion and 
reason. He feels that the leadership in the Public Safety 
Committee is overzealous. He urged all of the people of Lansing 
to register and vote in the November General Election 


Antonio Manning of 3927 Hunter Ridge said that City 
Councilmembers do not engage in enough debate over their 
legislative items. They agree in advance at a dress rehearsal that 
takes place during committee meetings. This preclude debate 
during the Council meetings. Also, they do not address the 
concems of youth. He has been waiting for a year to see the 
Mayor. Mayor Hollister has a Youth Advisory Committee that is 
hand picked to agree with him. The State Journal doesn't even 
print anything except what the Mayor agrees to. On a positive 
note, the City Clerk's Office is doing a great job 


Frank S. Curtis X said that Councilmembers expect people to vote 
for them, but they do not pay attention when people are addressing 
them during public comment. He said that he wants reparation for 
African Americans. He is a member of the Muslim faith. America 
is trying to lump all Muslims together since the attack on 
September 11. People who want to understand the Muslin faith 
should buy a copy of the Koran and study it. He said that he is 
disappointed in a lack of response by the City Forester to a request 
he made for the Forestry Department to come out and pickup the 
leaves on the street in front of his house 


Willy Wiliams, no address given, said that he has mostly 
recuperated from the heart attack he suffered. He complimented 
Councilmembers on the flags hanging from the dais. He asked 
that all members of the public stand up in acknowledgment of the 
American Flag during the pledge of allegiance. He reminded 
members of the audience that the Mayor is not required to attend 
City Council Meetings. The Charter requires the Mayor, or his 
executive assistant to attend all meetings of the Council for the 
purpose of submitting his communications to them. He made 
predictions about the outcome of city races that will be on the 
ballot for the November 6 General Election. He asked the City 
Attorney for specifics on the ability of public speakers to talk about 
public officials. Whom does that include, and what can and cannot 
be said about them? 


COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Nicholoff thanked City Clerk Dougan for 
addressing the concerns of a couple of his constituents over the 
closing of City voting precincts. He thanked Public Service 
Department Director Navabi for his meeting with the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council and representatives from the River Point 
Neighborhood Organizations last week 


Councilmember Allen said that there is a proposed development 
area on Aurelius Road that is eligible for grant funds that certain 
residents of the area were not informed of. She will be setting up 
meetings within the next two weeks for interested residents. She 
thanked her colleagues for the Birthday celebration and wishes. 
She thanked her Family and Friends for their private celebration of 
her birthday, and said this is the best birthday she has had in a 
long time 


Councilmember Leeman spoke regarding Aurelius Road and the 
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condition that it is in, now that the bridge work over I-96 has been 
completed. Curbs were put in and automotive travel lanes were 
reduced to make room for non motorized lanes. Alll of this work 
could not be completed at once. The State has given the City 
grant money to extend this project to Mt. Hope Ave. It is 
scheduled to be completed next spring or summer. The grant 
funds that Councilmember Allen spoke of will be given out to 
neighborhood associations prior to the completion of the bike lanes 
and green space project. 


Councilmember Bauer thanked the members of the community 
who helped with the River cleanup on Saturday. This event is held 
twice yearly and is accomplished solely by volunteers. They 
removed two (2) to three (3) tons of trash from the river and the 
River Trail. This effort will go a long way toward keeping the River 
and the River Trail clean and neat. She reported attending the 
dedication ceremony today for the Ingham County/City of Lansing 
Veterans Court House. President Adado was also in attendance 
and spoke on behalf of Council. The proposal for this facility was 
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begun in 1969. It is an excellent facility that will serve the 
residents of the City and the County well

They are 
fine as they apply to lots abutting residential uses, but will provide 
a disincentive for commercial and public right-of-way situations 
The requirement for trees and increased green space will hamper 
the display of items for sale.

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. thanked everyone who 
voted for him in the primary election. He announced his 
endorsement of candidates for the November General Election 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Blvd. said that he feels 
holidays ought to be celebrated on the day they actually occur, 
rather than on a convenient Monday. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair St. thanked Councilmember Meyer for 
being compassionate. He urged Councilmembers not to reduce 
human services funding during a time when people are going to be 
hurt and will be in need. He reminded everyone that Parks Millage 
revenue can only be spent on capital improvements to parks. He 
lamented the low voter turnout at the August 7 primary election 
and urged voters to get out and vote on November 6. There will be 
six City Officials, four School Board Races and a LCC Millage 
Proposal on that ballot. Americans have died to preserve our right 
to vote, he urged everyone to vote on November 6, in tribute to 
those who have fought and died for our rights. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that former state 
Senator David Jaye appeared as a guest on her cable access 
television show. She predicted that the City of Lansing as well as 
the Lansing School District will face heavy funding cuts from the 
State. She stated her support for a public take over of the City 
Cable Television franchise, because of the fact that no new public 
access programming is allowed. They have prohibited new shows 
from being added to their schedule. 


Willy Williams of the 200 Block of W. Saginaw said that the “Keep 
GM" campaign could have been called the “Save Lansing” 
campaign, and he complimented the Administration and Council for 
the success of the initiative. He stated his endorsement of 
candidates for the November 6 General Election and made 
predictions about the outcome of races on the ballot 


Antonio Manning, no address given, asked that it be noted that his 
comments are strictly his own opinion, and do not reflect opinions 
of any of the other members of the Junior City Council. He has 
been advised by many that he should not come to City Council 
meetings and make negative statements about Councilmembers or 
the Mayor. He said that he wants Council to do a better job. He 
stated his endorsement of candidates for the November 6 General 
Election 


Eugene T. Buckley of N. Hayford said he is a candidate for Mayor 
and, at a community meeting a few weeks ago, he was told not to 
distribute his campaign literature because of a possible copy right 
infringement. He disclaimed the veracity of these warnings, and 
warned the City to stop harassing him. He has checked with the 
State Bureau of Elections and with the State Attorney General and 
they do not have a problem with his brochures. 


COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 
Councilmember Nicholoff expressed his appreciation to Shane 


Silsby of the Transportation Division of Planning and Neighborhood 
Development for his help in getting the "No Trucks” signs put back 
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up on Cleo Street. He also expressed his appreciation to Jim Ruff 
for helping getting the problems on Cleo St. resolved and assisting 
one of his neighbors in getting a zoning variance to allow him to 
install a new garage before winter comes. He asked 
Councilmember Allen to include him in any dialogue that is held 
regarding a vicious dog ordinance. The city of Pontiac has such 
an ordinance that deals with vicious dogs, like pit bulls, that calls 
for a very expensive special license in order to kennel or breed 
those types of breeds. He would like to see this kind of ordinance 
adopted in Lansing. He reported that he, reluctantly, has ended 
his career with the Detroit Lions football organization. He has 
hung up his cleats in order to allow him to devote time to other 
areas of his life that need more of his attention. He thanked the 
Lions organization for giving him the opportunity to work with them 


Councilmember Allen said that she would be following up on the 
vicious dog ordinance and will welcome Councilmember Nicholoffs 
help and support on this project. 


Councilmember Bauer said that this week, the Council will work on 
the statement of budget policies and priorities that they will send to 
Mayor Hollister for FY 2002/03 budget development. If there are 
things that the audience wants to see Council look at in budget 
development, they should call now and let them know, before the 
policy statement is adopted. Interested parties may call 483-4177 
and make a statement about what you want to see your tax dollars 
used for, whether it be roads, police, fire, parks, etc. This is one of 
the most critical functions of City Council to send direction to the 
Mayor on budget development 


Councilmember Meyer congratulated the leaders and congregation 
at Union Missionary Baptist Church on Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd 
‘on the phenomenally uplifting service held to celebrate the 
opening of their new facility. The parade from the old church to the 
new center was wonderful. He congratulated Pastor Melvin Jones 
who has been with the Church for 17 years on the success of this 
entire project. He urged everyone in the audience to get over and 
see this new building. He asked for help with the cleanup of the 
properties across the street from Eastern High School 


Councilmember Wood urged the members of the audience to 
participate in the candidate forums that will be held this week.

masks will be distributed to all such employees. He will continue to 
keep Council updated on emergency preparedness measures.

Section 1. That Chapter 1290, Section 1290.08 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows 


CHAPTER 1290.LANDSCAPING, SCREENING AND BUFFERING 
1290.08Design regulations 


Landscape, screening and buffering plans shall be governed by 
the following regulations: 
(a)Fencing 

(1)Obstructing motorist and pedestrian vision. No fence shall be 
erected or maintained which materially obstructs the vision of 
motorists or pedestrians on adjacent streets or entering into 
adjacent streets. Fences subject to this chapter may be erected at 
any mechanically or electronically controlled intersection only with 
the written approval of both the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development and the Department of Public Service 

(2)Height limits. No fence shall be constructed under this 
subsection, which fence is less than five feet nor more than ten 
feet in height, except as specified in this subsection, as follows 

ACorner lots. No fence shall be erected or maintained at any 
height above three feet within the triangular area bounded by the 
property lines of the comer lot nearest the intersection of the 
adjacent streets and a line joining points on the property lines 
twenty-five feet from the point of intersection of the property lines. 
(See Sketch 1, Appendix IV, following the text of this Zoning Code.) 
The height limit for this subsection shall be measured from the 
lowest centerline elevation within fifty feet of the intersection of the 
centerline of the street. (See Sketch 2, Appendix IV, following the 
text of this Zoning Code.) This height requirement can be waived in 
part or in whole at any mechanically or electronically controlled 
intersection only upon the written approval of both the Department 
of Planning and Municipal Development and the Department of 
Public Service. Any decision to waive such requirement by the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development and the 
Department of Public Service shall be based on safety and 
reasonableness. 

B Driveways. No fence shall be erected or maintained at any

line six feet from the edge of a sidewalk which parallels the street, 
if any, or fifteen feet from the curb line, whichever is a greater 
distance from the street.

C.Exceptions. Any fence within any of the triangular areas

established herein may be erected or maintained at a height above 
three feet only if the fence meets the following requirements 


1.The fence within the triangular area consists of at least 
seventy-five percent open space uniformly distributed along its 
surface above a height of three feet 

2.Vision through the fence is not obstructed from any angle so 
as to obstruct the view of traffic on adjacent roads, or that of 
pedestrian traffic on adjacent sidewalks. 

(3)Materials 

‘AFences constructed under this chapter shall be constructed 
of one or more of the following materials: Chain link, wood, brick, 
poured concrete or any other material that is approved by the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development. 

B.For all fences under eight feet in height and for all fences, 
regardless of height, which are less than thirty feet from a 
neighboring parcel of land which is being used residentially, barbed 
wire on fences may be utilized only upon the written request of the 
applicant and written approval by the Department. Approval of 
such request shall be based on demonstrated need, safety and 
reasonableness. For all fences eight feet in height and thirty feet or 
more away from a neighboring parcel of land which is being used 
residentially, barbed wire on fences shall be allowed without prior 
approval of the Department. Under no circumstances will any 
fence six feet in height or less be permitted to use barbed wire. 
Barbed wire shall not extend more than three vertical feet above 
the top of the fence 

(b)Berms. If earth berms are to be constructed, they shall 
have a maximum slope of 3:1 and shall be sodded or seeded or 
utilize other ground cover. Berm height, width, location and 
materials must be approved by the Department 

(c)Landscaping Materials Utilized for Screening Purposes. 


(1)Plants shall be planted on the site in such a manner that the 
potential adverse impact of the specified use is minimized. 


(2)All plants shall be approved by the Department as to their type, 
size at original planting and final size, which approval shall not be 
unreasonably withheld 


(3)When a use is established under Section 1290.03, the required 
landscape, screening and buffering plan shall include provisions 
for the landscaping and screening of off-street parking areas. The 
intent of the landscaping and screening of off-street parking areas 
is to screen such areas from adjacent residential uses, except 
when a residential use is zoned industrial, and to partially screen 
the off-street parking from any public right of way. 


(4)Nonplant landscaping materials may be utilized in conjunction 
with plants to create positive impacts. However, any use of 
nonplant landscape materials shall be first approved by the 
Department. 

(@Buffering. As a general rule, buffering shall be a minimum width 
of EIGHT (8) feet FROM ALL LOT LINES ADJACENT TO THE 
PUBLIC RIGHT-OF-WAY, EXCLUDING APPROVED DRIVEWAYS, 
AND ANY RESIDENTIALLY ZONED PROPERTY, but in no case 
shall it BE REQUIRED TO exceed twenty feet in width. The 
determination of the actual width of the buffering necessary at a 
specific site shall be made by the Department. In no case shall 
such buffering preclude the reasonable use of any property. If a 
developer is not in agreement with the decision of the Department 
concerning buffering, he or she may request an appeal from the 
Board of Zoning Appeals 


(e)Screening of Trash Receptacles. Trash receptacles may be 
Tequired to be screened from view by a fence, landscaping 
materials or some other method approved by the Department. 
However, this provision shall apply only if a building permit is 
required for the development of the property 


(F)MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR BUFFERING. ALL REQUIRED 
BUFFER AREAS SHALL CONTAIN AT LEAST FIVE (5) SHRUBS 
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FOR EACH TWENTY (20) LINEAR FEET, OR FRACTION OF 
BUFFERAREA SHRUBS SHALL BE AMINIMUM OF 24 INCHES

PUBLIC COMMENT ON CITY RELATED MATTERS 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph noted that Mayor Hollister 
was at the Islamic Center on Sunday, talking about “Unity in the 
Community.” That makes the World, Trade Center attack a City 
Matter that Council must accept comment about. She said that the 
community development block grant contract that was recently 
given to the Lansing Neighborhood Council requires that they not 
state an opinion about any action that is petitioned of this group 
She said that the WTC attack has the City of Lansing in a lot of 
trouble, because Bioport Technologies is located right here in our 
city. She urged more people to become knowledgeable about this 
issue. 


Andy Zehimelech of 203 C East Edgewood Blvd. said that he still 
has not been contacted by anyone from the Code Compliance 
Office. The property owners sent their inspectors over to look at 
their attic and the leaks in their roof. He still needs the help of the 
Code Compliance Office with this apartment. The owners and 
maintenance men refuse to believe that their roof is leaking due to 
the lack of felt under the shingles on the roof. They now have 
mold and mildew growing on their ceilings and walls. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said he is still upset about 
what happened to him last week at the podium. He was arrested 
once before for speaking at the podium. And if he has to be 
arrested again, so be it. He stated his endorsement of candidates 
in the November 6 General Election 


Eugene Buckley of N. Hayford said that he is a candidate for 
Mayor in the November 6 General Election. He is speaking tonight 
about the Brownfield Redevelopment Fund. He alleged that the 
City will siphon $5,000,000 of taxpayer money and put it into the 
Brownfield Fund 


Beverly Marsh of 331 Harriet, speaking on behalf of the North 
Lansing Youth Group, said she has applied for insurance and non- 
profit status for the group. She thanked Councilmembers Nicholoff 
and Leeman for their help. They cannot do the things they want to 
do without a place to meet in. She has a list of names and ages of 
the kids who are involved in the club and the parents who support 
it 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said that, this being an 
election year, he thought he would get a response to his 
complaints about the basketball hoop in Hillborn Park being taken 
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down. Usually when an election approaches the Council 
Candidates do what people ask them to do. He questioned the 
Park Director's interest in basketball 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that one month ago he would 
not have believed that he would become active at City Council 
meetings again. That was before he learned about what a bunch 
of frauds this group of people are. He challenges the ruling of the 
Chair at this meeting. There used to be a suite at the City Jail with 
Mr. Teets name on it. He has not visited it in some time, but he is 
ready to go back. Years ago a group of citizens came week in and 
week out to get rid of the separate water meters. He has found out 
who is responsible for bringing separate water meters back. Now 
he will have a petition drive and get rid of all separate water 
meters. He will not pay one red cent in additional sewer rates so 
that someone else can water their lawn for free 


Willy Williams of 211 W. Saginaw said that some speakers are all 
about intimidation. People at the candidate forums he has 
attended have asked some of the candidates what it is that makes 
people afraid to come down to council meetings to speak. They 
have said that it is because they are afraid of people who speak 
here in the manner of the previous speaker. This is intimidation. It 
is because of this great country that we have to allow this kind of 
behavior to go on. He wished Happy Birthday to members of the 
Lansing Chess Club 


Forest Bouyer of 1702 Hillcrest stated his endorsement of 
candidates for the Fourth Ward City Council Race on the 
November 6 General Election ballot. 


Theresa D. Bouyer of 1702 Hillcrest stated she and her husband 
were joined in Holy Matrimony by Reverend Stone four years ago. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he does not want 
council to go to un-televised public comment. This is putting 
blinders on. Council needs to hear what citizens have to say. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair St. said that he may not agree with what 
you have to say, but he will defend to the death your right to say it 
He urged Councilmembers to reimburse Rosie Bulos for the 
furniture that was taken off of her porch. He noted that we are 2 
weeks away from the election. He feels that the Parks Forestry 
Department should be trimming the trees every 4-7 years. The 
Public Service Department should be fixing your sidewalks, 
removing snow from your sidewalks and figure out how to stop 
dumping snow back into the driveway that you just shoveled when 
they plow the streets. The Council needs to figure out how to keep 
parks and green space and how to build a teen center. They need 
to repay the rain tax fees, beginning with senior citizens. He is 
tired of hearing that Lansing is a world class city. You can tell it is 
not by the airport and by the fact that we do not have a building 
large enough to graduate our senior high school classes. He 
wants a 100% turnout for the November election.

PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Councilmember Benavides asked that Director of Finance, Robert 
Swanson outline the conditions of the proposed settlement 
agreement between the City of Lansing and Lansing Charter 
Township, et al. Mr. Swanson said that the agreement involves 
four parties; the City of Lansing, Lansing Charter Township, the 
City of East Lansing and Land One Developers. The agreement 
specifies that East Lansing will provide sewer service to the 200 
acre development project, and the development will pay at Lansing 
sewer rates to be billed by the City of East Lansing. The City of 
East Lansing will, in turn, remit the difference between the East 
Lansing sewer rate and the City of Lansing sewer rate to the City 
of Lansing. Further, the Charter Township of Lansing agrees that 
the City of Lansing has exclusive rights to the provision of sewer 
service in the area. 


Deputy City Attorney Jordan explained that he has a substitute 
resolution for Council's consideration that provides that the Mayor, 
or his executive assistant, may sign the agreement. 


Councilmember Bauer asked Mr. Swanson what the differential 
would be if the City was to provide the actual sewer service to the 
development, rather than allowing East Lansing to provide it. Mr. 
Swanson said that the City would derive more revenue that way, 
but would also incur more cost. From a regional perspective, it 
makes sense to do it this way. It could take years to settle this 
matter in court and the development would be held up because of 
an injunction that was filed. This agreement settles it so that the 
township has agreed that we have exclusive rights for the provision 
of sewer service and they agree to pay the City for the difference 
between what the City charges and what East Lansing charges for 
sewer service. Also, this agreement preserves the City’s rights for 
provision of service 


Councilmember Leeman said that he would like the record to note 
that the Councilmembers are going out of their way to enter into 
this agreement in the spirit of regional cooperation. It is too bad 
that they were put in a situation today where the site plan put 
together by the developers contains a density that is all 


commercial and there is no consideration given to saving green 
space or mixing in housing. He is concerned that the City 
boundary on Lake Lansing Rd. from High Street to US 127 is 
highly impacted by this development. Now it is up to the township 
and the County Road Commission and Land One Developers to 
work with the City to make the best of a major problem when it 
comes to automobile usage of these corridors. 


Councilmember Allen asked what caused the urgency that required 
a special meeting to be called. Why couldn't this resolution wait 
until Monday night? Mr. Swanson explained that one of the 
developers who will have a lifestyle center in the project, had a 
loan commitment that expires today. They needed the settlement 
so that the developers could close on their loan today.

WHEREAS, the value of the property has been established at 
$820,000 through independent appraisal; and 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of the State to convey the property by 
exchanging it for a property of equal value owned by the Capital 
Region Airport Authority (Authority); and 


WHEREAS, the Authority and the City have negotiated an 
Agreement and Purchase of Sale, which is subject to final approval 
by the Lansing City Council, for the City purchase of the 
approximate 18.9 acre parcel of property the State proposes to be 
the exchange for the parking facility project site; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan has created the Core 
Communities Initiative (CCl) Program through the Michigan 
Economic Development Corporation (MEDC) to provide gap- 
financing assistance in the form of loans and grants to eligible 
municipalities for the purpose of promoting economic development 
and job creation; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council adopted a resolution on August 27, 
2001 to authorize the submission of an application to the MEDC for 
a grant through the CCI Program in the amount of $5 million to 
finance the acquisition of the property and the development of the 
parking ramp; and 


WHEREAS, the MEDC has reviewed the grant application and 
may offer the City a grant in the amount of $620,000 to acquire the 
Townsend Street property, or to acquire a property of equal value 
that could be traded tothe State for that site; and 


WHEREAS, the MEDC may also offer to provide a loan to the City 
in the amount of $4.18 million at 4% interest amortized over 30 
years to assist in the financing of the parking ramp; and 
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WHEREAS, it is proposed that repayment of the loan would be 
made through the Tax Increment Finance Authority from Tax 
Increment revenue collected as a result of the proposed new office 
and commercial building and expansion of the Michigan National 
Tower; and

PUBLIC COMMENT ON GITY RELATED MATTERS 


Andrew Zehimelech of 203-C E. Edgewood Blvd. said that he and 
his mother have received an eviction notice in retaliation for the 
lawful actions they have taken to get help with the condition of their 
apartment building. They have lived in this apartment since July 5, 
1991. He has been in contact with the City Attorney's Office who 
has informed him that he has handled his complaint against the 
apartment owner correctly. They are being evicted because they 
made complaints about the condition of their apartment. This is a 
retaliatory action. The inspections that have taken place were not 
made properly, specifically the inspection made last week on 
October 26, 2001 was an improper inspection. The inside of their 
apartment has not yet been inspected. 


President Adado asked that if the Code Compliance Office does 
not resolve this issue to his satisfaction, that he get in touch with 
Councilmembers and let him know. 


Bill Kelley of 3621 Sawgrass stated his support for the ordinance 
passed on October 15, 2001 that authorized the use of separate 
water meters for outdoor uses. He thanked Councilmembers for 
approving this ordinance. He previously lived in the area of 
Lansing Township that is served by the City water service. They 
were allowed to have separate water meters for outside use, but 
when he moved into the City proper, he was not allowed to have a 
separate meter. He considered putting in his own well to use for 
watering his lawn, bu the Board of Water and Light opposes the 
drilling of more wells into the aquifer where the City’s well is 
located. The more wells that are drilled into the aquifer, the greater 
the potential for contamination of the aquifer. He is very happy 
with the change to this ordinance 


Gordon Wilson of 1005 Grenoble challenged all 18 year old High 
School Juniors and Seniors that registered to vote during the voter 
registration drives conducted by City Clerk Steve Dougan to get 
out and vote on November 6. He wants to see 100% voter 
participation from this group. He stated his endorsement of 
candidates on the election ballot. 


Christine Timmon of 339 W St. Joseph stated her endorsement of 
candidates on the November 6 election ballot. She spoke 
regarding the Oldsmobile Heritage Project. She said that we need 
to work harder on the development of a perpetual motion engine 
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that will run on batteries, or solar power rather than the gasoline 
combustion engine that we have today that is so primitive and 
causes wars. She displayed material that she said proves what 
her background is, and that documents the contributions of other 
African Americans to the industrial revolution 


Herman VanDrie of 1918 Wood St. said that there is a death 
waiting to happen on Wood St. He, and a number of other 
residents in his area, are here tonight to relate the horror stories 
that they have seen happen on Wood. They are petition for the 
City of Lansing to obtain full jurisdiction over Wood St. so that they 
only have to go to one jurisdiction for public safety. Lansing 
Township does not have enough police cars to safely patrol this 
street, particularly with the development of a new shopping mall in 
the area that will cause over 25,000 new vehicles per day to use 
Wood St. They are having traffic problems over there now. He 
invited all Councilmembers and the Mayor to stop by his house for 
breakfast, or dinner, and witness what they see happen on Wood 
St. every day of their lives. This is a problem that needs to be 
resolved. He asked the people who are in attendance tonight to 
support the petition requesting that the City of Lansing obtain sole 
jurisdiction over Wood St. to stand. Approximately seven (7) 
people stood. These people, he said, represent 350 others from 
their neighborhood who would not fit into Council Chambers 


Eugene Buckley of N. Hayford St. spoke regarding the proposed 
Wolverine Pipeline that he said will endanger everyone in Lansing 
and destroy eight (8) to sixteen (16) schools, if it were to rupture 
Wolverine has said that they will give us a 1-188 number to call in 
case of breaks or leaks. He urged everyone to oppose this 
pipeline being run through Lansing 


Ernestine McMullen of 429 West St. said she is here to speak 
regarding the non-partisan nature of City of Lansing elections. She 
does not vote for a party, she votes for the best people. She 
stated her endorsement of candidates on the November 6 election 
ballot 


Skila Fuller, no address given, stated her support of candidates on 
the November 6 election ballot. She is non-partisan. She votes for 
candidates based on what they can do for you not what their party 
affiliation is. It is important that we elect someone who will 
complete their entire term and be her for the long haul 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callihan Ct. protested any development 
of the Boys Training School Site that is other than school oriented 
She attended many BTS meetings. The citizens who were not in 
favor of this development were not allowed to speak. The School 
District was not given any real choice in this matter. The City 
needs to acquire other property to make room for better housing 
developments and give the BTS property to the School District. 


Willy Williams of 211 W Saginaw stated his endorsement of 
candidates for the November 6 General Election 


Lisa Sinclair of 920 S. Washington commented on the resurgence 
of patriotism evidenced by the number of American flags on display 
throughout our city. She asked the listening audience how many 
times they have voted in the past several years. Most people do 
not participate in elections. This is a great right that many people 
ignore. Only 6.5% of Lansing's registered voters voted in the 
August Primary Election. Yet there are some people who have 
never missed an election. On November 6 voters will elect a 
Mayor, City Clerk and 4 City Council Members, along with School 
Board Members. Also on the ballot will be the Lansing Community 
College Millage. She urged everyone to get out and vote on 
November 6. 


Antonio Manning, no address given, apologized for the comments 
he made at his last visit to a Council meeting. He does not want 
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residents to think that he opposes the Mayor, or Dr. Banks. He 
announced that he is no longer the Clerk of the Junior City Council 


Walter Gray of 1017 W Hillsdale in Lansing said that he is a 
construction worker, and a former member of Local 998. For 2% 
years he has been looking for full time work, but cannot find it 
There is plenty of work in Lansing, so it does not make sense that 
he cannot find a fulltime job. He has been in the construction trade 
for 6% years. He does not want to wind up a statistic like other 
black males. He wants to grow old and send his children to 
college. He has appealed to the NAACP for help. Geneva Smith 
is no longer there. He needs help to find a job. He does not do 
drugs, does not have an arrest record, and he has been looking for 
steady work for along time. 


President Adado referred Mr. Gray to the “Michigan Works’ 
program. Their office is on S. Cedar St. Their telephone number 
is 371-2534. He asked Mr. Gray to contact them for help, and if 
they are unable to help him to call him and let him know. 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. thanked the Ingham Regional 
Medical Center where he had recent surgery on his leg. He stated 
his endorsement of candidates for the fourth ward race on the 
November 6 General Election ballot. He stated that he served in 
Viet Nam under the United Nations flag and lost a lot of his friends 
because of it. He does not agree with the City flying this flag, 
supporting the people of Afghanistan with food, money or other 
supplies. If they are starving, maybe they will give up Bin Laden 


COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Nicholoff thanked President Adado for the 
invitation to the Italian American Club Dinner. He had a great time 
there. It was a good night, great food and nice people. He 
thanked Councilmember Wood, the Police Department, and the 
Code Compliance Office for attending the open meeting that he 
hosted for neighborhood leaders. The Fourth Ward is home to a 
tremendous amount of neighborhood associations. The best way 
to deal with them alll is to get everyone together. He thanked Jim 
McCue and Scott Sanford of the Code Compliance Office and 
Captain Steve Luciano and Lieutenant Joel Maatman of LPD. 


Councilmember Wood reminded the audience of the neighborhood 
watch coordinators meeting to be held on October 30 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
RESPONSE TO COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener said that the Neighborhood Advisory Board provides 
grants, through the generosity of City Council, and is making 
$500.00 grants available for the promotion of home ownership in 
neighborhoods. This is a recommendation of the Ad Hoc Housing 
Committee. Neighborhood Groups that wish to submit grant 
proposals should do so in letter form to the Mayor's Office by 
Friday, November 9. He noted that there have been strong 
comments made tonight about the United Nations. The City has 
already chosen to adopt this resolution and to take up collections 
for Afghanistan. The UN won the Nobel Peace Prize this year for 
their fight against terrorism throughout the world. In order to deal 
with terrorism we have to have a united world and become part of 
the united effort. President Bush has urged all of the people of the 
United States to donate a dollar to go to the Children of 
Afghanistan. When we undertook this war, we said that we were 
not fighting against the Afghanistan people, but against the Taliban 


Councilmember Wood advised any neighborhood group that 
wishes to submit a grant proposal, but feels that they are not 
equipped to produce one, that there are students available to help 
them draft the proposal, and equipment to draft it on. She urged 
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interested parties not to give up because of a fear that the drafting 
of the grant proposal is beyond their capabilities, because there is 
assistance to help you do so. 


City Clerk Steve Dougan said that if his predictions are accurate, 
we will see a less than 20% voter turnout for the November 6 


General Election. He hopes his predictions are wrong, because he 
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wants people to show up to vote. He pledged a 1¢ donation to the 
Lansing Food Bank and a 1¢ donation to the Capital Region 
Community Foundation for every vote cast in the November 6

1. Presentation: Sparrow Hospital 


Joe Damore and Joe Wald, representatives from Sparrow Hospital, 
said that Sparrow Hospital was recently awarded the Michigan 
Health and Hospital Association's Ludwig Award for Outstanding 
Community Service. This award was a result of a combined effort 
between Sparrow Hospital, the City of Lansing and the Lansing 
School District to educate young people about health careers.

2. Presentation: National League of Cities Institute for Children, 
Youth and Education Municipal Leadership in Education Award 


Genice Rhodes-Reed, Ph.D., Director of the Human Relations and 
Community Services Department, stated that in April Lansing 
submitted a grant application to the National League of Cities. 
The City was fortunate to be selected as one of six cities to 
participate in the grant. She introduced Audrey Hutchinson and 
Mark Ouellette, delegates from the NLC.

PUBLIC’S AND MAVOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an ordinance to amend the Section 1020.06 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing by charging for 
snow violation in the public right of way and prohibiting parking on 
Public streets for a 24-hour period at the onset of a “full plow snow 
removal operation” 


Michael Navabi, Director of the Public Service Department, stated 
that last year was a record snowfall, and lessons were learned 
from it. Many business and home owners did not remove snow 
from their sidewalks. Many of the drivers found cars parked in the 
right of way and in the roadway. 


It is hoped that the proposed changes to this ordinance will 
address these problems. Communications will be faxed to state 
offices businesses. The Public Service Department staff have 
received information on the handling of customer service calls. It 
is planned to have scout teams traveling throughout the City to 
advise of parked cars in the streets so snow plows can plan 
accordingly. 


Michael Rice, Ph.D., Deputy Superintendent of Business for the 
Lansing School District, said the Lansing School District 
appreciated the work and outreach by the City on the issue of 
snow removal and the schools. He said the City addressed 
concerns the District had about snow removal in a timely manner. 


Richard E. Miller, 4100 Sheffield Blvd, said that he lives in Lansing, 
in the Eaton Neighborhood Organization. Parking on the streets 
should be acted on now, not just with snow on the ground. He 
feels the fines are excessive and that the City should take care of 
their sidewalks. As an example, there was an area near 
Woodcreek Elementary School that needed to be shoveled. He 
would like to see more emphasis on activities to help senior 
citizens, and stressed communication between the citizens and the 
City, 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she feels that last 
winter's storm was a fluke. The City should be responsible for 
clearing the streets and then charge back a fee. She asked what 
would happen to hardship cases and people who may be out of 
town during the winter. She feels that money should be spent on 
other services than snow removal 


Bill Houghtaling of 1804 S. Washington said that he supports the 
proposed ordinance. Many people had to go to work in the show. 
Business would pay the fine rather than shovel sidewalks. He 
feels more attention should be directed toward handicapped and 
senior citizens. The City needs to put muscle in the current 
ordinance and be responsible for their sidewalks. 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford said he feels that the City 
should find more creative ways to solve problems. He would like 
to see every school have a snow angel to help with snow removal 
He suggested an annual fee for snow removal for residents which 
would generate funds to cover the cost. Many problems were 
created last years because of the way the streets were plowed 


Councimember Bauer asked Mr. Navabi if the proposed changes 
to the ordinance changes the structure of the fees. He responded 
that the fees would remain the same, but that an administrative fee 
would be added to the tax roles for homeowners if the City were 
required to remove snow from their property 
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William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said that it was unreasonable 
to expect people who are out of town to have their sidewalks 
cleared. He suggested the City keep a listing of people who notify 
the City they are going to be out of town. Special equipment is not 
needed to handle the snow. He said that homeowners should be 
responsible for their own sidewalks. 


Brian Smith of 1007 Woodbine said that he is against the proposed 
changes to the ordinance. He feel this would be against senior 
citizens and older people. He asked about the City ‘s responsibility 
for removing snow from City property. He asked about the status 
of the snow angel program which was started several years ago 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said the fees that are 
proposed in the snow ordinance remind her of the fees that were 
proposed for the trash removal ordinance. She is concerned that 
contractors who would be hired to remove the snow would charge 
excessive fees. She feels that many people who are out of town 
will get fees added to their assessments 


She asked if the City wants to create situations of people losing 
their homes because of vacations. She stated that she knows that 
many people work to try to get snow removed as quickly as 
possible, but it is not possible for everyone to remove all their 
snow. She said she would like to see more positive approaches to 
working on problems. She feels that if Lansing were to provide 
‘snow removal as a benefit of living in the city, more people would 
live in Lansing. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said he would like to have this 
ordinance tabled in order to try his idea this winter. He would like 
to see the main streets and the alleys plowed. People need the 
roads to get to work, and they can't if the main streets and alleys 
are not plowed. Regarding people walking in the road instead of 
on the sidewalk, he sees people walking in the middle of the road 
now, with no snow on the sidewalks. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm asked how many tickets were issued last 
year for failure to remove snow. He feels the changes to the 
ordinance are not needed, as there is already an ordinance on the 
books. In some areas of the City plows pushed snow back onto 
the sidewalk after citizens had removed the snow. He feels the 
problem last year was more with businesses than with 
homeowners. 


Gladys Collison of 2711 Delta River Drive asked that the plows 
take it a little easier and that Lansing work with citizens instead of 
against them. 


Michelle Canfield of 3532 Callihan Court said that growing up in 
Lansing she expected snow in the winter. Houses that are vacant 
will not have owners or residents to remove the snow from their 
sidewalks. She feels people should be talking about the quality of 
work of the plow drivers and not just how much snow can be 
plowed 

Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said that last year the plows got to her 
street twice during last year’s storm. Cars parked on the street 
were not an issue because of all the snow on the street. If the 
sidewalks are not cleared the Postal Service will not deliver the 
mail. She feels the City is not taking care of the streets and 
keeping the streets plowed. She suggested reassigning staff so 
more work can be done 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Road said she is against 
the proposed changes to the ordinance and agrees with the other 
speakers. She feels it is time to take care of the citizens of 
Lansing who pay taxes for these services and pay the salaries of 
the City workers. She asked why the drivers are not more careful 
where they plow. She feels it is time to talk with people and stop 
raising taxes 


Ronald Kruger of 5057 Patrick, Holt, asked how people can clear 
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their walks within 48 hours said if storm is still going on? He has 
been a City plow driver for over 18 years. Drivers last year had 
problems with the equipment because of the high snow. Once the 


snow stopped, they could clear the snow.

MOTORCITIES Automobile National Heritage Area - Approval to 
Submit FY 2002 Historic Preservation Grant Application 


WHEREAS, on October 22, 2001, the City Council of the City of 
Lansing expressed its suppott of the efforts of the MOTORCITIES 
Automobile National Heritage Area (ANHA), as outlined in the 
ANHA General Management Plan; and 


WHEREAS, the ANHA Lansing Corridor Board, on October 16, 
2001, voted unanimously (9-0) to request that the City apply for 
Historic Preservation Grant funds through the Michigan Historical 
Center, and to work in conjunction with the City to complete the 
project; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is designated as a Certified Local 
Government, and is eligible for twoyear grant funds from the 
Michigan Historical Center on a 60/40% matching basis; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed project is to develop a survey and 
interpretive management plan for Lansing as an ANHA 
‘Stewardship Community, focusing on enhancing the experience of 
Hub District attractions associated with Lansing’s auto heritage; 
and 


WHEREAS, this plan, which begins Phase 1 of the General 
Management Plan in the Lansing Stewardship Community, is 
compatible with other revitalization initiatives (e.g., the Central 
Lansing Comprehensive Plan, Entertainment District, wayfinding, 
etc.) and will enhance the quality of life for residents and visitors 
alike; and 


WHEREAS, according to the ANHA General Management Plan 
estimates, Michigan's Automobile National Heritage Area is 
expected to increase visitor spending by nearly $1 billion, and 
annual visitation by 750,000, by its tenth year; and 


WHEREAS, the increase in quality of life in the Automobile 
National Heritage Area will provide opportunities to attract new 
Lansing residents, especially in its Hub District; and 


WHEREAS, on November 15, 2001, the Historic District 
Commission Executive Committee reviewed the proposal, and

She 
feel that rowdy speakers at Council meetings is a myth. She feels 
it is an attempt to discredit people, and that the viewing public 
should have an opportunity and option to listen or watch. She feels 
the Council's accountability will decrease if the entire Council 
meeting is not televised

election day winners. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope thanked President Adado for 
including his letter of suggestion on snow removal in the Council 
packet. He read a statement which was against not televising the 
entire Council meeting. He feels the City should not have to 
purchase a new vehicle for the Mayor. 


Suzanne Elms-Barclay of 1628 Lindbergh said she feels that 
Coucil rules are clear about talking and the conduct of speakers.

Citizens are 
guaranteed free speech and the right to be heard in this meeting 
She feels that much information is available through the Council 
meetings

to the various freedoms that Americans enjoy

WHEREAS, the property at 1410 Lyons Avenue, Lansing Michigan 
has been investigated and brought to the attention of City Council 
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as being a nuisance property under Chapter 630 of the Codified 
Ordinances and 


WHEREAS, the property owner of such property has been given 
all due process rights including: proper notice, a public hearing on 
November 29, 2001 before the Lansing City Council Committee of 
the Whole, the right to be represented by an attorney, cross- 
examine opposing witnesses, present relevant and material 
evidence, and present factual and legal arguments; and 


WHEREAS, the standard of review used by the City Council in 
determining if a property is a public nuisance is a preponderance 
of the evidence; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council held a public hearing on November 
29, 2001 before the Committee of the Whole for the purpose of 
determining if 1410 Lyons Avenue is a public nuisance; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that based on a 
preponderance of competent, substantial and material evidence 
presented and received at the public hearing before the Committee 
of the Whole, the City Council finds the following 


1. On May 17, 2001, the Lansing Police Department conducted 
an investigation at 1410 Lyons Avenue, and the police discovered 
evidence that illegal drug activity was occurring; five arrests were 
made for frequenting a drug house- three plead guilty; one case 
was dismissed; one case is still pending. The evidence found 
includes: three ziplock baggies containing crack cocaine, one of 
the three ziplock baggies contained marijuana as well as crack 
cocaine, Ashiba electronic scale model 1626, 4 copper char boy 
pads, and 2 glass crack pipes. 


2. In accordance with Chapter 630 of the Lansing Codified 
Ordinances, on May 31, 2001, the City Attorney sent a letter to 
Rodney Kik, 1410 Lyons Avenue, advising him that under the 
provisions of Chapter 630 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances, if 
the property was investigated within six months of May 17, 2001, 
and controlled substance and/or drug paraphernalia was found, 
then the City could prohibit occupancy of the property for a period 
of up to one year and/or hold the owner liable for the full cost of 
any City personnel subsequent to the first investigation, and the full 
cost of any City personnel and materials involved in the boarding- 
up or padlocking and assess those costs against the property. 


3. On October 8, 2001, the Lansing Police Department made a 
traffic stop in the driveway at 1410 Lyons Avenue. The traffic stop 
resulted in the seizure of a large amount of crack cocaine, a 
handgun, and arresting the subject who was stopped in the traffic 
stop. The subject who was stopped in the traffic stop on October 
8, 2001 was in the house on May 17, 2001 when the Lansing 
Police Department conducted their first investigation. The subject 
in the traffic stop said that there were drugs inside the house at 
141 0 Lyons Avenue. After the officer conducted the traffic stop, 
the officer made contact with a subject inside the house at 1410 
Lyons Avenue. The subject inside the house allowed the officer 
inside the house, and the officer observed a clear plastic baggy 
containing cocaine lying in plain view on the floor. The officer 
found another baggy of cocaine in the rear southwest bedroom of 
1410 Lyons Avenue, 


4. On October 10, 2001, the City Attorney sent a second letter to 
Rodney Kik, 1410 Lyons, Lansing, Michigan 48912, notifying the 
owner of the drug activity on October 8, 2001 


5. The City Council finds that two investigations have occurred 
within six months. The first investigation occurred on May 17, 
2001, and the second investigation occurred on October 8, 2001 
Both investigations resulted in controlled substances and/or drug 
paraphernalia being found in the house at 1410 Lyons Avenue.

6. Rodney Kik is the property owner of 1410 Lyons Avenue. The 
property owner may appeal the decision of the City Council to the 
Circuit Court within ten days from the date of this resolution, and if 
so appealed, the Circuit Court shall review the decision to 
determine if it was in violation of the law, was obtained by fraud, or 
is an abuse of discretion; and if it is supported by competent,

PUBLIC COMMENT ON GITY RELATED MATTERS 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that she was praising 
Council for their changes to the snow ordinance after listening to 
the citizens. She said that there were some citizens who were 
studying the feasibility of a recall petition for some City officers. 
She would like to appeal to people who do not vote, saying these 
people can help with the recall process. If things do not change, 
citizens do not have any other choice but to exercise their right for 
a recall 


Eugene Buckely of 818 N. Hayford said that he wanted to make 
sure the citizens of Lansing have information about the Wolverine 
pipeline proposed for South Lansing. If the pipeline were to break, 
there would be much damage in the area. He feels that the public 
comment section should remain part of the televised meeting so 
people are allowed to hear all of the speakers. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said she does not feel that public 
comments should be done away with. The people who come to 
speak are speaking for more than themselves at the meetings. 
She does not want Council to stifle the people. Council needs to 
let people speak. The Wolverine pipeline would put Lansing on a 
high alert status. 


Frank S. Curtis X said that he feels that Council should let people 
speak. He is willing to go to jail for free speech. He feels that the 
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special ceremony and tribute to Ron Jones was a good thing 


Michael John Simon of 3200 S. Washington said there are a lot of 
good theatre programs in the area. He said that Community Mental 
Health helps a lot of people in the area and does good work. He 
suggested that maintenance workers be hired to help clear snow 
from sidewalks. He said that he felt the cost to ride in a cab was 
too high and asked about getting more CATA buses to run a later 
schedule 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that his birthday will be this 
Saturday and he invited everyone to a celebration at [zzo's Pub on 
S. Washington. He said that electrical rates and the return on 
equity would affect taxes, because the Board of Water and Light 
has the lowest rates in the state 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly said that he read in the paper that 
Council does not want people speaking. The public comment 
process brought out issues such as early retirement and the rain 
tax. He feels that public comment is for everyone. Sometimes 
people need to correct Council and do so during public comments. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that the most positive 
thing to change public perception of Council would be to fire the 
public relations company working for the City. They tried to portray 
the people who speak as being negative. She thinks alll citizens 
should work together so the City gets rid of distrust. She 
appreciates the changes in the snow removal ordinance. She 
suggested giving positive tickets to people when they do a good 
thing. If people see Lansing as a good place to live then more 
people will want to live here or move here. She is very concerned 
about the potential loss of the Thelma Osteen Comfort Station in 
North Lansing. If the building is sold then it should be sold to the 
North Lansing Community Association 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said he is proud to be a Lansing 
resident. He is proud of the people who come and speak at 
Council meetings. He is also proud of the Council when they listen 
to the people. He does not want to do away with the public 
comment portion of the meeting. He feels the fines in the proposed 
‘snow removal ordinance are unreasonable 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Road said that all of the 
people at Council meetings are Americans. She would like Council 
to hold themselves to the same standard as the individuals who 
speak during public comments. Council needs to consider that all 
speakers are taxpayers. Some of the people are here only to give 
information or to get information that is not otherwise available 
She would like to see committee meetings moved to a time where 
more citizens can attend. Everyone at this meeting has a right to. 
speak 


Joy Gleason of 732 W. Lapeer said she was pleased with the 
changes made to the snow removal ordinance. She lives near 
downtown and likes to walk to the downtown area. She would like 
the City to give a financial reason for the people to remove snow. 
She feels that the public comments should be allowed and to not 
allow speakers would be a great disservice 


Councilmember Nicholoff said that he understood that the public 
comment would be allowed, but that changes would be in the way 
the public comment was televised or handled, and that these 
changes may not happen. He feels that people have 
misunderstood the intent of the proposed changes. 


Kathy Dunbar of 1334 Boston thanked Councilmember Nicholoff 
and Council for their hard work. She has watched many Council 
meetings at home and feels that the comments tonight are the 
exception to most Council meetings. Everyone has a right to 
comments. She feels that many of the people who speak at 
Council may be the ones who are bullying instead of certain 
Councilmembers being the bullies. People need to take 
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information back to the groups and to other people. Free speech 
is guaranteed to everyone, but not in the manner in which that free 
speech is carried out. 


Willy Williams of 200 W. Saginaw said that regarding public 
comments, the issue of public comment being called a circus has 
come up before. He feels that Council should speak out on the 
issue of public comment. He suggested that public comment on 
City related matters be changed to Committee of the Whole 
meetings

He said one of the big concerns was the 
adjacent Action Auto property. This is a property that is seen by all 
people as they enter or leave the City via Capital City Airport. He 
said that ifhis organization can partner with the City to bring this 
property into a more viable use. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she believes 
brownfield plans are a form of corporate welfare. She did not feel 
that a brownfield plan should be necessary for a site occupied by a 
former soap manufacturer.

» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Mayor Hollister spoke regarding the development agreement 
between the Boji Group of Lansing LLC and the City of Lansing 
The City has tried to grow the City by partnering and using limited 
City resources for projects such as the expanded parking for the 
Michigan National Tower. The Boji Group, together with The State 
Accident Fund, worked to purchase the Ellis Parking Garage. This 
group contacted and talked with Bob Rothwell of the State of 
Michigan regarding Core Community Initiatives grant funding, 
available through the state, to help develop the downtown area 
They were able to arrange for funding from the Michigan Economic 
Development Commission (MEDC) for $5 million to partner with 
Boji to develop the parking ramp. The lease is for 50 years. 
Development of this facility would allow for a 14,000 space parking 
garage and building. Mayor Hollister said he considers this one of 
the more significant developments for the City. 


Bob Swanson, Director of Finance, explained that there are three 
different agreements associated with this property: the grant and 
loan from MEDC, the City’s purchase of property by the airport, 
and the City’s approval of the Boji agreement. The loan proceeds 
will be distributed as construction payments for the Boji project. 
The Airport Authority has already approved the sale of 19 acres of 
airport land to the City at a price of $820,000. The parking lot has 
been valued at $820,000. The state passed legislation last year 
that in effect approved the property exchange. The state will use 
part of the parking facility and will pay the full cost of each parking 
space and will provide subsidized parking for their employees. Mr. 
Swanson stated that the development agreement is needed to deal 
with the 1,400 space parking lot project and 180,000 square foot 
office building 


‘An agreement to purchase the Senate parking lot is possible with 
the proceeds of the $4 million loan from MEDC. The City will 
lease the property to the Boji Group for 50 years. They will 
operate the parking lot so the property will be on the tax rolls and 
assessed tothe Boji Group. The City will receive 20 percent of the 
parking revenues once the garage turns a profit. In addition the 
loan from the state is a $4.18 million loan at 4.8 percent over 30 
years. That amount will come out of the captured tax revenue from 
the Tax Increment Finance Authority (TIFA) . The Boji Group has 
agreed to pay the City this money in any year the City has to make 
a payment. The first payment on this agreement would not be due 
until 2007 


Ron Boji of 124 W Allegan said that three years ago the Boji 
Group took over the Michigan National Tower. The existing 
tenants need more space and more parking. They formed a 
partnership with the Michigan Accident Fund to acquire the 
property located at the corner of Townsend and Allegan. 


The planned office building will face the Capitol. The Boji Group 
sees these projects as the start of additional projects in the 
downtown area, and expects them to bring approximately 1,500 to 
2,000 new jobs and $1.3 million additional tax dollars into the City. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that this project is 
nothing but speculation. She feels the questions asked by 
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President Adado bring reason about this project. She said she 
feels that code compliance officers are damaging property. She 
would like to see a partnership with Lansing homeowners to fix up 
homes. 


Willy Williams of 200 W Saginaw said he feels that more people 
downtown would be better than more office buildings. The BTS 
property is good but does not improve or affect downtown. He 
would like to see more apartment buildings and residential rentals 
than office buildings downtown. He feels this would bring 
buildings to a point of no vacancies. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said this is will probably end up costing 
people money. She asked how many more deals like this will be 
made before the City makes money. Che asked if the Principal 
Shopping District had been included in discussions on this project

PUBLIC COMMENT ON GITY RELATED MATTERS

changing the public comment and discouraging people to speak at 
meetings. He would like to have public comment televised. He 
urged everyone to attend Council and committee meetings to 
speak out 


Dale Dezess of 3331 Ingham said he is a retired City of Lansing 
employee. He asked why the City is not using special snow 
equipment that was bought to clean sidewalks. He asked why 
money is being used to purchase new equipment and construct 
buildings when they are not needed. He said he is opposed to the 
proposed changes in the snow ordinance 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she has heard a lot of 
discussion on the proposed changes to the snow ordinance. She 
stated his opposition to the Agreement with the Boji Group. She 
said that if the Council meetings are televised, they need to be 
televised in their entirety, including public ocmments. She said that 
some individuals are misusing the right of free speech because of 
their association with certain groups. She said that recount 
petitions will include a request that the contract between the City 
and the Lansing Neighborhood Council (LNC) be recinded 


Willie Dawson of 1304 Theodore thanked Councilmember 
Nicholoff for his hard work. She asked about the procedure on 
getting speed bumps in the area of Maple, Westmoreland, 
Theodore, and Glenn’ 


Councilmember Nicholoff stated that he has been working with 
Shane Silsby of the Transportation Department on traffic issues 
and will contact Mr. Silsby on this matter. Counlmember Nicholoff 
also suggested that Ms. Dawson put her request for speed bumps 
in the form of a letter to council

Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, thanked Rep. Michael Murphy 
for his comments at the governmental forum Saturday. He asked 
that all speakers before Council respect each other. 


Willy Williams of 200 W Saginaw thanked the Council and all City 
departments for their hard work this past year. He wished 
everyone a merry Christmas and a happy new year. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl thanked Councilmember Bauer for her 
questions during the discussion of the agreement with the Boji 
Group. She asked when the City expects to receive money from 
other projects such as those developed by Harry Hepler. She 
feels companies should not receive funding from the EDC,and that 
the EDC and the City need to be careful about the projects they 
take on 
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Michael John Simon of 3200 S. Washington said he agreed with 
the comments of Mr. Williams and was equally thankful. He 
congratulated the Everett High School girls basketball team for 
their championship. He asked about the status of the Oliver 
Towers. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said he thought excess money 
from TIFA projects should be given to the City. He asked about the 
number of tenants in downtown buildings who are moving because 
of high rent. 


Janet Glisson of 1428 Corbett thanked Councilmember Nicholoff 
for the job he has done this year and the hard work he has put into 
the Fourth Ward and the City of Lansing. She thanked Carol Wood 
for her hard work and dedication. She said that disagreement is 
good, but people need to act like adults. Not everyone is going to 
agree all the time. She feels it is a privilege and right to speak, but 
that it carries responsibility. She wished everyone a happy holiday 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Road said she disagreed 
with the recent editorial in the Lansing State Journal about the 
speakers at Council meetings. She said that the newpaper did not 
treat speakers in a fair manner. 


Kathy Dunbar of 1334 Boston thanked Councilmember Nicholoff 
for his work this year. She said that Councilmembers were voted 
into office by a majority of the people, and the people who speak at 
council meetings may not be in the majority. She said that the 
agreement with the Boji Group will be good for the area. She said 
that homes get boarded up because of major complaints and that 
there are many sources of funds available to people for home 
repair. 

Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago thanked Councilmember Nicholoff 
for his hard work and the help given for the young people of the 
City.

He thanked those who worked with the 
ordinance. He thanked Councilmember Nicholoff and City Clerk 
Dougan for their hard work 


Councilmember Wood announced that starting December 11, 
Council offices and the 10th floor will be undergoing renovations. 
The renovations are planned to be completed by January 11. She 
suggested that individuals call before coming to their offices. She 
thanked Councilmember Nicholoff for his work during the past 
year. She reminded everyone of the Sagamore Hills Annual 
Christmas party on December 15 at 6:00 p.m. at Grace United 
Methodist Church 


Councilmember Meyer congratulated Kate Meyer on her 
acceptance to college. He thanked Councilmember Nicholoff for 
his hard work and said that he will be missed 


Councilmember Bauer said that regarding the downtown 
development with the Boji Group, she is pleased that the Boji 
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Group wants to partner with the City, but she had questions 
regarding the agreement. She thanked her collegaues for the 
healthy debate which allowed people to express their concerns. 
Regarding comments made on equipment within the Public 
Service Department, the General Services Committee has 
requested information from City Departments regarding equipment 
inventories, and for a schedule to better utilize equipment. She 
thanked President Adado for his leadership. She thanked 
Councilmember Nicholoff for his service, and said she was very 
impressed with his level of committment 


Councilmember Benavides thanked Councilmember Nicholoff for 
his time as Fourth Ward Councilmember, and stated that during his 
time as Third Ward Councilmember he has seen many different 
people serve as Fourth Ward Councilmember, and they all have 
brought different things to Council 


City Attorney Smiertka announced that this past year 40 separate 
claims were filed against the City with 23 claims being assigned a 
court date. Of those 23 cases, 14 were found in favor of the City, 
8 were settled out of court, and 1 was a split decision 


City Clerk Dougan thanked everyone for their help this past year 
He said his feelings on serving this past year can be summed up 
in the phrase "The image of our town starts with me". He read a 
portion of a column written by Mike Royko, former columnist for the 
Chicago Daily News 


Councilmember Nicholoff thanked Mr. Dougan, and said he has felt 
a closeness since they were appointed to office on the same day. 
He thanked the Michigan Dental Association, his employer, for their 
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understanding. He thanked all the City Departments for helping 
him to learn about their jobs. He thanked the Mayor's office, the 
City Council staff, the City Attorney's office, the Lansing Police 
Department, and the Lansing Fire Department for their help. He 
thanked the Watch Coordinators and the various senior citizens 
and advisory boards for working with him. He thanked 
Councilmembers who believed in him enough to appoint him. He 
said his decision not to continue in the position was one of the 
toughest decisions he has made. He said that Council and City 
government are a group of class people and that the City has a lot 
of dignity. He thanked his parents for their support during this past 
year, for believing in his ability to do the job, and for their 
encouragment. He said he has enjoyed serving the people of 
Lansing and will continue to work hard to make this a better place 
tolive
